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Metropolitan Sanitary District project 
Sewage plant detrimental 
to environment, report says

The proposed Metropolitan Sanitary 


District sewage treatment plant docs not 
utilize the best available technology, can 
bo environmentally detrimental of the 
southwest part of DCS Plaines and may 
bring about a net environmental and eco- 
nomical loss to the whole city, according 
to a 104-page research report compiled 
by Clark, Dlctz and Associates-Engineers 
Inc. 


The $3,000 report, aimed at updating 


and strengthening the city's waste water 
treatment plant building codes, was au- 
thorized by tho city council In April. The 
Champalgn-Urbann engineering firm was 
retained to prepare a written report as a 
building codo criteria for tho construe- 
tlon and operation of waste water treat- 
ment plants. 


For eight years the city hns fought an 


unsuccessful battle with MSD trying to 
persuade them to change the site for the 
plant. Although aldermen arc unanimous 
in (ho opinion that the plant is needed In 


tho area they don't want it on the 103- 
acre site located at the northeast corner 
of Elmhurst Road and the Northwest 
Tollway — blocks from residential neigh- 
borlioods. 


THE REPORT states that the sug- 


gested ordinance appears valid. "How- 
ever, no legal opinion has been secured 
on the authority of a home rule munici- 
pality to regulate the governmental land 
uses by such as MSD." 


Although MSD officials see the prtf- 


posed plant as being small in comparison 
to their largest plants, the plant will be 
"8 to 10 times larger than necessary to 
serve the needs of the city of Des 
Plaines. Few plants in (Illinois) arc larg- 
er." it states. 


". . . It can be safely said that the 


larger the plant, the larger the area it 
potentially will affect detrimentally and 
the greater Is the exposure to health haz- 
ard and nuisance." 


THE REPORT lists some of the scien- 


tific operating hazards and nuisances of 
the plant as:

• Odor, a problem common to all sew- 


age treatment plant proeesses. It states 
that normal characteristic odors from 
well run plants can be detected most of 
the time a quarter to one-half mile down- 
wind from the plant. When the plant mal- 
functions, the malodors are detectable 
five or more miles away. There Is no 
way of knowing how much or how bad 
odors would be or whether it would dis- 
turb property value. 


• Noise, in this location, will be rela- 


tively minor in comparison to the noise 
from planes that use O'Hare Field. The 
report does not anticipate a noise prob- 
lem. 
• Contamination of water. "We are 
confident that the Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency will check the final 
plans thoroughly for such possibility." 


THE REPORT details three instances 


where available tehnologoy was not utili- 
zed in the MSD plant design: covering 
the processing tanks to eliminate odor, 
the use of pure oxygen as an aeration 
process which would be more efficient 
and necessitate smaller tanks; and treat-' 
ing odorous air by bubbling it through 
sewage aeration tanks to control odor.

• Make a governmental use a special' 


use in any zoning district. 


• Make the performance standards ap- • 


plicable only to special zoning uses. 


• Upgrade the zoning performance • 


standards to utilize the latest available 
recognized performance measurement 
methods. 


• Amend performance standards to 


make them achievable rather than idea- 
lized. 


• Recognize those conditions, such as 


airplane noises which are beyond the 
power of city government to control, in 
amending. noise and odor standards by 
hdving several levels of performance. 


Eighth Ward Alderman Richard Ward 


and Alan Abrams will meet with the U. 
S. EPA July 31 in Chicago to show a , 
slide presentation comparing various wa- 
ter treatment facilities. Ahrams told the • 
Herald yesterday they will also use the 
report. 


THE EPA MUST approve plans for the 


MSD project before federal matching 
funds are granted. 


"The main thrust of the presentation 


will be that the proposed project will re- 
quire additional health, safety and the 
plant would have to be dramatically , 
smaller," said Abrams. "The present 
specifications arc wrong from an engi- : 
neerlng standpoint. It should not be built 
of that magnitude." 


Abrams said the EPA president "real- • 


ly can't see sanctioning the present proj-' 
cct unless substantial revision of the de- 
sign are made."

"We will very definitely use the (engi-; 


neer's) report in our presentation," he 
. 


said. "The report Is a modern analysis of , 
similar problems concerned with health 
considerations, giving some of the his- , 
tory of sewage treatment problems."

The brick flies — the window

fore the unsuspecting victim, re- 
alizes what 'has happened, the 
young vandals have fled into the 
night. Cost of the replacing the 
window, about $150. 


A resident steps outside his 


house • to leave for work one 
morning. His car has been gar- 
nished with orange spray .paint 
and the tires punctured. Cost of 
repairing the tires and repainting 
the car — about $200. 


More than 20 car tires are hit 


during a vandal rampage in the 
1100 block of Prairie Street. Win- 
dows in homes and stores in the 
neighborhood are shot out with 
BBs — total cost of the spree, 
more than $3,500.

POLICE REPORTS show that 


vandalism hit DesPlaines and 
other communities in 1973 with 
all the impact of the 17-year lo- 
cust. 


Arlington 
Heights 
statistics 


show 559 Incidents of vandalism 
have been reported this year, up 
25 per cent from .464 in a six- 
month period last year. 


Statistics also show 413.report- 


ed cases of vandalism in Mount 
Prospect in 1973. 


Locally, incidents of vandalism 


have skyrocketed 68.6 per cent 
over 1972 half-year levels. More 
than 550 cases have been report- 
ed to police this year as opposed 
to only 31B -for the first six 
months of'1972. More than 700 
cases of vandalism were report- 
ed locally for all of 1972. 


P O L I C E STATISTICS show 


that the $39,604 in property dam- 
age for the first six months of 
t h i s year have more than 
doubled the $17,980 figure report- 
ed for a similar period last year. 
In addition, the current damage 
total almost equals the reported 
$44,598 In property loss due to 
vandalism for all of last year. 


According to Lt. Mike Clark of 


Des Plaines police, there is ac- 
tually more there than meets the 
eye.

said. "Sometimes slight damage 
such as a broken light won't even 
be reported to us. And when van- 
dalism is reported, officers can 
only make 'guestimajes' as to... 
what the total damage really is."

Who does these things? —.Who 
becomes a vandal. Why do they 
delight in wanton destruction of 
property and possessions? Or are 
we just enduring the throes of a 
long, hot summer?"

but three of the 88 persons ar- 
rested for vandalism in. Des 


. Plaines this.year are 21 years old 
or younger. Only eight of those 
arrested were female. 


AS TO THE whys and where- 


fores of-vandalism, however, au- 
thorities are in general agree- 
ment: the problem is-.a difficult 
one to assess.

sistant of students at Maine West 
High School, a youth may resort 
to vandalism as a means of gain- 
ing recognition among friends. 


"Most vandals are not having 


much success in school or any- 
where else. They don't get any 
positive input in their lives from 
home or in school so they destroy 
property to show someone they 
are something more than a com- 
plete failure." 


A vandalism-prone adolescent, 


said Burk, thrives on status in 
'his peer group because he is 
unable to be recognized any oth- 
er way. 


YOUTHS WHO participate in 


sports, church groups and social 
organizations, 
arc 
successful 


academically or even have part- 
time jobs usually do not resort to 
vandalism because as Burk. puts 
It, "They have something posi- 
tive to hold on to —a way of 
gaining recognition through con- 
structive means and a way of 
feeling good about themselves as 
individuals." 


Sometimes, said Burk, a young 


person will smash a window or 
slit a tire and guilt feelings will 
prevent him from doing it again. 


Ironically, Burk feels vandals 


who are caught in their misdeeds 
are lucky. 


"A kid who is made to pay the 


price and make restitution for 
what-he did can actually end up 
feeling good about himself by 
paying his victim back and that's 
positive input." 


DET. BILL TARVER of the 


Des Plaines police department's 
youth division also feels that 
youngsters who vandalize are ac- 
tually seeking recognition. 


"It seems that a lot of kids de- 


stroy property in hopes they will 
get caught so their parents will 
be forced to come down to the 
station and pay some attention to 
them. It's like they're trying to 
let someone know they exist," he 
said. 


"And of the ones who are 


caught, 99 per cent of them don't 
know why they did what they did 
when we ask them," he said. 


Tarver also feels it is impor- 


tant for a youth to make restitu- 
tion for vandalism. 


He mentioned the case of three 


youths caught damaging a local 
building last year; "The damage 
was about $300 and we told them 
they would have to make up for 
it. One of them began cutting 
lawns and doing odd jobs while 
the parents of the other two paid 
for their share." 


"THE KID WHO paid from Us 


own pocket learned a lot about

Gasoline stations across the nation aro 


staying open a little longer and are re- 
laxing sales quotas for the third week in 
a row, according to the American Au- 
tomobile Association (AAA). 


Inventories of gasoline and heating oil 


"are in pretty fair shape" and "gradu- 
ally creeping up" due to a slowing of 
demand, Dr. James S. Cross of the Na- 
tional Petroleum Council said. 


But the AAA said tht.-e is stilt -a short- 


age, and the petroleum council, an oil 
Industry group which advises the interior 
secretary, urged the government Tues- 
day to establish an emergency plan in- 
cluding fuel rationing in case foreign pet- 
roleum supplies arc suddenly cut off. 


ALTHOUGH THE gasoline crisis has 


diminished in Chicago and most other 
areas, Colorado sendee stations still face 
"the worst shortage In the nation," the 
AAA reported. 


In Monument, Colo., Morgan Porter 


strapped on a pistol and headed for work 
yesterday. Porter pumps gas. 


Tho pistol is for motorists who won't 


take "no" for an answer, he said. 


Porter is selling only about 2,000 gal- 


lons of gasoline daily to vacationers who 
pull into his service station here in south- 
ern Colorado. He says his first obligation 
is to regular customers. 


"They're the ones that sustain me 


through the long winter months," he 
said. "Many of them commute from, 
Monument to jobs in Colorado Springs 
and Denver. They must have gas." 


Porter has issued cards to his regular 


customers. They can get gasoline while 
tourists are turned away or forced to 
wait in long lines of automobiles. 


Sometimes, Porter said, the tourists 


don't sit. 


One driver "Jerked his door open and 


started toward me. I just turned so that 
he could sec my gun and he backed off." 


PORTER'S SERVICE station is criti- 


cally short of gasoline as are most others 
in eastern Colorado. The problem is so 
acute that gas stations are closing week- 
ends and early during the week after 
selling dally rations of fuel. 


Porter carried the pistol only at night 


to discourage holdups before the short- 
age. Now he wears It around his waist 
whenever he works at his Chevron ser- 
vice station. 


The AAA's weekly report said 48 per 


cent of the stations surveyed nationally 
arc operating normal hours without lim- 
iting sales, compared to 47 per cent the 
previous week — and 7.5 per cent arc 
limiting sales, compared with 9 per cent 
the week before. 


DENVER is still the hardest hit area. 


The AAA said 97 to 98 per cent of the 
city's stations were closed during the 
weekend, and 6G per cent of them are 
closing by noon on weekdays. 


The energy shortage, while it may be 


easing slightly, Is the result of years of 
using fuel carelessly, according to Stan- 
dard Oil of Indiana Chairman John E. 
Swearingcn. 


"We have been on a long binge, during 


which we have taken unlimited, low-cost 
energy for granted, and we have been 
consuming it at a rate which has no par- 
allel in history," he told the National 
Press Club.

President Nixon's Phase IV economic 


plan is making beef a better bargain — 
so now beef is getting scarce. 


Under Phase IV, beef Is the only food 


item whose prices are still frozen. As the 
price for other items goes up, beef be- 
comes, comparatively, a better bargain. 


But It's because it's a bargain that's 


causing the shortage: The price Is low 
enough to cause producers to hold beef 
off the market — waiting for higher 
prices. 


The freeze on beef prices ends Sept. 12. 
"There will be a scarcity of red beef 


and veal," said Lloyd Futch, meat buyer 
for United Food Centers in Houston. "It 
is costing the packers 82 cents a pound to 
process it and deliver it to the stores. 
But their ceiling Is at 74 cents." 


THE MILITARY IS running so short 


on beef that it has asked for exemption 
from price controls and may be accumu- 
lating a demand that will worsen the 
"bulge" when the beef price ceiling is 
lifted, the Los Angeles Times reported 
today. 


Tho Times quoted moat packing in- 


dustry sources as saying the military is 
8.5 million pounds short of its normal 
beef supply. 


Meat packers have been refusing to of- 


fer beef to the military because cf the 
price squeeze, the newspaper said. • 


Pork and steak supplies were reported 


depleted Tuesday at a Sentry store In 
Grccndole, a Milwaukee suburb. The 
meat manager there said there had been 
no deliveries from packing houses since 
Friday. 


Lulgl Stacchlnl, who runs a New York 


meat market, sold Tuesday his whole- 
saler will close down by Thursday. 


IN WASHINGTON, Donald S. Perkins, 


the head of Jewel Companies, a major 
grocery chain based in Chicago, pre- 
dicted many supermarkets will run short 
of beef next week. Perkins blamed it on 
the confusion of Phase IV. 


Perkins" criticism of Phase IV carries 


special weight because he heads the Cost 
of Living Council's food advisory com- 
mittee, a panel of industry, labor and 
consumer representatives that recom- 
mends ways to keep grocery prices with- 
in the administration's 
anti-inflation 


guidelines.

Food prices generally leveled off Tues- 


day after some big jumps, but there 
were some exceptions. 


Maine potato futures on the New York 


mercantile exchange hit $9.54 a hun- 
dredweight for the May contract, the 
highest price in 42 years. This could 


mean higher potato prices hi the future. 


THE OPERATORS of 26 tuna boats in 


San Diego, Calif., said they would re- 
main in port until the price of tuna goes 
up. 


A half gallon of milk went up 11 cents 


in Columbus, Ohio; a dozen eggs went up 
9 cents in New York, and a loaf of bread 
was up 5 cents in Atlanta. 


"It seems every time I go into the 


store, the prices go up," said Mrs. 
Charles Clermont, 68, who was shopping 
in New York. "Sometimes a few pennies, 
sometimes a dime. But my check stays 
the same. It just costs more and more to 
eat the same thing." 


One young New York shopper, Arlene 


Wagner, said she solved the problem of 
rising food costs by not shopping often 
and by "borrowing food from my moth- 
er's freezer."

It started when James E. Plckcns, the 


Consumer Affairs Commissioner for Nas- 
sau County, N.Y. announced that his in- 
spectors had checked more than 150 j 
McDonald hamburger "Quarter Pound- 
ers" and found them wanting. 


Plckens reports that the hamburgers 


ho tested averaged 3-7/8 ounces and 
some were actually one-quarter ounce 
underweight. 


Plckcns launched his assault on the 


What'd you expect? Family food bill up 


hamburger institution by saying "Let 
them give an honest four ounces or else 
call their hamburgers the 'not-quite- 
quarter-pounder...' " 


"A quarter-ounce may not seem like 


much," Plckens continued, "but multiply 
it by the millions of 
hamburgers 


McDonalds sells and it amounts to plen- 
ty." 


A spokesman for the Chicago-based 


McDonald chain said the hamburgers 
lose weight when they are cooked. Pick- 
ens says they were weighed before cook- 
ing and, anyway, the customer should be 
told the weight of the finished hamburger 
in advertising. 


If convicted of the Great Mineola Ham- 


burger charge, the McDonald company 


x could be fined a maximum of $40,000 for 


false advertising.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Agricul- 


luro Department's "market basket" — 
•which shows how much It would cost to 
feed a typical family for a year — went 
Jup $24 to a record $1,517 in June. 


This was $214 — or $4.14 a week higher 


than Juno, 1072. 


Tho "market basket" calculation cov- 
irs on assortment of domestically-pro- 


duced foods needed to feed a hypothetic- 
al family of 3.2 persons. 


The Agriculture Department's report, 


released Tuesday, said that between May 
and June this year the "market bosket" 
price paid to farmers went up $37, but 
middlemen absorbed $13 of that increase 
by cutting their profit margins, leaving 
only the $24 Increase paid by consumers. 


The price figures for June were collect- 


ed during tho early part of June, when 


price ceilings were in effect for meat but 
had not yet taken effect on other foods. 


The Agriculture Department also re- 


leased Tuesday a separate calculation of. 
beef and pork prices collected all 
through June. It showed the average re- 
tail price of choice grade beef slipped 
from a record $1.36 a pound in May to 
$1.35 and a half. Retail pork prices rosu 
in June 1.7 per cent to a new record of 
slightly over $1.04 a pound.

House tapes. 


President Nixon has until 9 a.m. to 


comply with subpoenas issued Monday 
by the Senate Watergate committee and 
special Watergate prosecutor Archibald 
Cox demanding access to tape recordings 
and other White House documents per- 
tinent to the investigation. 


A hearing is scheduled for that hour 


before U.S. District Court Judge John J. 
Sirica, and predictions are that the presi- 
dent's attorneys will appear with a mo- 
tion to quash the subpoenas. 


The attorneys will argue Mr. Nixon's 


contention that the doctrine of separation 
of powers prevents him from turning 
over presidential documents to a Con- 
gressional committee. 


That will officially set in motion the 


classic constitutional battle signaled by 
the President Monday when he formally 
refused the Watergate committee's 
request for the tapes and documents. 


Committee chairman Sen. Sam Ervln, 


D-N.C., said yesterday the committee 
would very quickly seek a court order to 
get release of the tapes, assuming they 
will not be forthcoming this morning. 


Ervln said he hoped the White House 


would move to quash the subpoenas, set- 
ting the stage for a judicial showdown in 
a reasonably fast and orderly process. 


If there is no such motion, said Ervin, 


the committee would sue for a declarato- 
ry judgment — on order by the federal 
court requiring the president to comply 
with the subpoenas. 


And, said Ervin, if the president "has 


any respect for law and order," he 
should comply with any court order. 


Ervin discounted a third option open to 


him: to cite the President for contempt, 
an action that would have to be voted by 
the committee and upheld by the full 
senate. 


The issue almost certainly will head to 


the U.S. Supreme Court for resolution af- 
ter Judge Sirica rules on arguments 
from both sides. 


Washington observers speculated yes- 


terday that could happen reasonably 
quickly, with the case possibly reaching 
the high court In three weeks and the 
entire matter being settled in 60 days. 
That's based on past instances where the 
high court — even in recess as it is now 
— has moved swiftly in dealing with mo- 
mentous constitutional issues. 


If the Supreme Court should rule 


against the President, he will obey. That, 
at least, was the opinion yesterday of 
Senate Majority Leader Hugh Scott and 
deputy White House press secretary Ger- 
ald Warren. 


In other Watergate developments: 
—Sen. Robert Dole, R-Kan., urged Nix- 


on to sit down with those who have been 
loyal to him to discuss frankly the prob- 
lems afflicting the administration and 
the Republican party. 


—The latest Harris poll showed 51 per 


cent of the persons questioned thought 
the President wrong in refusing to testify 
before the Watergate committee, and 60 
per cent thought he was wrong to not 
turn over the tapes. 


—The House Appropriations Com- 


mittee wiped out a $1.5 million special 
"special projects" fund traditionally giv- 
en Presidents because the White House 
refused to say whether any of the money 
went to the Watergate burglars. 


Ehrlichman defends contact 
with Pentagon papers judge 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — John D. Ehr- 


llchman testified Wednesday on Presi- 
dent Nixon's orders he sounded out the 
judge in the Pentagon Papers case about 
taking over the FBI without considering 
that the offer might influence the judge's 
behavior in the trial. 


But, Ehrlichman said, when he met 


with U.S. District Judge Matthew Byrne 
Jr. at San Clemente, Calif., last April he 
did not mention the burglary of the Los 
Angeles office of defendant Daniel Ells- 
berg's psychiatrist, Dr. Lewis Fielding, 
on grounds discussing it "would have 
been impropriety squared." 


Byrne dismissed the case against Ells- 


berg, charged with stealing the Pentagon 
Papers, May 5 the day after learning 
that the government had withheld from 
the defense the fact that two White 
House agents, E. Howard Hunt and G. 
Gordon Liddy, had raided Dr. Fielding's 
office. 


Ehrlichman insisted he saw "no Im- 


propriety" in discussing the FBI post 
with Byrne — even though he conceded 
that the White House was intensely inter- 
ested in the outcome of the case. 


Earlier, he said the break-in at the 


psychiatrist's office was justified under 
the President's constitutional obligation 


to protect the nation from foreign sub- 
version. 


The former presidential adviser also 


testified that John W. Dean III had lied 
before that panel in saying Nixon had 
promised freedom in the form of execu- 
tive clemency to the seven Watergate 
wiretappers just a few days before they 
went on trial last January. 


Clam and self-assured in his second day 


before the Senate Watergate Committee, 
Ehrlichman said that to the contrary, 
Nixon had given strict orders as far back 
as last July that there should be no dis- 
cussion of clemency for the men con- 
victed in the June 17,1972, raid on Demo- 
cratic offices at the Watergate. 


On another matter, Ehrlichmaa denied 


— as Dean has testified — that he had 
ordered the destruction of documents re- 
moved from the White House safe of 
Hunt soon after Hunt's arrest in con- 
nection with the Watergate break-in. 


Dean had testified that Ehrlichman in- 


structed him to "deep six" the docu- 
ments — throw them over the side of a 
bridge into the Potomac River. 


Ehrlichman will return for a third day 


of testimony today, with live coverage of 
the hearing beginning at 9 a.m. on Chan- 
nel?.

'26 Julio' — 20 years ago, it began/ 


On a hill overlooking Santiago, 


Cuba, looms a dramatic new matellic 
sculpture more than 52 feet high, out- 
lined at night by powerful floodlights 
against the backdrop of the Sierra 
Maestra mountains. 


It is the figure of Premier Fidel 


Castro, shown in silhouette, and It 
was installed as part of today's cele- 
bration of the 20th anniversary of 
Castro's revolutionary movement. 


"The image shows Fidel wearing 


combat uniform, knapsack and rifle 
on his back," a broadcast from Cuba 
said. "Because of its great height 
and due to the elevation of the site, ib 
is easily seen from various points In' 
Santiago, even from ships entering 
and leaving the harbor." 


Castro will bo in Santiago today to 


address a moss rally gathered in 
commemoration of tho attack he led 
against the Moncada army garrison 
on this day in 1053. The attack was 
repulsed, but in that defeat was born 
what came to be known as the "26 
Julio" movement — which six years 
later carried Castro to a position of 
power he has never relinquished. 


Presumably, Castro will enjoy the 


view of his silhouette as he savors 
thoughts of his present prominence, 
two decades after that inauspicious 
beginning. 


The raising of a Castro image is an 


unusual development in Cuba. De- 
spite his dominant position as undis- 
puted leader of the government and 
Communist Party, and despite the 
verbal adulation he encourages or 
permits, Castro has vetoed the kind 
o f 
monument-building associated 


with tho "cult of personality." He 
once had a bust of himself removed 
after It was put up by enthusiastic

Last November, the Central Com- 


mittee of Cuba's Communist Party 
announced the formation of the Na- 
tional Organizing Committee for the 
Commemoration of the 20th Anni- 
versary of the Attack on the Mon- 
cada Garrison. Castro's brother, 


Raul, was named head of the com- 
mittee. 


All the year's activities have been 


planned around the anniversary, with 
sugar cane cutters and other workers 
urged to fulfill production goals in 
honor of the occasion. 


TWENTY YEARS ago, Castro was 


a young lawyer mid minor politician 
plotting to overthrow Dictator Ful- 
gencio Batista, who had seized power 
In a coup d'etat. 


The uprising was to begin with an 


assault on the army barracks at San- 
tiago named after Guillermon Mon- 
cada, a 19th Century guerrilla fighter 
in Cuba's long struggle against Span- 
ish rule. 


The attack was a dismal failure. 


The rebels not killed trying to storm 
the garrison were rounded up after- 
wards. Many were executed after 
torture. 


Castro and a few others survived 


to stand trial. It was his summation 
of his own defense, later rewritten 
and published as a tract titled "His- 
tory Will Absolve Me," that brought 
Castro a national following among 
opponents of Batista. 


Released from jail in 1955 on am- 


nesty granted by Batista, Castro fled 
to Mexico to prepare the rebel land- 
ing of December, 1956. It was anoth- 
er failure, but it led through the guer- 
rilla campaign of the Sierra Maestra 
to victory on Jan. 1,1959. 


The Cuban government now honors 


Guillermon Moncada along with oth- 
er rebel fighters of the last century. 
But the Moncada garrison no longer 
exists. In a symbolic and well-publi- 
cized act, it was razed and a school 
built on the site.

Connally resigns White House post 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — President 


Nixon announced Wednesday that John 
B. Connally is quitting the part-time post 
he took May 10 as a special White House 
adviser. 


Nixon said Connally, secretary of the 


treasury during the President's first 
term, planned to leave soon with his wife 
for a trip around the world which Con- 
nally postponed when he agreed to come 
to the White House shortly after the res- 
ignation of some top aides because of 
Watergate disclosures. 


The White House said Connally, a for- 


Russia's in the lead 


mer Democratic governor of Texas, 
would rejoin his Houston law firm on a 
full-tlmo basis when he returns from his 
travels. 


Connally switched his political affilia- 


tion from Democratic to Republican 
when the scandal erupted, apparently at 
Nixon's request, in a show of support for 
the President at a time of crisis. He is 
considered a potential candidate for the 
Republican presidential nomination in 
1978 and appears to have Nixon's politi- 
cal support. 


Connally served without compensation, 


and was forced to sever all of his con- 
nections with corporations having deal- 
ings with the federal government. 


Connally quickly became frustrated in 


his role as a presidential adviser. Al- 
though he was consulted on the new 
Phase IV economic controls and took an 
active part in shaping the program, asso- 
ciates indicated that he was not being 
consulted by Nixon on other high level 
White House problems to the extent that 
he would have liked. 


Connally had recommended that Nixon 


"clear house" and rid his administration 
of the staffers linked to top aides H. R. 
Haldeman and John D. Ehrlichman who 
resigned April 30 after they were impli- 
cated in the Watergate scandal. Nixon 
did not take his advice. 


There have been reports that like Con- 


nally, former Defense Secretary Melvin 
R. Laird, now a White House counselor, 
was In a mood to quit the White House 
staff because he is not a member of Nix- 
on's inner circle.

The 'ship gap' widens 


The Russian navy has opened up a big 


lead over the United States in the num- 
ber of submarines and cruisers, and Is 
closing in on the long American suprem- 
acy in aircraft carrier strength. 


So says the new edition of Jane's 


Fighting Ships, just released in England. 


The 1973-74 edition of the authoritative 


guide to all warships in the world also 
said China is rapidly Increasing the size 
of Its submarine fleet. 


"There is every likelihood that the next 


few years will see the Chinese navy 
spreading its Influence abroad," Jane's 
said in the edition released Wednesday. 


The two major naval powers, however, 


remain the United States and the Soviet 
Union. 


The Soviets have a 3-to-l advantage in 


submarines and a 10-to-l advantage In 
cruisers. The two navies are even in the 
number of battle ships and destroyers In 


active service, each with 225. The United 
States has a clear advantage in aircraft 
carriers with 15 In active service, two 
under construction and six in reserve. 


Jane's said, however, that it has con- 


firmed that the Soviet Union is nearlng 
completion at the Black Sea port of Ni- 
kolayev its first aircraft carrier of the 
45,000-ton Kiev class. A sister ship also Is 
under construction, Jane's said. 


"They mark an impressive and logical 


advance by the Soviet navy," Jane's 
said, adding that it is "not unlikely" that 
the Soviet Union will build a total of six 
carriers of this type. 


Of the Chinese navy, Jane's said it now 


has 44 submarines and some of them 
possibly are nuclear powered. The Chi- 
nese navy also has eight destroyers, nine 
battle ships, 11 escorts, 17 fast missile 
boats, 20 submarine chasers, 315 fast 
gunboats, 200 fast .torpedo boats and sev- 
eral hundred other smaller craft.

Boeing tests on avionics 
guidance system 'successful* 


SEATTLE, Wash (UPI) - An avionics 


guidance system that will bring a new 
degree of precision to long-range naviga- 
tion has been tested In night successfully 
by Boeing Aerospace Co. 


The system reads the terrain beneath a 


missile or aircraft and automatically 
checks Its conclusions against a stored 
memory, which tells the craft precisely 
where It is supposed to be. The system 
then corrects the course as necessary. 


Employing a technique called terrain 


correlation, the system was tested on two 
600-mile flights originating in Seattle. It 
guided a Cessna Twin aircraft precisely 
to Its designated location. Rocky Beach 
Dam on the Columbia River near We- 
natchec, Wash. 


Although the tests were flown by pi- 


loted planes, the system is designed pri- 
marily for use on missiles such as the 
subsonic cruise armed decoy (SCAD) 


and pllotless reconnaissance aircraft. 


PROGRAM MANAGER Donald E. 


LcBlond of Boeing's Research and Engi- 
neering Division explained that terrain 
correlation supplements the flight ve- 
hicle's inertial navigation system. 


The navigation system, using airplane 


speed and direction to provide guidance, 
can automatically guide an aircraft from 
city to city, but It lacks the pinpoint pre- 
cision often required for manned and un- 
manned special missions. 


A computer aboard the flight vehicle 


stores terrain profiles of pro-selected 
areas, each several miles in length and 
breadth. 


When the missile or aircraft arrives 


over one of these areas by Inertia! navi- 
gation, the stored information Is auto- 
matically checked against the terrain 
measurements made by the craft's radar 
altimeter at this point.

Tough security measures established 


by airlines have virtually stopped them

Hijacking used to be a common occur- . 


rcnce, but it isn't anymore — at least on 
domestic flights in the United States. 


Not one hijacking has occurred in the 


United States since the first of this year 
when domestic airlines adopted security 
systems to meet two recent Federal 
Aviation Aeronautics Agency (FAA) 
regulations. 


On Jan. 5 the FAA required that all 


carry-on baggage brought fay passengers 
on domestic flights be visually Inspected 
in some manner. On Feb. 5 the FAA re- 
quired that a law enforcement officer be 
present at boarding areas of all domestic 
flights to insure and guard over the 
search of carry-on luggage and custom- 
ers. 


"This means of security which is being 


implemented now is the most effective 
we've had. In fact, I would say it Is abso- 
lutely effective, since we have had no 
hijackings since the beginning of the 
year," said Nell Callahan of the FAA re- 
gional office. 


ALTHOUGH NUMEROUS efforts had 


been made in past years, such as the sky 
marshals and the behavioral observance 
programs, they all proved to be not en- 
tirely successful. 


Most major airlines at O'Hare are now 


utilizing magnetometers to check passen- 
gers and anyone entering boarding gate 
areas for weapons. 


A magnetometer Is an egg-shaped met- 


al-detecting device through which people 
walk. In only seconds, a buzzer is 
sounded if the person passing through 
the detector has any large amount of 
concentrated metal on him. 


After the buzzer is sounded, the person 


is asked to remove any large pieces of 
jewelry or metal from his pockets and Is 
again cleared through the magnetome- 
ter. 


CARRY-ON LUGGAGE, purses and 


other items carried by persons entering 
boarding gate areas are either searched 
by hand or passed through an X-ray ma- 
chine. The machine visually detects any 
weapons that may be concealed in the 
luggage and exposes them on an X-ray 
machine screen' 


If a person is found to be carrying an 


illegal weapon that is not licensed, he is 
arrested, and the weapon is confiscated 
by Chicago police officers or FAA agents 
who are always present at the security 
check points of any airline. 


"People know better than to try to 


bring weapons through these security 
systems anymore. They're just too effec- 
tive. There's no way we can miss any 
weapons or explosives carried on a per- 
son passing through one of these systems 
or a piece of luggage carried on through 
an X-ray machine or searched by hand," 
said Steve Steers, passenger services 
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manager at O'Hare for United Air Lines. 


Although Chicago police officers work- 


ing, with most major domestic airlines at 
O'Hare have apprehended persons carry- 
ing illegal arms through security sys- 
tems, no serious instances have occurred 
since January. 


MOST SECURITY systems, using mag- 


netometers or the X-ray machine for lug- 
gage, have become permanent fixtures 
in lobbies and cntranceways to boarding 
areas of major domestic airlines. 


Steers explained, "The safety of any 


airline's passengers is the most impor- 
tant thing. "We've been able to control 
hijackings effectively this way and we're 
going to keep It that way! Anyone, 
whether they are a ticketed passenger or 
not, passing into our boarding and gate 
area, must be screened through this se- 
curity system, employes included." 


"The security check point is set in a 


logical progression for the 21,000 people 
the security system will screen in a peak 
24-hour period. Screening IS persons a 
minute, using both the magnoraeter and 
X-ray machine, most airlines can quickly 
and effectively accommodate their bulk 


passenger loads, Steers said. 


SIMILAR SECURITY systems are 


used in all major airports in the United 
States. The airlines servicing smaller 
airports and cities provide a security 
check in a less mechanized way. Hand 
checks arc run on all carry-on luggage. 


"I would bet that our security systems 


set up here at O'Hare are the newest, the 
largest and the fastest," said Steers. 


"We've taken away switchblades, fish- 


ing knives and anything that is four 
inches long or more. Those weapons that 
are licensed we box and give to the pilot 
of the plane who decides to either place 
it in his cockpit during the flight or send 
it through with the rest of the baggage," 
said a security guard at one of the ter- 
minals. 


"Of course we're very pleased with the 


way this system has served so effective- 
ly," Callahan said. "The FAA officials at 
the airport monitor the systems to make 
sure they are working efficiently. Our 
prime responsibility is to Insure air safe- 
ty and with the continued work of the 
airlines, we will continue to do this," he 
said.

I MODERATED the evening session. 


Throo members of tho Chicago Mayer 
Kaplan Senior Adult Jewish Community 
Center were on tho panel. Respondents 
included Max Lcavltt director of Area 
Two; Senior Action of Mayor Daley's of- 
fice; Russell Harris of tho Oakton facul- 
ty, and State Rep. Aaron Jaffc, D-Skokic. 


I learned a great deal during those 
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hours devoted to panel presentations, re- 
buttal and audience questions. I learned 
about tho life many seniors live and 
about tho life they can and should live if 
the facilities, programs and trans- 
portation arc available. 


Sarah Hadycn, vice president of Mayer 


Kaplan Senior Center, artist and Inter- 
pretive reading instructor, and one who 
has passed the 65 mark, talked about tho 
"dejected and rejected" older person. 


Industry is not only putting the 65-year-

A furor arose over nursing homes. In 


heated debate people defended and down- 
graded tho institutions citing personal 
experience and plain old opinion. 


Sarah seemed to hit the nail on tho 


head when she brought an end to the dis- 
cussion by saying, "Let's stop this talk 
about nursing homes. What wo really are 
interested In Is keeping our older people 
out of nursing homes and the sooner we 
give them activities and hopes for living 
tho less we will need nursing homes." 


AS A RESULT of the symposium Oak- 


ton has initiated the Voluntary Con- 
sultants Program. Senior citizens can 
make themselves available to teachers 
at the college as special resource people. 


The program is open to any older per- 


son. Other community agencies and 
groups will have access to the Oakton 
list. 


Rd. maintenance 
program begins 
on city streets 


The 1973 Street Maintenance Program 


Is under way In Des Ploines. 


Arrow Road Construction Co., Mount 


Prospect was awarded the $152,000 to re- 
pair curbs and gutters and resurface or 
seal coat 57 streets. 


Seal coating, which will be done on 


mostly First Ward streets, began yester- 
day. Seal coating is done on unimproved 
streets — usually gravel streets covered 
with tar, according to Ellis Perl, assist- 
ant city engineer. The contractor will 
seal the cracks, coat the street with a 
liquid containing stone chips and then 
roll the street. 


About an Inch of asphalt will be added 


to resurface streets. "We try to give the 
street ridabllity as well as structural 
strength," said Perl. 


Money for the maintenance program 


comes from motor fuel tax funds, ac- 
cording to Perl. The work should be 
completed by Oct. 1. 


CURB AND GUTTER work-begins to- 


day. Resurfacing will follow the curb and 
gutter repairs.

the value of another person's 
property," he said. "The other 
two learned nothing." 


Tarver said he uses one of sev- 


eral methods in dealing with ap- 
prehended vandals. He may put 
the youth under station super- 
vision whereby Tarver would 
keep in touch with parents and 
hold periodic conferences with 
the youth. "It's important that 
they have someone to talk to." 


He may also encourage parents 


to impose curfews on their 
youngster for a period of time. 
He may refer the youth to a 
counseling agency at school or to 
an organization such as Campus 
Life in Arlington Heights. 


According to Bruce Dart, di- 


rector of Campus Life youth 
guidance, youngsters referred to 
campus life participate in a sum- 
mer camp program where they 
engage in sports and club activi- 
ties and participate in "rap" ses- 
sions where adolescent attitudes 
and values are discussed. 


"We also try to get a verbal 


commitment from them to join in 
a year-round club session be- 
cause it's important they have a 
sense of belonging to a group and 
that they know somebody cares," 
Dart said. 


TARVER SAID it is hard to de- 


termine how he would deal with 
a particular vandalism case. 
"Sometimes a station conference 
with parents is enough, other 
times we get repeaters and they 
have to be sent to court, it all 


depends on the individual youth." 
' The individual and his behavior 
is a specialty to Dr. Robert Will- 
ford, executive director of the 
Forest Hospital Postgraduate 
Center in Des Plaines. 


He sees some vandalism-prone 


youths acting out in what he calls 
a "destructive life script." 


"IF PARENTS give their kids 


objects rather than the love and 
attention they need, the destruc- 
tive life script can be learned at 
a very early age," he said. As 
time goes by, the youngster be- 
gins to resent the objects given 
to him by his parents to pacify 
him when he seeks love, he con- 
tinued. 


"He hates the object standing 


between him and his parents 
which is a factor in learning dis- 
respect for'property because he 
wants to destroy the 'thing,'" 
Willford said. 


Destructive life scripts, accord- 


ing to Willford, can also be In- 
fluenced by the way an adoles- 
cent views himself. "If a kid 
thinks he's not OK but others 
are, he may resort to vandalism 
and let himself be seen by oth- 
ers, destroying himself in the 
process." 


A youth may also vandalize, 


said Willford "because he thinks 
he's not OK but neither is anyone 
else and just may want to de- 
stroy everything." 


"This kid is different from the 


one who focuses his vandalism 
on a certain person or thing as a 


form of displaced anger." 


"Everyone has a life script," 


he said. "It's just a matter of 
whether it's destructive of non- 
destructive." 


DESTRUCTIVE TENDENCIES, 


can be channeled into use- 
ful purposes, according to Will- 
ford. "Kids who are vandals may 
turn out to be excellent highway 
workers. In tearing something 
down to make room for the high- 
way, he can vandalize all he 
wants and it's for a useful pur- 
pose." 


One solution strategy to the 


problem, said Willford, would be 
to find out what kind of payoff or 
benefit a kid receives from van- 
dalism and help him learn how 
he can get the same thing from a 
different type of behavior. 


"If a youth' were able to gain 


recogntion from another form of 
b e h a v i o r , chances are he 
wouldn't need to vandalize." 


"Everyone a child meets con- 


tributes to his values in one way 
or another but it seems no one 
wants to accept responsibility for 
the transmission of those val- 
ues," Willford said. 


He calls society's viewpoint to- 


ward the vandal "myopic" ad- 
ding "too few people recognize 
the complexity of the problem. 
.There's too much of a tendency 
to eliminate the symptoms and 
not deal with the cause." 


"It will probably take an epi- 


demic to motivate people to un- 
derstand."

Galena: comeback for a historic town

. GALENA, ILL. - Tucked In the ex- 
treme northwest corner of the state, this 
' small community owes Its history and at- 
traction to it being by-passed by the 
; forces of nature and history. 
• When the last glaciers planned North 
•America, Jo Daviesa County was left un- 
touched. While Illinois was being plowed 
'into the prairie state, the area surround- 
ing Galena was left with nobtop hills, 
bluffs and cliffs rich In lead sulphide (ga- 
lena). 


White settlers came to mine the lead. 


A boom town with a difference grew 
along the hill sides and bonks of the Fe- 
ver River. This was not a shanty mining 
town typical to the frontier. Substantial 
brick and stone homes in classical styl- 
ing were built to attest to Galena's pros- 


perity ud Importance as the lead capital 
of the mid-loth century world. 


The mines played out and the hills that 


nurtured Galena now cut it off from 
change. 


THE DE SOTO House Hotel, built in 


1855, is representative of the changes In 
the town since its boom days. Once 
called the "largest and grandest hotel In 
the West," its long neglected grandeur 
is rooking a comeback through the sweat 
and imagination of Judy and Jim Clay- 
ton. 


The Claytons, formerly of Arlington 


Heights and Mount Prospect, accepted 
the challenge of restoring the hotel and 
mode the task something personal. 


Two years ago, they tired of the con- 


gestion of the urban sprawl and the re- 
sulting conflicts with the crowds. 


"It seemed there was always some one 


else wanting to do the same thing you 
were," said Jim, a former advertising 
salesman. "I would travel to New York 
frequently and If you wanted a cab or 
something like that it seemed you had to 
fight somebody for it. Chicago wasn't 
that bad, but since we've come here the 
contrast between the two lives stands 
right out." 


Judy said the first longings came about 


after visiting a restored hotel in Colora- 
do. "Jim saw an ad for this hotel in the 
Wall Street Journal. No, we'd never seen 
it. Oh, I had been here once before as a 
child but it wasn't really within my 
memory. Jim had never been here. But, 
we thought it was the time to move." 


THE CLAYTONS packed up their three 


children and headed for an entirely new 
life. Not only were they lacking in expe- 
rience of hotel, restaurant and bar man- 


RESTORATION of the older homes and buildings is 
common throughout the town. Care Is taken to preserve 


the character of the River Style of architecture. 


agement, they faced a restoration task of 
the first magnitude. 


Previous owners of the hotel had let 


the furnishings and decorations deterior- 
ate. A fine example of 19th century em- 
bossed metal ceiling was covered with 
layers of house paint. Chandeliers were 
removed and replaced with fluorescent 
tubes. 


The Claytons made up for the lack of 


experience with enthusiasm and energy. 
The ceiling once again represents the 
past wealth of the hotel. Jim and Judy 
found period fixtures where they could. 
The lobby now beckons visitors to stay 
with history. 


"The wallpaper is hand blocked right 


here in Galena. The pattern is authentic. 
I couldn't find anyone who would hang it, 
so I had to do it myself. The longest drop 
is 22 feet," said Jim. 


Gen. Grant used the De Soto House as 


headquarters for his 1868 presidential 
campaign. The rooms used by the Gener- 
al and his cronies have been long since 
divided into smaller units. However, 
some of the furnishings remain. 


"He had some rooms here where he 


could sleep it off after a night of confer- 
ring with aides," Jim said. 


LINCOLN once spoke from the hotel 


balcony. The balcony and the two origi- 
nal top floors of the hotel have been re- 
moved. 


"As things around here declined, the 


hotel was changed. The roof was raised 
and the top stories were taken down. The 
balcony is long gone. We heard once it 
was on a farm near Freeport, but we 
couldn't find it," he said. 


The Claytons also suspect the hotel 


may have been 37 feet longer.. Early 
maps of the city show the hotel extend- 
ing into space presently occupied by two 
stores. The dimensions of rooms and sup- 
porting pillar placement give credence to 
the theory. 


The Claytons have opened a restaurant 


and bar in two rooms off the lobby. The 
fare is good and reasonably priced. 
Homemade soups are an unexpected 
treat on the menu. The.bar features a 
local beer of more than mean qualities! 


GALENA is made for a walking tour 


and the hotel's central locale lends 
itself to starting and terminal point. A 
stroll up Main Street is a tour of antique 
shops and fine examples of period archi- 
tecture. The sale of antiques and "collec- 


Galena only 150 miles 


Galena is about 150 miles from the Northwest suburbs by 


way of 1-90 and U.S. Rte. 20 west. 


Although there are three Rte. 20 exits, one should leave 


the tollroad at the first exit, near Union, 111. The drive 
through Rldott, Stockton and Elizabeth prepares one for Ga- 
lena. The passage is through a territory of round stone silos 
and small cemeteries outside such settlements as Coral and 
Garden Prairie. 


The road winds among the hills and then descends toward 


Galena. It crosses Small Pox Creek and heads toward the 
Fever River, renamed to the Galena River almost 150 years 
ago to improve the town's image. 


The road drops into Galena, past the signs for the post war 


home of President Grant. Cross the bridge and turn right 
onto Main Street. Go through the high earthen levee and 
massive steel flood gates and you are there. 


Main Street is called the "Wall." It weaves a miniature 


canyon of brick stores flush to each other and the bluffs 
behind them. Faded and peeling wall advertisements hawk 
Bull Durham tobacco by the pouch and long forgotten cigars. 


You are in Galena, a living monument to the instant wealth 


torn from the earth 100 years ago. 


tibles" is a major commercial activity of 
the town. 


Long, steep stabs lead to the residen- 


tial streets to the west of Main Street. 
Prospect and High streets give a sweep- 
ing view of the town and the surrounding 
wooded hills. The old homes give the vis- 
itor a capsule economic history of the 
town. Some houses and buildings, such 
as the Feehan Hall, show the prolonged 
economic depression of the area. Other 
homes and structures reflect extreme 
care shown by owners in maintaining or 
restoring their ornate beauty. 


The terrain influenced the design of the 


buildings. The steep bluffs forced build- 
ings to have their front and rear en- 
trances several stories apart. Gangways 
lead to the top floor in the rear, while the 
lower stories exit onto stairways leading 
to ravines. The ravines lead to alleys 
which come out at street level in the 
front. 


RESTORATION is extensive through- 


out the town. Any •work in the older sec- 
tions must comply with a historic pre- 
servation ordinance. 


Show-place and curio that it is, Galena 


is still very much a living town. "We 
have an awareness of history here. You 
don"t have to drive 1,000 miles to find it 
It's similar to WilUamsburg but more 
real because people actually live here," 
Jim said. 


The population reached a peak of 15,000 


about 1850. It declined to 3,900 in 1970, 
but the Claytons believe it is starting to 
climb again. They point to a growing 
colony of artists and craftsmen as proof 
of the new spirit. 


Galena is a showcase, but it is still a 


living small town. The circus came to 
town last weekend. The citizens turned 
out to watch the show from the elephant 
hoisting the big top to final striking of 
the canvas. 


Galena is milieu: a total setting and 


environment. People still turn out to see 
a four-ton, blood sweating hippo. They 
work and care for the town as a living 
being, not just a collection of structures. 


It's a town where two people, a handy* 


man and boy who lied about his age, win 
go with the circus when It leaves town. 


THE DtSOTO HOUSE lobby was re- 
stored by the Claytons. The wallpa- 
per, hand blocked In Galena, was 
hung by Jim Clayton, wiih no pre- 
vious experience, the formal stain 
will soon receive a red-carpet treat- 
ment.

NAIROBI (UPI) - 
Oil fever has 


struck East Africa. 


With the world energy crisis becoming 


ever more acute, Western oil companies 
arc taking another look at countries clus- 
tered around the Horn of Africa on the 
Indian Ocean. 


Kenya recently signed its eighth oil ex- 


ploration agreement, the latest with the 
Canadian company Walnoco Inc. Natural 
Resources Minister 
William Odongo 


Omamo remarked: "The search for oil 
and gas in the area is heating up." 


Neighboring Ethiopia signed similar 


agreements earlier this year with two 
American companies — Louisiana Land 
and Exploration of New Orleans and 
Whltcstone International of Texas. 


The Sudan News Agency reported nat- 


ural gas had been found In that country's 
Eastern Territory bordering on the Red 
Sea and added "there aro high hopes" 
for the discovery of oil. 


This sudden potential bonanza, how- 


ever, has sparked a major political row 
in the area, according to some diplomat- 
ic reports. 


SOMALIA RECENTLY revived old 


claims to Ethiopia's Ogaden region, and 
these reports suggest that it was partly 
because natural gas had been discovered 
there. 


The, giant Anglo-Dutch conglomerate 


Shcll-BP has spent $30 million prospect- 
ing for oil in Kenya since 1954 but found 
nothing. 


Other companies are willing to take a 


second look because of the runaway 
world demand for petroleum and the un- 
predictability of such traditional sup- 
pliers as Libya under Col Moammar 
Khadafy. 


In addition to Wainoco, other com- 


panies prospecting in Kenya's arid north- 
eastern and coast provinces are: 


Superior Oil Ltd. of Calgary, Canada; 


Louisiana Land; Whitest one; Total Oil 
Exploration, a subsidiary of Compagnle

Company of Kenya, a subsidiary of Stan-

prospectiveness of the area," Daniel G. 
McCook, president of Whltestono said,

commercial oil deposits."

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Now—a new law to help YOU stamp out noise pollution 


by ANNE SLAVICEK 


If your neighbor Insists on running his 


Inwnmowor without a muffler and the in- 
dustrial plant down the street rattles the 
dishes off your shelves, you can do more 
than bury your head under a pillow and 
pray for quiet. 


There's a new law in Cook County 


which sets limits on how noisy anything 
can bo. 


The Cook County Department of Envi- 


ronmental Control — enforcer of the new 
law — Is focusing its crackdown on noisy 
Industrial plants. 


Citizens who want to Join the battle 


against noise pollution can file com- 
plaints with tho department, according to 
Robert Soudan who is in charge of en- 
forcing tho new county law. 


Slnco enforcement of the new ordi- 


nance got underway this spring tho coun- 
ty has gone to court on about eight noise 
cases and won every case, Soudan said. 
But a much larger number of noise com- 
plaints has been settled voluntarily with- 
out court action, ho said. 


ONE WEST suburban firm ended up 


thanking tho county for enforcing its 
noise ordinance because overly noisy air 
pollution control equipment on a plant 
roof would have needed costly repairs if 
a nolso Investigation hadn't revealed a 
bearing that was burning out, Soudan 
said. 


Owners of an Arlington Heights Indus- 


trial plant even called Soudan and asked 
to have the plant checked to see If it met 
the new ordinance, he said, although he 
admitted ho was mystified as to how tho 
firm even knew about tho new county 
nolso law. 


Although most of tho enforcement of 


tho new ordinance this summer has been 
against Industrial plants, Soudan said, 
tho county Is currently involved in a law- 
suit against an auto race track In tho 
western suburbs. 


Soudan was unable to give an example 


of a specific case in tho Northwest sub- 
urbs so for this year. "Nolso pollution up 
there Is relatively light compared to 
some areas of the county. There have 
boon very few complaints from tho 
Northwest suburban area to date," Sou- 
dan said. 


Tho county ordinance excludes noise 


from airplanes landing and taking off at 
O'llaro Field and smaller airports, he 
notes, which Is one area of nolso pollu- 
tion which has met vocal opposition from 


Northwest suburban residents. Federal 
Environmental Protection Agency and 
Federal Aviation Administration regu- 
lations on airplane noise preempt any 
county jurisdiction, he explains. 


OTHER AREAS OF enforcement of the 


new county law have included tickets is- 
sued to operators of gravel pits for viola- 
tions of vibration provisions of the new 
county ordinance, he said. 


Besides responding to citizen com- 


plaints about noise, the envorinmental 
control department also has nine squad 
cars patrolling suburban Cook County to 
find noise and air pollution, Soudan said. 
Approximately half the tickets Issued re- 
sult from violations discovered by an in- 
spector on patrol, he said. 


On an average day three or four in- 


spectors in squad cars are patrolling the 
area of Cook County north of Devon Ave- 
nuo from Lake Michigan cast to Elgin, 
he said, admitting that inspectors are in- 
structed to concentrate efforts on areas 
with the highest pollution levels including 
industrial areas and densely populated 
residential neighborhoods. 


Four of nine squad cars used by the 15 


county inspectors are radio equipped so 
they can bo dispatched to an area on a 
complaint. Tho cars are also equipped 
with portable precision sound level- 
meters to check violations of the noise 
law. 


Additional equipment is on order. Sou- 


dan explains one advantage the county 
has over villages trying to fight noise 
pollution in court is that the county's 
equipment has been accepted as stan- 
dard by county courts. Cases brought un- 
der tho now ordinance are heard in a 
civic center courtroom during a special 
court call set up just for pollution cases. 


EVEN THOUGH the county has been 


concentrating on heavy industry, Soudan 
sees the department expanding into areas 
such as nolso pollution from cars and 
trucks, unnecessary sounding of car 
horns, and noisy snowmobiles, dune bug- 
gies and mlniblkes. The enforcement will 
more often bo against manufacturers 
than users of vehicles, lawn mowers, mo- 
tor boats and farm machinery, however, 
Soudan said. 


The county noise ordinance also bans 


scavenger services from collecting re- 
fuse in residential areas before 7 a.m. or 
after 6 p.m., but Soudan said there have 
been no complaints yet about scavenger 
services violating the ordinance. 


Other sections of the law also put re-

If loud noises arc assailing your car- 


drums, the Cook County Department of 
Environmental Control wants to hear 
about It. 


Complaints about sources of nolso pol- 


lution can bo made by telephoning the 
department at 443-7633. 


Robert Soudan of tho department 


promises that a county inspector will be 
sent out to investigate tho complaint tho 
same day in most cases. Inspectors will 
also Investigate noise pollution com- 
plaints that occur on weekends or at 
night, Soudan sold. 


For citizens who "don't want to get In- 


volved" tho department will accept com- 
plaints anonymously instead of listing 
tho name of tho person who complained. 


Information necessary for the depart- 


ment to follow up on your complaint In- 
cludes tho name of the person or com- 
pany causing the noise, the address, the 
town, tho time of day when the noise or 
vibration is worst and a description of 
what the noise sounds like. 


Citizens who want additional informa- 


tion on the noise ordinance can request a 
copy of the department's brochure, 
"Let's Cool tho Noise."

strictlons on noise levels by the time of 
day and by the proximity to residential 
neighborhoods. 


For unique situations which annoy citi- 


zens the ordinance also has a section 
prohibiting any distinct and loudly au- 
dible noise caused by crying, shouting or 
calling, or from any "whistle, rattle, 
bell, gong, clapper, hammer drum, horn, 
hand-organ, mechanically operated pi- 
ano, musical Instruments, radio, phono- 
graph, sound amplifying equipment or 


similar electronic devices." 


Soudan points out that the county has 


no intention of using the law to stop holi- 
day parades or public performances. 
"There are some situations in which 
noise Is an Intrinsic part of the event," 
he said. 


SOUDAN SAYS he expects few prob- 


lems in enforcing the new law. The coun- 
ty departments successes in enforcing 
the county air pollution law have re- 
sulted in Cook County "having Just about 


the cleanest air of any industrial county 
in the U.S." he said, predicting that with- 
in 10 years manufacturing changes will 
have virtually eliminated the problem of 
noise pollution as well. 


"We're phasing ourselves out of busi- 


ness," Soundan says with a smile. But he 
says on the horizon are other areas of 
pollution control enforcement to tackle 
including problems with solid waste dis- 
posal. 


In the meantime, however, Soudan and 


his Inspectors are looking for noise pollu- 
tion sources on their own and not waiting 
for complaints from municipalities and 
individual citizens. He said he hoped 
most residents aren't like one woman 
who lived for five years with her home 
vibrating because of Improperly mounted 
motors in a dry cleaning plant down the 
street. "She said she never called the 
company to complain because 'it was 
such a large company I didn't want to 
say anything,'" Soundan recounted.

Battle lines 


Herald editorial 
Caution needed 
in pipeline OK 


It is distressing to witness the 


speed with which Congress is try- 
Ing to clear the way for the pro- 
posed Alaska oil pipeline. 


Especially distressing was the 


timing of the most recent major 
move on behalf of the pipeline: the 
Senate passage of legislation clear- 
ing the way for the huge 789-mile 
conduit. 


By unfortunate coincidence, that 


action came the same day the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission gave sub- 
stance to a cry that's been growing 
d u r i n g the current "energy 
crisis": that Big Oil, with the help 
of the government, has been run- 
ning things its own way, with all 
the little guys in the country taking 
it on the chin as a result. 


The FTC said the eight largest 


American oil companies have for a 
quarter of a century been engaged 
in a pattern of anti-competitive re- 
fining and marketing practices. 
The FTC, after two years of re- 
search on the oil situation, con- 
cluded this kind of monopolistic 
practice has produced fat profits 
for the oil companies, higher prices 
for the motorist, a crippling blow 
to the independent stations and — 
at least In part — the current gaso- 
line shortage. 


All of that is what Sen. Adlai Ste- 


venson, D-I11., has been saying — 
sometimes as the lone prominent 
voice — and with the added sug- 
gestion that the Justice Depart- 
ment has been Ignoring the whole 
situation. 


Nevertheless, the Senate — with 


haste nnd with Vice Pros. Spiro 
Agncw casting the deciding vote in 
a tie situation — moved ahead with 
legislation that would override law- 
suits and federal court barriers 
that have 'halted the pipeline until 
environmental questions are set- 
tled. The House Interior Com- 
mittee is now completing action on 
the same bill, with full House ac- 
cord expected shortly. 


The Congressional maneuver is 


remarkable in that it does seek to 
countermand court action — a situ- 
ation that obviously may invite 
more lawsuits. 


The central issue is that Con- 


gress is moving too fast to grant 
another concession to the oil in- 
dustry at a time when enormous 
questions —underscored by the 
FTC — remain unanswered. 


The public has a right to know 


with certainty to what extent the 
oil industry may have rigged the 
current fuel shortage, to what ex- 
tent that's been designed to further 
drive prices up and competition 
out, and — by pressure of a short- 
age — what ends the oil companies 
would hope to reap as a result. 


The FTC's report is a welcome 


one, but the only warning cry from 
within government. We ought to 
expect more from the Nixon ad- 
ministration and Congress before 
Big Oil gets even more its own way 
at the expense of us all.

Is grabbing off some of tho better loca- 
tions given up by gasoline stations forced 
out of business by the fuel shortage. 


And the prestigious Bankers Trust Co. 


In Now York has put three mlnlbranchcs 
In tiny shops abandoned by the Ebglngcr 
bakery chain In Brooklyn. 


All of which seems to be proof of that 


old saw: one business'* grief is usually 
another's good fortune. 


niCHARD A NIGMO. former all-Ivy 


League halfback at Yale who heads the 
Mister Donut division of International 
Multifoods Corp.. saw the opportunity to 
get choice locations for franchisees when 
the fuel shortage closed gas stations. 


"We obtained n dozen of these loca- 


tions and probably will get some more," 
he said. 


"It's relatively easy to remodel a gas 


station In a good location Into a donut 
shop. It's the right size, has the proper 
parking facilities and isn't too fancy, not 
too much to rip out," Nigllo said. "In 
most cases, the landowner is left holding 
tho bag when a station closes. The sta- 
tion operator usually Is a mechanic who 
doesn't have too much trouble finding a 
job In a garage. We can make the land- 
owner an attractive deal and find a fran- 
chisee to operate the donut shop." 


SWITCHING THE three tiny Brooklyn 


shops from selling bread and cake, to 
cashing checks and making loans has n 
more subtle and varied rationale. 


President Alfred Brlttaln III of Bank- 


crs Trust said tho bank has discovered 
that people Increasingly want to bank 
close to home. It's necessary to provide 
these services even in neighborhoods 
that won't support a full-sized metropoli- 
tan branch with 14 or more employes. 


Fairly complete services arc given In 


the minlbranchcs. Use of identification 


cards with tho depsoltor's photograph 
laminated In them makes this possible. 


Even personal loons can be arranged 


In tho ralnlbranchcs. 


Mister donut's Niglio, who took over as 


head of the company from founder Harry 
Wlnokur, came to International Multi- 
foods from Kentucky Fried Chicken 
Corp. His aim Is to build Mister Donut 
from Its present 400 shops to 1,500. 


NIGLIO'S FIRST step toward ex- 


pansion was to slash Mister Donut's bas- 
ic Initial franchise fee from $15,000 to 
$2,500 for existing franchise holders who 
want to open additional shops and to 
$3,500 for a person opening his first Mis- 
ter Donut shop. "This means I'm going 
out for tho pro who wonts to own several 
franchises rather than the Pop 'n Mom 
operation envisioned when franchising 
was young," ho sold. 


It also means that, unlike many other 


franchising outfits, Mister Donut is not 
yet seriously Interested In buying bock 
successful franchlscd units.

An individual consumer is still the best 


judge of his own finances, despite the 
clamoring of professional finance experts 
for modifications In the family budget. 
That's the candid opinion of economist 
Beryl Sprlnkel, of the Harris Bonk and 
Trust Co. in Chicago. 


"The inflation problem is not runaway, 


but It's serious," he says. "Each Individ- 
ual should conduct his business accord- 
ingly as he thinks best, whether to buy 
now or to wait until (lending rates are 
lower." 


"Not everyone Is an economist," he 


adds. "But everyone Is concerned that 


the income should be high and costs 
low." 


RIGHT NOW, many consumers sur- 


veys indicate a less-than-optimistlc out- 
look for the economy. But consumers 
continue to borrow money at a rapid 
pace, a suggestion that this pessimism is 
minimal, Sprlnkel says. 


Consumers should bone up on a few of 


the reasons behind rising prices and low- 
er production of food items and other 
regular purchases, he says. 


"We do know the history of food 


prices, that they go up and they go down 
according to demand and production," 
he adds.

Taxpayers should guard 
against overwithholding

Who would dream 
of advising those lucky beneficiaries to 
make sure it doesn't happen again? The 
Illinois Society of Certified Public Ac- 
countants, strange as It may seem. 


Earl C. Brown, chairman of the tax- 


ation committee, says the withholding 
rates that caused so many taxpayers to 
be overwithheld in 1972 still apply and 
that unless preventive steps are taken af- 
fected taxpayers will have another wind- 
fall next spring. 


What's wrong with that? Well, Brown 


soys, the refund isn't really a windfall. 
Tho money Is the taxpayer's own which 
could have been banked or invested to 
earn Interest or dividends for 15 months 
or more. 


UNDER THE LAW employers are re- 


quired to withhold from wage and salary 
checks an amount calculated to approxi- 
mate the income tax due on the tax- 
payers earnings — a pay as you go prin- 
ciple. This works well for most people. 


But the withholding rate causes over- 


withholding chiefly for persons who are 
single or, If married, are the only wage 
earners in their families, and who have 
sizable Itemized deductions. 


The Treasury Department has repea- 


tedly urged such taxpayers to correct the 
overwlthholdlng by filing with their em- 
ployers an Employee's Withholding Al- 
lowance Certificate, which in effect lets 
them claim more exemptions than they 
have. 


The reverse side of the certificate car- 


ries a guide to how many withholding 
allowances to take, based on expected 
salary and deductions. 


Not enough taxpayers have been fol- 


lowing tho Treasury Department's sug- 


gestion, apparently, for estimates of the 
refunds on 1972 Incomes range as high as 
22 billion dollars. With a booming econo- 
my in 1973, the CPAs predict, 
the 


amount to be refunded next year could 
go even higher, with an even greater in- 
flationary effect when these billions of 
dollars are dumped in a short period into 
the economy. 


So It makes sense for both the tax- 


payer and the government, Brown says, 
to claim that extra exemption for with-, 
holding purposes. He cautions, however,! 
that this does not mean you automatical-1 
ly get an extra exemption when you] 
make out your income tax next spring.' 
For that, the rules arc unchanged.

while, he adds. "I am not optimistic 
about Phase IV having an impact on in- 
flation. . . It's unfortunate but true that 
once inflation gets rolling, it takes many 
months of fundamentals to get the in- 
flation rate down. We're going to be 
stuck with a 6-7 per cent Inflation rate 
for the balance of this year." 


Sprinkel predicts an easing in inflation 


down to the 3-4 per cent range by the end 
of this year, but "that's still a lot of in- 
flation," he says. The flexibility of food 
prices during Phase IV is one means of 
eventually keeping inflation in line, he 
says. 


Several conditions which occurred in 


the past year, boosting the rate of in- 
flation, are not likely to recur in the 
coming year, he adds. These include 
poor weather conditions, devaluation of 
the dollar and its effect and the dis- 
ruption caused by the grain sales to Rus- 
sia.

development of the notion's first large- 
scale "breeder" nuclear power plant that 
could loner the cost of producing elec- 
tricity and help conserve oil, natural gas 
and coal supplies. 


Signing of (lie contracts in Chicago 


marked n pioneering effort among the 
government, private and public sectors 
of Industry to find a partial solution to 
the energy and environmental crises. 


The thrco major partners in construc- 


tion of the $700 million Liquid Metal Fast 
Breeder Hcnctor Demonstration Plant, 
slated for Oak Ridge, Tcnn., arc tho 
Atomic Energy Commission (AGO, 
Commonwealth Edison Co. of Chicago, 
nnd tho Tennessee Valley Authority 
(TVA). 


More than 300 public, private, munici- 


pal nnd cooperative electric systems 
across the country arc also involved in 
tho project. The Project Management 
Corp. (PMC), a non-profit corporation, 
was created to provide coordination for 
design, construction ami operation of the 
plant. Tho TVA will buy the electricity 
and later own the plant. 


IK THE "BKEEDEir plant, which 


has been under study for Iho past 20 
years, is successful it could solve two 
pressing problems: an Increasing appe- 
tite for electricity and damage to the en- 
vironment. 


Breeder power plants have the ability 


to turn out electricity and at the same 
time produce more nuclear fuel. Instead 
of using fossil fuels for materials as most 
electricity-producing plants use today, 
tho breeder reactor uses uranium which 
Is now in abundant supply In the United 
Stales. 


And since the breeder reactor is a 


closed system, there is no discharge of 
water to harm the environment. 


"This Is the most Important new 


source of energy for which technology is 
at the point where we can begin to sup- 
ply It," said Thomas G. Aycrs, chairman 
of the Commonwealth Edison Co. of Chi- 
cago, ono of tho signers of the agree- 
ment. 


"URANIUM TODAY la just n throw-

There will 
still be eight to 12 months of work on an 
environmental Impact statement before 
actual construction can begin along the 
Clinch River in Oak Ridge. 


Aycrs said he didn't think protest by 


environmental groups would tic up devel- 
opment of the plant. "It is a possibility," 
ho said, "but we hope we will make our 
case sufficiently before the public, and 
tho courts If we have to, so tho project 
won't be delayed." 


Dixy Lee Ray, AEC chairman and also 


a signer of the agreements, said the 
most Important aspect of the agreement 
is that It is cooperative. 


"This is a cooperative program where 


the government has joined with public 
corporations and private business for the 
good of tho public," she said. "There arc 
already breeder plants abroad in the 
USSR and In England. We have moved 
slowly because we've tried to involve tho 
public and private sectors.

Thai relative newcomer to the Ameri- 


can housing scene — the condominium — 
wdl capture more than 50 per cent of the 
new home marketplace by the end of 
1973, predicts Durand A. Holladay, man- 
aging trustee of Continental Mortgage In- 
vestors, Boston. 


"New condominium units offered for 


Dale this year could reach as high as 58 
per cent of the total number of new 
dwellings," he said. 


"By comparison, condominiums ac- 


counted for only 11 per cent of new home 
sales in 1070. In 1071 the figure rose to 20 
per cent and pushed up to 30 per cent In 
1073." Holladay points out. 


"The condominium boom mirrors Im- 


portant changes in the composition of 
American society. The groups most at- 
tracted to condominiums — younger buy- 
ers and senior citizens — now comprise 
53 per cent of our population. 


"More than 34 per cent of our popu- 


lation is now In the 20-30 age bracket — 
21 per cent arc 65 and older. This con- 
stitutes a healthy segment of purchasing 
power," llotladay continues. 


Builders, aware of the soaring demand 


for condominium dwellings, have offered 
both an increasing variety of building 
styles and a wide range of prices. 


"Land cost, from 1969 through the pre- 


sent time, has risen 54 per cent for the 
completed townhouse, 83 per cent for the 
high rise, and 109 per cent for garden 
apartment units," Holladay points out. 


Partly because of this most builders in 


1973 are pricing new condos in the 
middle to upper price ranges. 


Current predictions indicate a min- 


imum drop of 10 per cent In the construc- 
tion of condominium units priced $35,000 
or less. 


"No one dares predict how much high- 


er the condominium boom will soar. But 
just about everyone is convinced that the 
phenomenon will continue, at the very 
least, through the '70s," Holladay con- 
cludes.

Adoption of a Code for Equal Opportu- 


nity In housing by the Northwest Subur- 
ban Board of Realtors was announced 
recently by Arthur W. Plpenhagen, presi- 
dent, formalizing the Board's policy to 
offer equal service to all clients and 
prospects without regard to race, color, 
religion or national origin. 


Coincident with the adoption of the 


Code, the Board cstablishel a Committee 
on Equal Opportunity that will undertake 
an educational program to familiarize 
board members and associations and the 
public with the terms of local and federal 
laws prohibiting discrimination in the 
sale or purchase of real property. Robert 
A. Kole is the chairman of the com- 
mittee. 


The committee also will consider com 


plaints which may be registered with the 
Board. Any member found guilty of vio- 
lating the spirit of any provision of the 
Code will be subject to disciplinary ac- 
tion. 


The Code for Equal Opportunity was 


adopted by the National Association of 
Realtors in 1972 for submissions to its 
1,600 local boards for their acceptance on 
a voluntary basis. It has the approval of 
the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development, which permits Realtors to 
display a special poster containing the 
Code and HUD's equal housing opportu- 
nity regulations, in lieu of the required 
HUD poster.

Nearly 25 million homes in the United 


States are prime targets for recycling. 


"These are housing units that have 


simply worn out or become obsolete and 
need to be replaced," declares Jackson 
W. Goss, president and chief executive 
officer of Investors Mortgage Insurance 
Company, Boston. 


"The need for replacement homes, 


added to other housing demand factors, 
could easily support an annual rate of 3 
million new starts without flooding the 
market. The tearing down of obsolete 
homes and the rebuilding of new, modern 
dwellings will become an even more sig- 
nificant factor in housing production dur- 
ing the next 10 years," Goss emphasizes. 


Currently, he notes, there are approxi- 


mately 70 million housing units in the 
country. 


"ABOUT 30 MILLION homes have 


been built since the end of World War II, 
and these units, for the most part, are 
still in very good condition. Approxi- 


mately IS million houses were built be- 
tween 1914 and 1925. 


"The remainder of our housing in- 


ventory is made up primarily of homes 
built between 1B85 and 1905. A number of 
these dwellings will be caught up in the 
current surge of restoring older homes," 
Goss points out. 


Another factor supporting the demand 


for new housing is the rapid formation of 
new families. 


"When the goal of 2.6 million new 


starts annually was set in the 1968 Hous- 
ing Act, the rate of expected family for- 
mations was based on 1960 census fig- 
ures. Since then, updated figures show 
that the formation rate is outstripping 
earlier projections. 


"These factors — the dual demand for 


new homes to replace those that have 
worn out and dwellings for new families 
— certainly shows that the nation needs 
and can support even higher levels of 
home building," Goss concludes.

Best ways to cope with the problems of a new house 


A now house Is not Immune from prob- 


lems. It may not hnvo the major prob- 
lems that an old house might have, but It 
con offer Its shore of trouble. 


The first year for a new house Is the 


break-In period. Count on some trouble 
just as you might with a new car. Major 
defects should be brought to the attention 
of the builder. Some minor problems arc 
bound to occur and you should expect 
them and not worry about them. 


Out learn the difference between major 


and minor problems. 


EVEIIY NEW house settles. It can be 


a little or a tot. And you can figure some 
materials In the house will shrink while 
others swell. 


Houses don't settle evenly. If they did 


there wouldn't be any problems. The 
earth under the house will settle in one 
area but not another. The result Is struc- 
tural cracks. Hairline cracks around win- 


dows and In corners will not affect the 
strength of the walls. 


Other minor cracks will develop as 


shrinkage occurs in the framing lumber. 
These will appear In walls and ceilings. 


It's a process that could go on for sev- 


eral years. Ignore hairline cracks, but 
not largo ones. The hairline cracks won't 
hurt anything and can be left until you 
arc ready to redecorate, then can be 
filled with spackling compound before 
painting. 


LARGE CRACKS, bigger than a pen- 


cil, arc not normal. Neither are cracks in 
the foundation. Call these to the attention 
of the builder. 


Doors and windows will swell in warm, 


humid weather. Resist the temptation to 
sand, flic or plane and don't insist the 
builder do It. A light sanding may be in 
order but remember that the wood will 
shrink back to normal and excess wood

Wood floors that 
buckle or in which gaps open indicate 
inferior lumber or bad workmanship. 


Water seepage through basement walls 


and floors should be called to the build- 
er's attention. Don't confuse this with hu- 
mid air condensing on water pipes. 


Plumbing, heating and wiring should 


give no trouble in the first year and if it 
lasts that long you can be fairly sure it 
will lost even longer. 


Built-in appliances, furnaces, water 


heaters, air conditioners, 
dishwashers 


carry manufacturer's guarantees. Save 
the papers. 


Put your complaints In writing. Unless 


there is an emergency, save the com- 
plaints until you can make a list of them 
instead of giving the builder one at a 
time. Making it worth his time to send a 
repairman around once instead of sev- 
eral times will get you better service.

THINGS oro really going fast with the 


push for the construction of tho Alaska 
pipeline. In fact, members In tho House 
Interior committee seem to be bending 
over backward In their haste to get this 
project rolling. Environmentalist amend- 
ments to tho Alaska pipeline bill were 
voted down in the committee Tuesday. 
This probably means clear sailing for fi- 
nal House approval of tho measure. It 
would bar any further Interference to 
stop the pipeline and would grant a 
group of oil companies the go-ahead for 
right-of-way agreements across federal 
lands. 


This must bo encouraging to tho oil 


companies, who've been sitting on their 
hands for three years while tho Wilder- 
ness Society, tho Sierra Club and others 
tied up their project In tho courts. But 
wo can hope that the House pipeline bill 
will como out in more reasonable fashion 
than tho recently approved Senate bill, 
which excluded tho pipeline from envi- 
ronmental standards. 
* • • 


HOW MUCH will It cost? This is tho 


question that's supposed to pop Into car 
buyer's minds as soon as they hear about 
new automotive pollution control devices. 
At least that's what Thomas Fcahcny, 
general manager of tho Ford Motor Co. 
engine division says. 


Compliance with the Clean Air Act 


standards "could turn out to bo a bad 
bargain for tho American public," said 
Feahcny at a Chicago press conference 
Tuesday. Its provisions are unrealistic 
and costly for the new car buyer, he 
said, and not justified by need. 


Even If wo could develop a clean en- 


gine, there's no way wo could meet tho 
deadline, he claims. The federal Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency recently 
announced It would defer the compliance 
date from 1974, to a year later. 


Hydrocarbon, carbon monoxide and 


oxides of nitrogen emissions would be 
stringently controlled In tho Clean Air 
Act standards. We've heard of many 
omissions control systems offered devel- 
oped by Universal Oil Products Co. in' 
Dos Plalncs and others in this field. Then 
there aro tho promising emissions con- 
trol systems worked out by Japanese 
auto makers, announced early year.

TRASH CRISIS: our disposal "What 


we ore throwing away doesn't really go 
away at all," says John G. Hutchlnson, 
mayor of Charleston, W. Va. He recently 
directed a three month study for the Na- 
tional League of Cities and the U.S. Con- 
ference of Mayors titled, Cities and the 
Nation's Disposal Crisis." 


The study shows that the amount of 


solid waste doubled for the general popu- 
lation over the past SO years, but it has 
doubled in the cities in the past 20 years. 


We're accumulating some 250 million 


tons of wastes every year, Hutchlnson re- 
ports. This includes some 28 billion bot- 
tles, 40 billion cans, 30 million tons of 
paper, 100 million tires and three million 
junk cars. And the fascination with fancy 
packaging is pushing up these figures. 


Severely limited markets for recycled 


materials and federal policies which do 
not encourage recycling programs handi- 
cap the efforts by local organizations and 
municipalities in the disposal of solid 
wastes, tho report continues. In a nation 
faced with resource shortages, only 1 per 
cent of municipal wastes are recycled. 


The report calls for a federal assis- 


tance in the effort to solve tho solid 
wasto problem. First of all, keep a lid on 
the packing Industry that boxes and bags 
and sometimes conceals the consumer 
goods at tho store. Then there's the need 
for federal policies to encourage ex- 
perimentation, as New York City's burn- 
Ing waste to generate electric power. 


Promotional activities for recycling ef- 


forts should also include, according to 
tho report: 


• Tax incentives and freight rates ad- 


justed to allow economical shipment of 
recycled materials. 


• Special, low Interest rates for con- 


struction of solid waste management and 
resource recovery operations. 


/ • Government practices which would 
encourage tho use of recycled materials 
or reusable materials. 


• Removal of barriers to interstate 


shipment of solid wastes.

Under the 
proposed plan, the city will issue $26 mil- 
lion of tax exempt pollution control reve- 
nue bonds. This would finance the equip- 
ment installation at Plant No. 3, a coke 
over battery. The bonds will be payable 


to East Chicago by Inland. The transac- 
tion is to be completed early in August.

Apart from the problems of vesting 


that we have talked ahout. (lie bl« prob- 
lem Is that at any one time only a little 
over 30 per cent of the workers are cov- 
ered by pension plans. If a fellow loses 
hit job before lie Rets a vested claim to a 
pension, there is n pretty Rood chance 
that (here won't be a pension plan In his 
next job. 


A lot of the lack of covcr.u'o occurs In 


.'mall firms with an uncertain future. As 
wo saw, tho bit! companies don't pay up 
ifurxh Ihclr pension costs Immediately 
hut the promise of a bi({ company to put 
up the money later Is pretty good (not 
perfect, but pretty I'ood). For most small 
companies, the promise to put up funds 
liilcr probably doesn't cut much lee with 
the workers and full funding is too ex- 
pensive. 


Another circumstance Is that In In- 


clintrli's with a lot of low-income work- 
ers, their workers arc not so Interested 
In savings (and pension', are really sav- 
|MC«>. They want their wages pretty 
much in cash to meet current expenses 
and to educate kids. Retirement will 
have to wait. 


• What nliout self-employed people? 
In thr twos there was .some extension 


of the pc.-^lon benefit under a law that 


lets n self-employed person set up n pen- 
sion plan which covered himself. The 
Congress put a few extra limits on these 
plans Iwcnuse It was expected that they 
would be used mostly by professional 
people who didn't have many employes. 
In lots of these cases, it is practically a 
matter of a fellow setting up a retire- 
ment plan only for himself. He might try 
to get a deduction for as much as he 
wanted to save. 


Since then, the professionals have out- 


foxed the Congress by devising ways to 
form "professional corporations" so they 
can have pension plans without the spe- 
cial limits. They are "employes" of their 
own corporations. 


• What about workers not under a 


plan? 


The administration is willing to throw 


In the towel. Now they say that the way 
out Is just to keep on expanding pension 
coverage. In the President's program, he 
proposes to relax the limits on plans that 
self-employed people can set up for 
themselves and to create a new deduc- 
tion for employes whose employer 
doesn't have a plan. They could get a 
deduction by paying into a pension plan 
of their own. Sen. Lloyd Bcntsen (R- 
Toxas) has sponsored a bill to permit a 
deduction. 


• Didn't Canada try this? 
Canada provides this deduction for em- 


ployes who set up their own plan. The 
Canadian experience shows that not 
many low-Income employes use It. This 
tells us something about the whole ar- 
rangement. By and large, tax benefits 
for pensions arc not of much value to 
low-income employes. At low incomes, 
people don't save much anyway. Also, 
the Intercut that could be earned by post- 
poning a 19 per cent tax Is a lot less than 
the interest possible from postponing a 50 
per cent tnx. 


A part of any reform debates in 1973 


will be what to do about the tax benefits 
for pension plans. The big issues will be

• Will there be efforts to make pen- 


sions secure? 


The answer has to be yes. Both the 


administration and members of Congress 
are pushing their plans. All are mild but 
if the size of pension promises is to be 
unchecked, making these promises se- 
cure will be very expensive. This is why 
the politicians don't want to change ves- 
ting and funding very much. Whether 
these small changes now will lead to still 
tougher rules In the future, we can't tell. 


• What Is portability? 
Some pension visionaries 
have a 


dream that someday all employer pen- 
sions could be "portable" like the system 
most college professors are under now. 
Professors' pensions are generally fun- 
ded completely and currently with one 
fund. When a professor goes to a new 
school he still has his pension reserve — 
the new school just takes over adding to 
it. This ideal is called portability. With 
universal portability, all workers could 
take their pension entitlements with 
them from job to job (just as they take 
Social Security).

system of competing fully-funded retire- 
ment benefit funds. Each employe would 
notify his employer which of these funds 
to send the employer contributions, to. If 
the employe became dissatisfied with the 
investment performance of the retire- 
ment benefit fund, he could switch his 
share to another fund. 


The visionaries think that portability 


would lead to a more efficient economy 
where workers could freely move to jobs 
where they could be more productive 
without the anchor of losing pension 
benefits in the old job. We are a long 
way from this. 


• Will private pension coverage In- 


crease? 


I think the answer to this Is not very 


much. The Canadian experience suggests 
that the deduction for employes will not 
change things significantly. In fact, the 
Treasury's own revenue estimates sug- 
gest that most of this effect will be on 
government employes who are already in 
pension plans but who have to contribute 
half the cost out of their own salary with 
no tax deduction. Giving them a deduc- 
tion for this other half will be nice for 
them but it doesn't got more people Into 
pension plans. 


Part of the reason that I don't look for 


much in the way of expansion is that the 
other policy Issue of providing more se- 
cutity will make pension plans a bit 
more expensive and probably will have 
some marginal effect on slowing down 
new employer plans. This doesn't say 
that efforts to improve security ore bad. 
The social goal should be more pensions, 
not more pension plans, and providing 
vesting and funding within present plans 
will mean more pensions. 


THE OTHER reason that I don't ex- 


pect much success in efforts to expand 
coverage is that this is a little like cav- 
iar; somewhat of a luxury. Pensions are 
far more attractive to high-income work- 
ers than to low-income workers. As we 
have said before, most low-income work- 
ers don't want it when they can buy their 
own. 


If you think a little about that last 


paragraph it may occur to you to ask: 
"Since the available tax benefit (post- 
ponement) is more attractive to high-In- 
come people and these high-Income 
people will be saving part of their in- 
come anyway why does the law persist 
in providing very generous 'Incentives' 
for high-income people to get very high 
pensions?" 


That is a hard question which may be 


the reason why neither Congress nor the 
administration has faced it.

Two years ago. my doctor discovered 


that I have a malignancy of the prostate 
and put mo on some sort of a hormone, I 
have to take these the rest of my life. 


DO THESE IMLLS (or the pressure 


pills I have taken) have any insidious 
side effects. 1 am somewhat worried 
about this possibility because during the 
past year I hove noticed a tremor of fin- 
gers and hands, along with what I would 
say Is a lack of control of my thumbs. 
This difficulty manifests Itself especially 
as I attempt to separate pages of 
books or magazines. 


My doctor of many years, and in whom 


I have full confidence, told me this trem- 
or condition Is normal in many persons 
of my age. He evidently feels that the 
condition cannot be helped. Can you give 
me any suggestions as to what might be 
done to help this shaky situation? There 
must be something. 


Have always been proud of my steady 


nerves and good coordination, so am 
really shook up by this development. 
(And you can easily Imagine what it's 
doing to my rifle scores.) 


If you can give me any help, I would 


surely appreciate It. • 


Dear Header — Your tremor Is not 


caused by your medicine. As your doctor 
has told you, this commonly occurs In 
individuals as they get older. Some 
people have more trouble with this than 
others Often It is associated with ather- 
osclerosis, or fatty blockage of the ar- 
teries, which Increases as people get old* 
cr In our society. This is particularly 
true If one has had a problem of high 
blood pressure. 


It seems to me that you've done rather 


well since you have reduced your weight, 
which in turn, along with your doctor's 
help, has resulted In decreasing your 
blood pressure which Is the most impor- 
tant thing that could be done. The hor- 
mone pill has no effect whatever on your

in brownies 
treats glaucoma 


FORT LAUDERDALE, Flo. (UPI) - 


Dr. Frederick Blonton, an opthalmolog- 
ist. Is treating some of his glaucoma 
patients with brownies — filled with 
marijuana — despite the Illegality of the 
weed, because of 1(5 succesjful results. 
. Blanton cannot obtain the drug legally 
but the U.S. Division of Dangerous Drugs 
Is "looking Into" his application to ac- 
quire marijuana through government re- 
search agencies. 
. Glanton, 42. told the Fort Lauderdalo 
News Monday he was using the brownies 
to treat about SO volunteer patients, fol- 
lowing n precedent set by University of 
California-Los Angeles (UCLA) research- 
ers In 1970. 


. Head of an eye surgery clinic In Fort 
Laudcrdalc, Blanton said he conducted 
his own research and presented a paper 
on the subject at Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity In Baltimore In April. 


Ho sold It Is Illegal for him to use the 


marijuana, but he "acquires" it nonethe- 
less, blending the leaves Into powder and 
baking them Into a ready made brownie 
mix. 


He sold that within an hour of oatlng a 


marijuana cookie the pressure of eye 
fluid within the eye of glaucoma suffe- 
rers drops 25 to 35 per cent. These re- 
sults lost for several hours without af- 
fecting vision, ho said. 


Pressure of the eye fluid on the optic 


nerve Is the cause of glaucoma, a dis- 
ease which can cause blindness and 
death. 


Blanton said legal or not he feels he 


must go on with his marijuana-brownie 
treatment, "while I have patients dying 
of glaucoma."

Adolescence is that time in a child's 


life when parents sometimes feel they 
are losing control over their children. 
Parents often become confused at how to 
deal with their child's behavior which re- 
quires discipline. 


Occasionally, it is difficult for parents 


to recognize whether some unacceptable 
behavior Is a "phase" of adolescence, or 
the beginnings of a real trouble situation. 


Dr. Kent Ravenscroft of The Children's 


Hospital in Washington, D.C., says that 
"adolescence itself can be rather flam- 
boyant and people have trouble knowing 
what's normal and what's not normal." 


A common occurrence, according to 


Ravenscroft, is that some families seem 
to do very well rearing their children to 
about age 11 or tho beginning of adoles- 
cence, and then parents seem to show a 


vulnerability to that particular phase of 
childrearing known as adolescence. He 
broke these families down into three 
types of marital relationships and de- 
'scribed them and the results they have 
on their children's behavior. 


THE FIRST TYPE is what he called a 


binding family. It is a very closely-knit 
family in which the parents have the ten- 
dency to "smother" their children. 


The children are given the message 


•that everything good and valuable can 
only be found within the family. The rest 
of the world Is seen as dangerous and 
they are traitors if they get too far out of 
the family orbit: get too involved with 
other people, too into clubs or their peer 
group. 


"This family plays on a child's natural 


mixed feelings," says Dr. Ravenscroft. 
"Most children getting into adolescence 
have a mixed set of feelings. In part they 
want to deny their needs and depend- 
encies and.lack of skill and want to say 
they know it all, have the answers and 


better ideas than their parents. They 
start to get deeply into peer groups and 
outside activities. But the other half of It 
Is they're a little anxious about it, 
they're a little unsure, they like to dip 
back home for a little support and a little 
bit of commendation from the parents." 


The second type of family, which is at 


the opposite end of the spectrum from 
the binding family, is the expelling fami- 
ly- The parents in this family are very 
self-centered, and their marriage has 
very little depth or intimacy. They get 
along pretty well together up until they 
have children and they then find they 
need to share, and have a combined re- 
sponsibility for their child. 


DR. RAVENSCROFT says, "These 


parents who, right from the beginning 
feel that their kids ore a burden, they're 
a hassle. They want kids who are neither 
seen nor heard and who make minimal 
demands." As they grow up, the children 
find that if they're going to survive they 


have to take their satisfactions where 
they can. They feel that as persons 
they're not accepted and are not appre- 
ciated for their own needs and pace of 
development, but rather ore put up with. 


The third type of family is at the mid- 


point between the binding and the ex- 
pelling families. The marriage in this sit- 
uation is much healthier in comparison 
with the other two types. The parents 
have their hangups but by and large aro 
fairly available for dependency, give the 
child a fair amount of support, sense that 
he's wanted, that he's meaningful. But 
still they have their problems and the 
child often gets caught in a crossfire be- 
tween mother and father. 


"In some areas, mother demands loy- 


ally from the child, and then father de- 
mands loyalty, but the kind of alle- 
giances demanded are not mutually com- 
patable and the child is forced to make a 
choice between sides, that is, between 
parents," says Ravenscroft.

minutes alter tho President was admit- 
ted to Bcthcsda Naval Medical Center. 
And as the week wore on, the poop from 
tho grapevine medicos intensified. 


Consequently. I was not surprised to 


receive a note from a tipster, Mike Halll- 
gan, suggesting I check out a rumor he 
had picked up on the West Coast.

Halllgan had heard It whispered about 


that one of the spots on Nixon's left lung 
failed to clear up under the therapy pre- 
scribed by his physicians. 


THE WAY Halllgan heard it, addition- 


al x-rays showed that the shadow was 


being created by a tiny electronic listen- 
nlng device implanted in the President's 
chest. 


After making a few discreet inquiries, 


I was able to piece together the following 
report: 


Camp David, Md. — White House 


sources denied today that a team of sur- 
geons, engineers and "plumbers" re- 
moved a bugging device from President 
Nixon's chest during a secret operation 
at Bethesda Naval Medical Center last 
week. 


"I can state unequivocally that nobody 


has ever bugged the President, acciden- 
tally or otherwise," a spokesman said. 


He made the statement in response to 


rumors that former members of the 
White House staff had been misguided in 
their zeal to keep informed through elec- 
tronic eavesdropping. 


The ex-aides were said to have gotten 


so carried away while hooking up listen- 
ing devices they even installed one in the 
President himself. 


But White House sources insisted there 


was no way bugging equipment could 
have been Installed in the President's 
chest without him knowing about it. 


"THE PRESIDENT is extremely tick- 


lish," one source said. "If anyone had 
started monkeying around his ribs, he 
would have put a stop to it just as soon 
as he quit laughing." 


This source also discounted the possi- 


bility that the device might have been 
implanted in the President's chest by 
mistake while Nixon was taking a nap. 


"That type of mistake wouldn't have 


been possible," he said. "The President 
always sleeps on his stomach."

People already getting public assis- 


tance because they're 65 or over, or 
blind, or disabled do not have to apply 
for the new Federal supplemental secur- 
ity income payments, according to Nor- 
man R. Thoresen, manager of the Arling- 
ton Heights Social Security Office. 


"We're taking applications now only 


from people who aren't getting public as- 
sistance but who think they may be eli- 
gible for the new federal payments that 
start next year," Thoresen said. 


The aim of the federal program is to 


provide supplemental payments in cases 
of need. People 65 or over, or blind, or 
disabled will have a basic cash income of 
at least $130 a month for one person and 
$195 a month for a couple. The amount 
people will get depends on their other 
income. 


AMONG ELIGIBILITY factors are re- 


sources up to $1,500 for single persons,

$2,250 for those married. A home of rea- 
sonable value will not be counted as an 
asset. 


Certain income also will be dis- 


regarded for new supplemental security 
income. The first $20 a month income 
generally won't affect the Federal pay- 
ment. For those working part-time, the 
first $65 a month of earnings will sim- 
ilarly not be counted. After that, only, 
half of any additional earnings will be 
counted, Thoresen explained. 


'"Those not getting public assistance 


who think they may qualify next year 
under the Federal Supplemental Security 
Income Program should contact their lo- 
cal Social Security office at this time," 
Thoresen said.

Q. My cousin told me that the retire- 


ment age for a man has been changed 
from 65 to 62, and that I can get ray full 
retirement benefit at 62. Is he correct? 


A. No. Age 62 will be used only to com- 


pute the number of work credits a man 
needs to qualify for benefits and in com- 
puting his average earnings to arrive at 
his monthly benefit rate. This change in 
the law will be applied gradually, and 
will become fully effective for men who 
will be 62 in 1975 or later. Retire- 
ment benefits for men or women contin- 
ue to be reduced if started before age 65. 


Q. Is there anything wrong with having 


more than one Social Security account 
number? 


A. Yes, because this might cause you 


to lose valuable Social Security credit for 
work you do under the program. If you 
have more than one Social Security ac- 
count number, contact the Social Secur- 
ity office to find out which is the correct 
one to use. 


Q. I receive Social Security widow's 


benefits on my late husband's account. 
My Medicare card bears his Social Se- 
curity number with the letter "D" after 
it. I myself never had a Social Security 
number until recently. Which of these is 
my correct Social Security number? 


A. The latter is the one you should use 


whenever you are asked for your own 
Social Security account number. Your 
husband's number with the letter "D" 
following it is your claim number. It 
should be used only when reporting to 
Social Security events affecting your 
widow's benefits, or in connection with 
your Medicare coverage.

Q _ My husband died of service con- 


nected disabilities while in military ser- 
vice. Am I eligible for Veterans Adminis- 
tration assistance to take correspondence 
courses or on-thc-job training? 


A — Yes. Public Law 92-540 (Oct. 24, 


1972) extended these benefits to wives 
and widows of veterans whose per- 
manent total disabilities or deaths were 
service connected. 


Q — I still carry my World War II 


"V'-preflxed National Service Life In- 
surance. Can I get additional coverage? • 


A — Yes. Public Law 92-188, enacted in 


December, 1971, allows veterans with 
these policies to use their insurance divi- 
dends to buy additional paid-up life in- 
surance protection. 


Q — The Veterans Administration 


guaranteed $7,500 of my home loan, 
based on my World War II service. Since 
VA now guarantees more, do I have 
more entitlement coming? 


A — Yes. VA currently guarantees up 


to 60 per cent up to a maximum of 
$12,500 of home loans. Since you received 
a loan guarantee of only $7,500, you are 
eligible to apply for an additional $5,000 
in loan benefits. 


Q — I was discharged about 10 years 


ago before the current GI Bill was 
passed. Did I lose out on educational 
benefits altogether? 


A — Not necessarily. For on-the-job 


training, apprenticeship, farm coopera- 
tive and flight training, you have until 
August, 1975 to use your eligibility. Other 
education benefits expire May 31, 1974, 
the eighth anniversary of the current GI 
Bill. All eligible veterans have J years to 
take advantage of education benefits. 
Time is computed from the date of dis- 
charge or the date the benefit first be- 
came available, whichever is later. 


Q — What is VA doing to help the sev- 


erely disabled Vietnam veterans get 
jobs? 


A — In addition to providing medical 


care and compensation, VA is hiring 
many handicapped veterans Including 
some who must work in wheel chairs or 
are blind. In addition, VA is working 
closely with universities, other govern- 
ment agencies, and business and in- 
dustry to help disabled veterans Ret jobs. 


Q — If a lender turns down a veteran's 


application for a GI loan, what should 
the veteran do? 


A — He should see another lender. The 


fact that one lender is not interested in 
making the particular type of loan the 
veteran wants does pot preclude the pos- 
sibility that another may be interested.

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - Will Gcer, the 


salty grandpa of "The Waltons," says, 
"I'm three score and 10 and Just begin- 
ning to live It up." 


Gccr. who was 71 last March 9, means

The actor lives a sort of gypsy life in 


Hollywood. Ho bought a complex of three 
houses and eight apartments from an ac- 
tor friend. They are located along a 
defunct streetcar line in the heart of Hol- 
lywood. The buildings have been con- 
verted into a theater where Gccr books 
plays for young talent on Saturdays and 
Sundays. 


A sign outside the compound reads, 


"We positively do not lease rooms to the- 
atricals." But very few unemployed, un- 
housed actors are turned away when ap- 
plying for a roof over their heads. 


GEER IS UNMARIIIED, but winks 


broadly when the subject of lady friends 
comes up. 


He's had his own repertory company 


since 1924 and still travels around the 


country hi an old Greyhound bus that has 
been fitted with living quarters for his 
performing troupe. 


When the CBS scries goes on hiatus 


Gecr loads up his bus and barnstorms 
across the country putting on plays. 


Gccr says his real home is in Strat- 


ford, Conn., where his pride and joy is a 
vegetable garden. But he is a natural 
food freak no matter where he alights. 


In southern California he plants okra, 


corn, lettuce and other vegetables in a 
garden In Topanga Canyon, 20 miles 
from his house. He also cultivates a 
small plot in the compound for his ten- 
ants. 


ON CLEAR NIGHTS — which is most 


of the time — Gcer sleeps out in the gar- 
den on a cot. Ho prefers his 13-acro 
ranch in Massachusetts during the 
months of April and May during spring 
planting. 


"That's where I used to keep my wives 


when I was married," he said, grinning. 
"I was married three times, you know. 


And my favorite wife had most of my 
kids." 


Gcor and Grandpa Walton have little in 


common in life style or attitudes — ex- 
cept perhaps their eye for the ladies. 


An avid ecologist, Geer dislikes au- 


tomobiles and smog. He believes he is 
striking a blow for cleaner air by riding 
a bicycle around Hollywood. 


HE COOKS all his own meals, and 


frequently dishes up goodies for his folk- 
lore group of players and tenants whom 
he treats with the benevolent authority of 
a patriarch. 


He generally appears at Warner Bros, 


for work at 7 a.m., usually is involved in 
scenes until late afternoon when the child 
stars must call it a day. Then he's off for 
home. 


Geer says he was born with show busi- 


ness in his veins. His own grandfather 
was a 49er who made his strike in Cali- 
fornia and returned to Frankfort, Ind., to 
build an opera house. 


"He led the good life," Geer concluded. 


"So do I."

past — Tracy, Bogart, Gable — Bob Mil- 
chum is always in there, doing a great 
acting job. He'd be the last to admit it. 


In common with most of those old-time 


greats, Mitchum is given to undue mod- 
esty, when it comes to his acting.

One ex- 
ception is his new release, "The Friends 
of Eddie Coyle." This one he is enthu- 
siastic about. 


"It's the best thing I've done in a

off by himself, sits on a rock and asks, 
plaintively, "What am I doing here?" 


That probably won't happen as much 


in the future. He's being more careful, 
more choosy and it seems to be working. 
As Eddie Coyle, he gives a brilliant per- 
formance, even speaks with a Boston ac- 
cent. I didn't think the picture worked 
too well but he did. 


"The Friends of Eddie Coyle" was 


filmed entirely in and around Boston and 
the locations help. Mitchum, surprisingly 
for one who is away from home as much 
as he is, says he doesn't like to travel. 


"It's funny," he says. "I just don't like 


to travel — but I like being places. I 
liked being in Boston. Not that I did 
much there. I holed up in my motel room 
most of the time. One good thing was 
that it was cider season so I spent most 
of my time drinking cider and eating 
cheese." 


He didn't go to the movies much as a 


diversion. In fact, not at all. He's a con- 
firmed nonmoviegoer. He just doesn't 
like them.

Collecting Coins...by Mort Reed 
Few similarities in coins and medals 


At first glance the two central objects 


of Interest In numismatics; coins and 
medals, would seem to be totally homo- 
geneous in nature, differing only In their 
point of origin and purpose of existence 
But the similarity Is not all that simple. 


Coins arc commercial vehicles of ex- 


pressed value which can be classified as 
domestic or foreign; uncirculated or cir- 
culated; rare or common; expensive or 
Inexpensive. Medals, on the other hand, 
ore more or less free agents. They con- 
form to no predetermined standards, 
leaving the composition, size and subject 
matter solely to the discretion of the pro- 
ducer's concept of what constitutes a sa- 
leable collectors Item. 


MEDALS ARE almost always domes- 


tic In origin; uncirculated; seldom rare 
and often moderately expensive depend- 
ing on whether or not it Is the product of 
a reliable mcdallic art firm or one of the 
now "letterhead" mints operating out of 
a glove-comportment. 


A true medalist will concentrate his ef- 


forts on 1) logical and reasonably accu- 
rate subject matter, 2) eye appeal and 3) 
the most desirable composition for the 
established selling price. He will limit his 
edition If It Is a series and restrict his 
production if it Is a single issue. 


To accomplish these three • goals a 


medal producer must have on his payroll 
1) a competent historical researcher, 2)

A majority of the so-called "Investors 


Ingots" being sold today are nothing 
more than silver paperweights totally 
locking in collectors' value. There is a 
noticeable absence of accurate historical 
detail and sculptural skill which leaves 
only the purity of the composition to jus- 
tify their existence. Even this must be 
checked thoroughly from time to time 
because some Ingots are known to exist 
with nothing more than a .900 silver con- 
tent. 


Reputable medallic art and private 


mint firms prefer to conduct their busi- 
ness on the premise that the hobby of 
medal collecting comes first and the 
more accurate the historical details, the 
more attractive the piece will be as a 
collectors' item. 


AFTER FOUR YEARS of metal- 


lurgical research, the Letchor Mint de- 
veloped a "Two Color" work of art con- 
sisting of five grains of 24 karat pure 
gold fused configuratlvely in the center 
of a 24.0 gram (370 grains) .999 pure sil- 
ver medal. 


The 153" Parthenon medal is the third 


in a series of two-color pieces produced 
at the Letcher Mint In Lancaster, Calif 
It commemorates what historians regard 
as the most magnificent architectural 
marvel of the ages. The building stands 
today at the summit of the Acropolis in 
Athens, Greece. 


The obverse features a sculptured bas 


relief of the Parthenon in brilliant pure 
gold against a background of pure silver. 
The reverse is engraved with the words 
frm a poem by Lord Byron appropriately 
written about this Grecian structure.

Everybody who works in the exec- 
utive offices of the gum company an- 
swers Ills own phone. 


Hlr. father taught him that they were In 


a five-cent business. "But even If it's a 
10-ccnt business now," 
says Wrigley, 


"we should still remember our level." 


"Hollo, hello, I wanna talk to Mishtcr 


Wrlglcy," says the caller with the sudsy 
voice. 


"This Is Mr. Wriglcy." 
"Oh." 
"What can I do for you?" 
"Well, I'm wotchln" the game here and 


your Jerk manager oughta yank the 
pitcher. Use your influence, huh?" 


Click. 
Wriglcy had been watching the game 


on television, as usual, in his wood-pan- 
eled office. Just as the caller hung up, 
the manager went out to the mound and 
changed pitchers. 


Wrigley, nosv, says, "The guy probably 


turned to his pal on the stool and said, 
'Boy, do I get action!1" 


(It is one of Wrigley's favorite anec- 


dotes.) 


Being uppity Is anathema at the gum 


place, thus the answering of one's own 
phone. But phones are still a modem 
necessary evil to Wrigley, who says, 
"My ambition is to live In a cage without 
any telephones and a big rock over the 
door." 


He says that "my cave" is the Wrigley 


House on Lake Geneva. He never an- 
swers any of the 21 telephones in the 
place, whether one rings in the master's 
bed dressing room or the hall-coat closet 
or the stable shop or his enormous work- 
shop or anywhere near any of the 
house's 11 bathrooms. 


When asked, "Is it true that you earn 


over $3 million a year?" he says, "I 
don't know. Money has never really in- 
terested me," and the listener believes 
this man with the clear blue eyes and 
avuncular visage. 


He has never appeared on television or 


radio. He has made only two speeches 
that anybody knows about. Both were af- 
ter receiving awards. He said, "Thank 
you," the first time. The second time he 
burst wide open. He said, "Thank you 
very much." 


So it was shocking when he took out a 


full-page ad In the Chicago papers in Oc- 
tober 3,1971, to condemn a "Dump Duro- 
cher clique" as he called it. It was head- 
lined: 


"This is for Cub fans and anyone else 


who is interested" (the latter surely In- 
clududed some disgruntled players). 


He ended with: "(Leo) Is running the 


team, and if some of the players do not 
like It and lie down on the job, during the 
off season we will see what we can do to 
find them happier homes." Signed: "Phil 
Wrigley." 


Two things are noteworthy here. One Is 


that Durocher was fired two-thirds of the 
way through the next season (Wrigley 
knows when he can go no further with a 
problem) and second, he spelled his last 
name correctly, part of the Wrigley leg- 
end is that sometimes he even spells his 
name incorrectly. 


Misspelling your own name sounds 


nearly as eccentric as something Howard 
Hughes might do. Wrigley does not see 
himself in that mold at all. 


"Howard Hughes goes Into a hotel in 


Las Vegas and when he can't get a room, 
he buys the place and fires the man- 
ager," said Wrigley. He smiled to him- 
self at the probable scene. Then a story 
occurred to him. 


"A fella had a flat tire in front of an 


insane asylum," said Wrigley. "Several 
of the Inmates came to the bars and 
watched him take off the bad tire and 
start to put on the spare. But he acciden- 
tally kicked all of the nuts (Wrigley 
probably meant "lugs") down an open 
manhole. He didn't know what to do. 


"One of the Inmates called out, 'Why 


don't you take one nut from each of the 
other wheels and put them on the fourth 
and then fix it up as soon as you get to 
the nearest service station? 


"The driver looked with amazement 


that such an intelligent Idea should come 
from the inmate. 
" 'I may be crazy,' said the guy behind 


the bars, 'but I'm not dumb.1"

8. The Backhand (II) 


At the conclusion of tho 


backswlng, the shoulders 
have pivoted so that the top 
of the body (aces the alley 
line and the racket Is pointing 
to the rear lence. Both leet 
are pointing to the alley but 
no step has been taken yet. 
The feet have simply pivoted 
from their net-facing position 
to a leftward position. As the 
player Is about to hit his right 
foot will step forward (toward 
the net) so that the body will 
then be completely sideways 
to the net. As he makes this 
step with his right foot toward 
the net, his weight transfers 
with him from left foot to right 
and he meets the ball not 
only with his racket but with 
his weight as well. 


The arms are slightly bent 


throughout the backswing 
and hit. They straighten only 
at the finish, whan the racket 
Is pointing to the top of \Jne 
opponent's fence. 


In the backhand stroke, the 


arms, wrist and racket form a 
straight line. The wrist is not 
laid back nor does It lead. It 


Is firm throughout the stroke. 
This means that the back- 
hand Is hit with the shoulder, 
arm and racket, rather than 
with any wrist action. •

SOME MOBILE HOME parks are quite luxurious, with 
trailers spaced far apart and surrounded by nicely land- 
scaped yards and broad, paved streets. Other parks are 
less attractive, the trailers jammed close together, no 
grass, no skirting around the trailer bottoms and in- 
adequate streets. In both kinds of parks, however, ten- 
ants complain of extra fees and other abuses.

"Mobile homo residents are treated like second class citi- 


zens," the woman complained bitterly. 


She was one of many mobile home residents In the north- 


west suburbs who have detailed to The Herald a pattern of 
abusive and potentially Illegal practices by mobile home park 
managers — but she was one of very few who recognized It 
as "second class citizen" treatment. 


Paradoxically, while most mobile home dwellers choose 


this alternative for low cost and maximum freedom of move- 
ment, It frequently turns out to be relatively expensive and 
extremely restrictive in terms of personal freedom. 


It all bolls down to that "second class citizen" status: the 


mobile homo tenant is at the mercy of the park manager, 
without benefit of the kinds of legal protection other citizens 
living In apartments or homes enjoy. 


TO BEGIN WITH, mobile homo parks rarely offer leases. 


Thus, basic laws covering the landlord-tenant relationship do 
not apply. This means a park manager can raise the rent as 
frequently and unexpectedly as he pleases, can evict tenants 
whenever and for whatever reasons he pleases, and can 
Impose whatever rules and regulations he pleases — which 
may not oven be made known to tenants If the manager 
wishes to use them for the purpose of eviction. 


Of course, if a person doesn't like the rules, he needn't 


movo into that park, or if ho gets evicted, he can move to 
another park. But it's not that easy. 


In addition to tho unpredictability of park managers in ad- 


mitting tenants to their parks, park space Is becoming very 
scarce. Moreover, there Is a great deal of expense in moving 
from ona park to another — besides tho actual transportation, 
which is costly, many parks have "entrance" and "exit" fees 
which can run anywhere from $5 to $1,500 and are non-refun- 
dable. 


And the mobile home owner is In no position to decline 


paying such fees, since, unlike an evicted apartment dweller, 
ho has a trailer on his hands. He must have some place to 
park It — and zoning regulations usually preclude parking it 
anywhere other than a mobile home park. 


ONE ELDERLY WOMAN living alone In a DCS Plalnes 


mobile home park reported that she paid a $1,000 entrance 
fee when she moved there three years ago. But other tenants 
said they paid no entrance fee. One tenant told The Herald 
tho entrance fco "depends on whether he (the manager) 
wants to keep you out." The manager of the park told a 
reporter the "set-up" fee is "$850 on up, depending on the size 
of the coach." 


More significantly, entrance fees seem to depend on wheth- 


er the prospective tenants buy their mobile home from the 
park management or a "preferred" dealer. Another tenant of 
the DCS Plalnes pork said she bought her mobile home from a 
nearby dealer who, she sold, "took care of" the entrance fee. 


"They had a deal between them for one day. So I went 


right down that night and bought my trailer..." 
• 


In an Elk Grove Village pork, all but one tenant contacted 


had bought from the pork and paid no entrance fees. The 
other tenant, who brought a trailer in from Indiana, paid a 
$50 entrance fee. In another DCS Plaines park, all tenants 
who had bought their trailers there paid no fee, while a fami- 
ly moving a trailer In paid $250. 


ACCORDING TO park managers, entrance or set-up fees 


are Intended to cover the cost of installing the mobile home 
and hooking up the utilities — a rather standard procedure 
that would not appear to require such a brood and high range 
of fees. 


In one cose, reported to The Herald by a resident of a Des 


Plalnes pork, a woman moved into a mobile home already in 
the park, after the former residents had moved out. She paid 
an $800 "transfer" fee. 


In another Elk Grove Village park all tenants The Herald 


talked to had bought their trailers from the park manage- 
ment and were not charged set-up fees. One tenant com- 
mented, "You have to buy your trailer here — you can't buy 
one somewhere else and move in." 


For park managers to openly require that trailers be 


bought from them if they are to be parked there is a violation 
of anti-trust law. Several parks have been charged by the 
Illinois attorney general with such illegal tie-in arrangements 
and ordered to stop. 


But economic coercion to buy from the park seems to be a 


widespread practice. The attorney general's office currently 
is investigating other mobile home parks and dealers for al- 
leged anti-trust violations, including a dealer in the northwest 
suburbs, The Herald learned. 


ENTRANCE FEES are only the beginning of the expenses 


— and inequities — of mobile home living. Monthly rents, 
although lower than most apartment rents, were found to 
vary significantly within at least one park. Moreover, the 
variations did not necessarily correspond to larger lot or 
trailer size or to length of residence. 


In an Elk Grove Village park, one family who has lived 


there eight years pays $108 a month, while a family who 
moved in five years ago pays $90. Another woman In the park 
who has been there less than a year pays $85. The manager 
of the pork told The Herald that the rents are "all the same 
unless the mobile home is double-size." 


Mobile home tenants also, of .course, pay their utilities in 


addition to rent, but in one park residents reported they pay 
•additional fees for each major appliance (besides the electric 
bill). 


Then, there are the gas and oil which are used for cooking 


and heating. In some parks residents get their own gas, often 
in bottled form, from various sources. In other parks they get 
it from the management. All of the parks The Herald checked 
supply oil from a single distributor. In some states, park 
managers who supply gas and oil without choice to tenants 
have been found to be charging Inflated prices tinder'kick- 
back arrangements. 


THE SAME PRACTICE has been Mowed In some parks in 


connection with skirting and tying down trailers (enclosing 
the space underneath and making them resistant to wind). 
Some area parks require and provide these procedures, par- 
ticularly skirting, for which the charge is anywhere from $350 
to $500. Skirting con be done by mobile home owners them- 
selves for less than $200. 


Delaware, which has passed legislation regulating mobile 


home parks, requires that parks give tenants free choice in 
contracting for various products and services, and the state is 
seeking to extend that provision to gas and oil. 


Extra fees in mobile home parks seem to be as endless as 


the managers' imaginations. Tenants hi one park in Des 
Plaines told The Herald they are not allowed to have tele- 
vision antennas and must pay $25 to hook up with the man- 
agement's cable system if they want TV. Another park as- 
sesses $1 per month for each child in a family. 


EVEN WHEN A tenant decides to move out of a mobile 


park, his troubles are not over. Unfortunately, many mo- 
bile home dwellers neglect to ask (much less get in writing) 
the park's rules for terminating residence. 


Area tenants' impressions of what they must do to leave 


included paying exit fees ranging from $5 to $100 if they pull 
their trailer out. 'Many of the parks require that trailers of a 
certain age (usually 5 to 7 years old) be taken out when the 
tenants leave. Other parks, according to tenants, require any 
trailer that is sold to be taken out 


However, if tenants choose and are permitted — to leave 


the trailer, these are some of the problems, according to local 
mobile home dwellers: 


"You lose a lot of money when you leave because you have 


to sell the trailer to the park and they don't offer much." 


"If you sell your trailer to an individual, you have to turn 


over about $400 to the management." 


"I think the management would buy the trailer at a consid- 


erable loss. They wouldn't let me sell it." 


EVEN IF MOBILE home owners are permitted to sell their 


trailer and leave it in the park, the management usually 
reserves the right to approve or disapprove prospective buy- 
ers and in some instances will impose a stiff entrance fee on 
them. 


The whole procedure puts mobile home owners in a corner 


— and insures abundant fees for the management regardless 
of what kind of transition takes place. However, a strong 
legal precedent was set last December in Massachusetts to 
rule some of this maneuvering illegal. 


A Superior Court judge there ruled that unless a park man- 


ager actually sells toe mobile home himself, it is a violation 
of the state's Consumer Protection Act for him to collect a 
commission from the mobile home owner upon sale of the 
home. The judge termed the procedure "a slick way for the 
mobile park entrepreneur to get his bands on someone else's 
money." 


YET, AFTER ALL these costs have been exacted, the mo-; 


bile home owner still can't call his soul his own — though 
amazingly enough, many park tenants seem to accept the 
restrictions imposed on them "for their own good." 
- 


Managers and tenants alike Insist that the regulations are' 


necessary "to keep the park nice." But the major determK 
nants of a park's appearance are the size of the lots, land* 
scaping and paved streets — all dependent upon the manage-; 
ment. (And many tenants complained that the management 
was negligent in maintaining and Improving the park's facil- 
ities.) 
1 


"I love the mobile home — but not the park," a tenant of 


an Elk Grove Village park said. "We don't have much free-' 
dom for what we pay — there are so many restrictions," she' 
said. 
',: 


"Most people will keep things up without someone on their: 


backs... but if everything's not perfect — the trailer washed 
and waxed, the yard mowed — you'll get evicted." 


"HE (THE PARK MANAGER) gets pretty nasty about it tt 


the grass is a little high," she said. In another park, the 
manager reportedly mows tenants' grass himself if he thinks 
it's too high — and tacks a charge on to the next month's 
rent. 
; 


"They hold (the regulations) over you and if you get kicked 


out there's no place to go," observed a tenant of another Elk 
Grove Village park. "It's hazardous living — you pay this 
much money and have this hanging over you." 


The worst regulations are those the tenants don't know 


about. Violation is grounds for eviction — even if the rule was 
just invented five minutes earlier. Several tenants told The 
Herald of building porch steps or purchasing certain vehicles; 
only to be informed afterward that it was not allowed. 
; 


As states like Delaware, Florida, California and Michigan 


have recognized, special legislation is needed to regulate the 
unique and free-wheeling arena of mobile home living. 


"We can use the tools we have," said Peter Kilchenmann of 


the attorney general's office, "but specific legislation would 
be useful." The only recourse for mobile home tenants at tills 
time is through anti-trust and consumer fraud laws, which 
have been used, but spottily. 


HOWARD KAUFMAN, head of the Consumer Fraud Divi- 


sion of the attorney general's office, also supports legislation 
to regulate mobile home parks, but, he lamented, "we're 
having trouble getting anything at all through the legisla- 
ture." 
- 


According to Kilchenmann, It would be beneficial to require 


leases — although it would not solve all the problems encoun- 
tered with mobile home parks. 


The Delaware law requires' a mlnln^im ]ease Of 120 days, 


forbids rent Increases during that period, and requires aO 
fees and all grounds for eviction to be detailed in the lease. 
Duties required of the landlord are also spelled out in 11 
subsections..

Dear Dorothy: Wo have poison ivy all 


along our fence. Not only am I covered 
with blisters, but so are my neighbors. 
Please, what's the best thing to get rid of 
It? and Is It possible for a dog to Infect 
the children with 11? —Anno M. 


Yes, of course, dogs can carry poison 


Ivy Into n house. So can cats. They brush 
up against tho leaves and bring In the 
Infection on their fur. Some people have 
caught poison Ivy just from smoke from 
burning leaves. That's how powerful the 
toxin. If you have this much poison Ivy 
around, you ought to be washing the chil- 
dren thoroughly with strong soap and 
water the moment they come Indoors — 
and tho clothing should be laundered by 
Itself, using strong soap. Tho best herbi- 
cides for poison Ivy are nm It role, sllvcx, 
ammonium sulfnmnt* and 2, 4-D. The 2, 
4-D may be Impossible to find. Use any 
kind of good garden sprayer — and pick 
cnrly morning or late afternoon when 
there Is the lightest broczo stirring.

Dear Dorothy: My tubber-backed scat- 


ter rugs ore losing the backing so fast I 
guess I've cither been stung or am doing 
tho wrong thing. Tho backing has be- 
come so straggly I can pull most of it off 
now. Cnn these rugs be saved somehow?

Yes. Most notions departments carry a 


spray-on backing that will make them 
serviceable again. What you've probably 
been doing wrong Is washing these rugs 
In too hot water. Also. I hope you re- 
momborwl that If put In the dryer, the 
l»;at should be just about off. The best 
way to dry them, really, Is outdoors.

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"Slack fill," tho food industry's euphe- 


mistic term for "half-empty package," 
was enough to dampen the spirits of 
some enthusiastic picnickers last week- 
end. 


Friends of this reporter were unani- 


mously disgusted when they opened sev- 
eral boxes of Jewel Maid potato chips to 
discover two skinny bags of chips lost at 
tho bottom of each cavernous box. Tho 
bags of chips barely filled half the boxes. 


According to tho label, tho box contain- 


ed 10 ounces of chips (many not-so-old 
consumers may remember when such 
boxes contained a pound of chips), and a 
subsequent weight check confirmed the 
label. 


But the hurried shopper doesn't always 


toko time to rood all content labels; ho 
or she makci quick selections based on 
tho sizes of packages and tho assumption 
that they are filled. 


IN SOME cases such a judgment 


proves valid. A competitive brand of po- 
tato chips checked by this reporter was 
filled to tho top of tho 10-ounce size box. 


So, In addition to tho waste of excess 


packaging, tho Jewel box misleads the 
consumer. Just tho kind of deception the 
Fair Packaging and Labeling Act of 1968 
was intended to prevent. Tho Food and 
Drug Administration has pretty thor- 
oughly lowered tho boom as far as the 
labeling of products is concerned. But 
packaging continues to bo a problem. 


A study of "slack fill" conducted by 


tho FDA in 1070-71 revealed that some 
food products contained as much as 47 
per cent "slack fill" — In other words, 
they were half empty. And the study did 
not oven Include potato chips. 


Tho FDA Is now laboriously trying to 


determine how much of the empty space 
Is "functional" — that Is, can bo justified 
because of product "settling," or is nec- 
essary to protect the product. 


THE JEWEL Maid boxes could have 


boon reduced by at least three inches in 
height without even touching the chips, 
much less crushing them, in spite of a 
Jewel spokesman's explanation that "wo 
don't want the chips crushed." 


According to Jewel public relations di- 


rector, William Nowby, potato chips "do 
settlo down" after packaging, and the 
two bags "tako extra space." But even 
"unsettled," those chips could not have 
filled that box. And other brands pack- 
aged In two bags manage not to have so 
much wasted spaco in their boxes. 


Food shoppers today are quite aware 


that they're paving more and getting 


less; It's only adding insult to Injury 
when tho food industry tries to deceive 
consumers with over-sized, half-iflled 
packages.

STAMP SAVERS may now redeem 


their S&H stamps for cosh by order of 
the Federal Trade Commission. But at $2 
a book, the current cash redemption rate 
consumers would do better to continue 
redeeming for merchandise, since the 
value of a book redeemed that way is |3. 


The way It works is that S&H buys the 


merchandise wholesale at a discount 
price. They in turn pass along this sav- 
ings to stamp savers. But the benefit is 
lost when consumers redeem 
their 


stamps for cash, since the company ob- 
viously cannot buy money wholesale. 


Moreover, according to Ron Bupp, dis- 


trict manager at S&H's Hillside office, 


Deceptive 
packaging 
protested 


the merchandise in the redemption cen- 
ters is top-lino and, in many cases, Fair 
Traded — meaning it cannot be sold at 
discount prices. 


Thus, to obtain it anywhere else, the 


consumer would have to pay a full retail 
list price — a price often higher than the 
cash value of the stamps. 


WHILE THE FTC seems determined 


to put S&H in a strait jacket with its 
requirements to insure cosh redemp- 
tion (which already was law in some 
states and not refused elsewhere), few 
consumers seem interested in cash re- 
demption. Nationally, 95 per cent of all 
S&H stamps issued are redeemed, and in 
Maryland, following passage of a cash 
redemption law, only 1.5 per cent of the 
green stamps were redeemed for cash. 


Some consumers, along with FC Com- 


missioner Mary Gardiner Jones, voice 
the conviction that trading stamps cause 
higher retail prices in the stores giving 
them. But numerous studies by govern- 
ment agencies and universities, as well 
as an investigation by Tho Herald (Oct. 
23-24, 1972) have failed to turn up any 
evidence supporting this suspicion.

gram Is Paulk's alternative to welfare 
hnndouts. He explains It like this: In 
Bullock County, Alabama (where Paulk 
lives), 000 welfare families are receiving 
food stamps. As an example, if a family 
gets 11,000 a year In food stamps, Paulk 
proposes that, instead, the family will 
get $980 with the other $20 earmarked'to 
buy seeds, fertilizers, etc., at a garden 
supply store. This $20 Investment is 
mathematically capable of producing a 
harvest of 30 to 1 (actually $«00 worth of 
food). The following year, by growing 
their own, this same welfare family 
could get by on a $400 subsidy. Applied

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Frenchman amasses data 
Collector's collection 
collects collectors 


by nOSETTE HAItGIlOVE 


PARIS — Shortly coming oft the press* 
« is "WHO'S WHAT?", a mighty tome, 
the work of Jean-Claude Baudot 


This, ho claims, will be the only dl- 


rectory of Its kind of interest to collec- 
tors. Mo has gathered some 17,000 names 
covering 400 Items, as well as 300 clubs 
or associations, 200 periodicals and again 
as many small obscure museums, cov- 
ering altogether 30 countries' worth of 
collecting information. 


It took Baudot — a collector who col- 


lects collectors — three years to compile 
his WHO'S WHAT. 


His own particular hobby is ancient 


toys and games. Now In his late 30s, he 
started 25 years ago but he declares he 
wasted time, effort and money getting in 
touch with people with Identical inter- 
ests. This Is what led him to think in 
terms of a bl-llngual International di- 
rectory of collectors. 


The work Is meant to facilitate con- 


tacts between private collectors, dubs 
and associations. 


Collectors seem to belong to a special 


race whose primary quality Is per- 
severance. But they also sometimes are 
peculiar. It was Balzac who once wrote 
about the "Incomparable joy of collec- 
tors." 


Outsldo classic or orthodox collections 


of stamps, coins, objects of art, paint- 
ings, musical instruments — from harps 
to harmonicas — autographs, antique au- 
tomobiles, there ore those people who 
collect weird, even morbid things. 


IMAGINATION runs riot so far as col- 


lectors are concerned. Running from the 
gentleman whoso hobby is chateaux — 
ho owns 40 — to the characters who hunt 
posters, bidets, elevators, sails, or the 
typo who specializes in death, murder 
and executions. 


Among the latter is a Frenchman who 


Is the proud owner of a bill, written on 
parchment, listing (ho cost of public trial 
and execution of 23 witches at Dax, 
France, in 1544. It even enumerates the 
cost of the ropes to tlo the victims, the 
straw, twigs and logs for the stake, sul- 
phur and resin to keep the fires burning, 
plus the barber's fee for shaving the un- 
fortunate creatures' heads, and finally 
the trumpeter who heralded the execu- 
tion on the marketplace. 


Also Included In his collection Is a 


"Perfect Crime Manual" printed circa 
mld-10th century. One of the simplest 
ways, apparently, Is to feed plants poi- 
sonous to man to the common garden 
snail. They like belladonna, for example. 
Then the snails can be cooked In garlic 
butter and served to the unsuspecting 
victim. (Result guaranteed.) 


Music boxes, ash trays, buttons, postal 


and clgnrot cords, tin soldiers, laundry 
Irons, matchboxes, lamps, even out-of- 
date passport* are popular, If more ban- 
al. 


Definitely out of the ordinary however 


is the Frenchman who collects chamber 
pots. He recently traveled to East Ger- 
many, where he was told of a unique 
specimen — a double one. Until the ad- 
vent of modern plumbing, these Intimate 
objects, like bidets and lavatory seats, 
often were works of art. 


THEY RANGED from the most plain 


and humble to specimens made of the 
finest porcelain and often decorated by 
well known artists. Decorated bidets and 
l a v a t o r i e s were common even in 
bourgeois homes well into the 1930's. To- 
day they are eagerly snatched up and 
command high prices. 


Jean-Claude Baudot's fifth floor apart- 


ment, a stone's throw from the Made- 
leine, is ncluttcr with all sorts of things. 
There Is a mini-mechanical piano (his 
latest find), a scattering of art noveau 
knickknacks, white along one wall there 
are four pcnny-ln-the-slot machines, the 


ancestors of one-armed bandits, an an- 
cient billiard table. A modern touch — 
three enormous collapsible floor cush- 
ions. 


Surprisingly, according to Baudot, 90 


per cent of collectors are 90 per cent 
masculine. He stresses the fact that the 
hobby is not only fascinating but can be 
quite lucrative. "A good collection of any 
Interesting line can today easily Increase 
In value by 25 per cent in a year or 
more." He also quotes Walpole as say- 
ing: "The real secret of life Is to be 
deeply Interested in a given thing and 
sufficiently Interested In a thousand oth-

Two happenings on.the wave-laced shores of Massachusetts serve to focus attention 


on the rich harvest of fish and shellfish brought into its ports daily. 
Gloucester, glorified by poets, writers, and movie makers for its contribution to 
. American fishing history, celebrates its 350th birthday. Days of wind-driven schooners 
and lonely dorymen on the Grand Banks will be recalled even as today's diesel-powered 
'fching fleet off-loads its catch of ocean perch, whiting, cod or herring. 
Meanwhile, down the coast 80 miles as the seagull flies, another historic port revives a 
popular seafood festival. New Bedford, once the home port of globe girdling whalers/ is 
the nation's number 1 port for flounder and sea scallops.

She makes entertaining look easy

Carol and Lloyd Lundberg extend the 


spirit of fellowship by inviting other par- 
ishioners into their home after the Sun- 
day night service at Arlington Heights 
Evangelical Free Church. In addition to 
the Lundbergs' friendly hospitality, 
guests often enjoy a tasty supper pre- 
pared by Carol. 


She likes to seat her guests at the table 


as It is condusive to better conversation. 
With advance preparation, the food can 
be ready in a matter of minutes. 


One of Carol's favorite menus features 


Crab Delight and a fruit salad with Na- 
poleons for dessert. All can be prepared 
hours ahead. 


The Crab Delight consists of an appeal- 


ing crabmeat and shrimp mixture 
mounded on Holland Rusk rounds and 
topped with slices of tomato and cheese. 


Carol has the sandwiches all assem- 


bled, so merely pops them into the oven 
for 15 minutes before serving. She ac- 
companies them with potato chips and 
the refreshing salad. 


The salad is simply made by com- 


bining a variety of canned and frozen 
fruit with vanilla pudding and chilling 
the mixture until firm. The pudding 
holds the fruit together, and it looks es- 
pecially pretty served In a cut glass 
bowl. Carol suggests adding fresh fruit 
when in reason. 


The attractive appearance and de- 


licious flavor of her Napoleons belles 
their ease of preparation. Assembled in 
an oblong pan, she uses whole graham 
crackers for the bottom and top crusts, 
filling them with a pudding mixture and 
whipped cream. Canned chocolate frost- 
ing is used to ice the top. Carol advises 
making the Napoleons at least 12 hours 
ahead of time as they will set up better. 


In addition to Sunday night get-togeth- 


ers, Carol enjoys having coffee parties 
for the neighbors or women from church. 
One of her specialties is a delicious fruit- 
filled coffee cake that she says is best 
"the first time around." Carol prepares 
the cake early in the morning so that it 
is fresh from the oven and warm when 
her friends arrive. 


Made in a jelly roll pan, the batter is 


covered with canned fruit filling and a 
streussel topping. Carol usually covers 
half of the cake with one flavor and the 
other half with another — such as peach 
and blueberry. Strawberry and cherry 
pie filling are also tasty. She recom- 
mends cutting the cake in small pieces 
because It Is so rich. 


If there are any leftovers, her family 


will usually eat them as a dessert with a 
scoop of ice cream on top. Or if Carol 
makes the coffee cake for a Sunday 
morning family breakfast, she cuts the 
recipe in half as the cake tends to be- 


come soggy on the second day. It Is a 
great favorite of her children, Les, 17, 
Jim, 15, Carolyn, 12, and Gail, 9. 


Very active in church work, Carol 


serves as co-Sunday school superintend- 
ent and an Awana leader and plays vol- 
ley ball on the church team. In her spare 
time she enjoys sewing, gardening and 
craft projects.

The freeze is off and once again the 


heat is on the food budget. Economic ex- 
perts seem to agree on one thing: food 
prices will be going up. To what extent, 
however, remains a much talked about 
variable. 


At any rate, the days of stoak and sal- 


ad are fading into ones of hot dogs and 
beans. Try to convince the average 
homcmaker that this is the land of plen- 
ty. She'll probably point out that her food 
budget registers on "maximum stretch" 
and that the cupboard is going the way 
of Mother Hubbard's. 


Strict budgeting docs tend to take a lot 


of the fun out of shopping and menu 
planning. But on the other hand, It can 
become a creative challenge with a posi- 
tive mental attitude and a few basic 
guidelines. 


The following rules for grocery shop- 


ping are from "Stretching Food Dol- 
lars," a booklet published by Quaker 
Oats Co. 


PLAN BEFORE you shop. If possible, 


plan menus and shop for at least a week 
at a time. By planning ahead you can 
save money by using leftovers in another 
day's meals. 


Cut down on commercial snack prod- 


ucts. Homemade snacks are usually less 
expensive and often more nutritious than 
store-bought. Homemade oatmeal cook- 
ies or peanut butter cookies with raisins 
and milk-based drinks, fruit juice and 
fruit drinks with vitamins added are 
good examples of wholesome snacks. 


As you plan menus, check newspaper 


ads for weekly special and sales, and for 
menu Ideas. You can save money at 
sales If the store is nearby, if the food Is 
of a good quality for your needs, if you 
have enough good places to keep it and if 
you can use all the food. You waste, not 
save, money when you buy a sale item 
your family won't eat. Handbills and cir- 
culars handed out at the store also tell 
sale Items. Use ccnta-off coupons if you 


had Intended to buy and need the item. 


REMEMBER, NON-FOOD items are 


not part of the food bill. You might buy 
laundry supplies, cosmetics, hose or 
magazines in the supermarket, but you 
should keep these things separate from 
your food budget. 


Buy staples such as flour, sugar and 


corn meal only once or twice a month if 
possible. Most grocery products cost less 
per serving when you buy larger pack- 
ages. 


It pays to become familiar with brand 


names so you can recognize price 
changes. A price Increase in one brand 
might tell you to compare brands and 
perhaps switch to a lower priced brand. 
If the price goes down, you might consid- 
er buying more If you have enough 
places to keep the food and If you can 
use it. 


Compare costs of different forms of 


foods (fresh, frozen, canned, dried, etc.). 
To find the best buy, divide the price by 
the number of servings. And if you want 
to buy foods already prepared by the 
manufacturer, like a frozen pizza, re- 
member you will usually have to pay 
more than if you prepared the food your- 
self. 


READ LABELS to learn quality, size 


and weight of food products. You do not 
need to buy fancy grades of canned 
fruits and vegetables, especially for 
stows, soups, fruit cobblers or pies. Low- 
er grades are just as nutritious, the fla- 
vor is often just as good and the price 
usually lower. Color, size and uniformity 
of pieces may differ. 


For cooking and baking use dry milk 


or evaporated milk mixed with water. If 
your family doesn't like to drink this 
milk, try mixing it half-and-half with 
fresh milk from the store. 


If possible, eat before you go shopping. 


If you go to the store hungry, you may 
buy things you don't need and spend 
more money than you planned.

Revenue-sharing funds used 
to keep village taxes down

Wheeling Village Mgr. George Passolt 


has used the village's $234,300 In federal 
revenue sharing funds to defray the cost 
of projects that would have substantially 
Increased the village portion of the prop- 
erty tax. 


Passolt said $194,000 of the revenue 


sharing funds will bo used for projects 
that otherwise would have been financed 
with tax money. 


The village's 1073-74 budget allocates 


$3,601,373 for the operation of the village, 
an Increase of 22.5 per cent over last 
year's appropriations level. 


Passolt said the Increase of $660,509 


will probably moan only a slight increase 
in taxes because of the tuo of revenue 
sharing funds. "The federal revenue 
sharing has allowed us to circumvent tax 
increases," ho said. 


THE MANAGER said he can not esti- 


mate the size of the tax increase until ho 
knows the village's assessed valuation. 
"My guess is It will go up a small 
amount," ho said. "My goal is to keep it 
the same." 


Tho largest portion of the budget, 


about 42 per cent, will be used to pay the 
salaries of village employes. Passolt said 
the budget includes an eight per cent 
across the board hike for the employes 
as well as a 21 per cent Increase in the 
she of the village staff. 


"Salaries arc almost $1.5 million, and 


that reflects an increase," ho said. Pas- 
solt said the now village employes will 
bo added to the police and fire depart- 
ments, clerk's office, transportation, ve- 
hicle maintenance and road and bridge 
areas. 


The manager said some of new em- 


ployes have already been hired, and said 
in the fire department the new employes 
will bring the force up to strength. 


OTHER MAJOR expenditures for this 


year include $100,000 for a new village 
well, and $.96,000 for new buildings and 
building additions. 


Passolt said he is hoping to build a 


now maintenance garage at the old sew- 
ago treatment plant on Nancy Lane. He 
said the budget also allows for an ex- 
pansion of the flro department building 
to store the new paramedic equipment. 
An expansion of the village hall Is also 
claimed to provide more room for the 
po'Jro, building and public works depart- 
ments.

Top village employes get 
hefty raises for 73-74

Salary figures released yesterday by 


Wheeling Village Mgr. George Passolt 
show that top-ranking village employes 
have received substantial raises for 1973- 
74. 


In a general comparison, most depart- 


ment heads received larger raises than 
they did last year. The average increase 
in salary for major departments is 13.1 
per cent. 


The largest Increase went to Police 


Chief Peter Guttlllo, who is now making 
20 per cent more than last year. Passolt 
said, however, the increase of $3,600 in- 
cludes a $2,000 raise for Guttllla's promo- 
tion to chief. 


LAST YEAR, Guttllla held the rank of 


captain while serving as acting police 
chief. His salary was raised from $18,000 
to $20,000 when he was promoted. The 
new increase to $21,600 represents an 
eight per cent raise, If the promotion is 
not included. 


Fire Chief Bcrnle Koeppen received a 


15 per cent salary increase, from $18,000 
last year to $20,700 this year. Passolt 
said the raise in this department was be- 
cause of the national recognition Koep- 
pen won for innovations with the Wheel- 
ing Fire Department equipment. 


Last year, both the fire chief and po- 


lice chief earned the same salary, and 
both received a 5.5 per cent salary hike. 
This is the first time in at least two 
years the two chiefs have not earned the 
same salary. 


Director of building and zoning' Bill 


Bieber received a 13.2 per cent increase 
of $2,500. His salary was raised from 
$10,000 to $21,500. Last year, Bieber also 
received a $2,500 salary hike. 


Passolt's salary, as village manager 


was increased 12.5 per cent to $27,000, 
making him the highest paid village offi- 
cial. Passolt sold his increase from 
$24,000 was designed to establish a differ- 


ential between his salary as manager 
and the salaries of his employes. 


EVELYN DIENS, who serves as vil- 


lage clerk, collector and office manager, 
received a 10 per cent increase this year. 
Her salary was raised from $11,300 to 
$12,500 this year. 


The smallest percentage increase went 


to Larry Oppenhelmer, director of public 
works and village engineer. Oppcnhcl- 
mcr got a 7.9 per cent Increase from 
$24,000 last year to $25,920 this year. 


Last year, Oppenhelmer recieved the 


largest percentage raise of all village 
department heads with a 19.4 per cent 
hike. 


Other village salaries Include Village 


Atty. Paul Hamer at $19,500, and Village 
Prosecutor Donald Norman at $8,100. 
The village sanitarian Jane Tcrbell is 
earning $6,500. 


M. O. HORCHER, administrative as- 


sistant, is receiving $9,720 supplemented 
by his police pension. Horcher was for- 
merly the police chief. 


Passolt said he has also created a new 


department of municipal and building 
maintenance. Dennis Milosz, who heads 
(he department, Is earning $18,000. 


Other village employes received an 


eight per cent across-the-board pay hike 
this year after negotiations with the vil- 
lage board. The increase included a 4.7 
per cent cost of living adjustment. 


PASSOLT SAID yesterday it is unfair 


to compare the employe increase with 
the raises given to the department heads. 
He said the village employes also receive 
an annual incremental raise which is not 
given to the department heads. 


"The department heads don't get step 


increases," he said. "Plus the depart- 
ment heads have more responsibility." 


Passolt said that by taking the step in- 


creases into account, some employes ac- 
tually receive higher raises than the de- 
partment heads. 


Passolt said under public safety, $45,000 
has been allocated for new traffic signals 
and $25,000 will be used to purchase new 
paramedic equipment. 


Revenue sharing funds will also be 


used to finance a program to change vil- 
lage garbage collection to a plastic bag 
system, if approved by the village board. 
Passolt said he has allocated $12,000 for 
this program to cover the initial pru- 
chase of the metal garbage stands for 
village residents. 
Passolt said an additional $35,000 in 


revenue sharing funds will be used to de- 
fray the cost of starting the village bus 
service. 


FINALLY, the budget allocates $2,000 


to the Northwest Opportunity Center and 
$2,000 for a senior citizen's program.

The manager said the increase in the 


budget is a little higher than he had 
hoped. "I just felt there was nothing 
more I could pare without hurting the 
operation of the village," he said. 


Passolt said, however, he did not think 


there were any drastic cuts in the budg- 
et. "We always have to cut from the 
budget," he said. "You always have your 
problems when people want things and 
need things, but you just say we don't 
have the money. I don't think there are 
any real drastic cuts, but some of the 
department heads might differ on that 
opinion."

Members of several Wheeling civic or- 


ganizations agreed at a community 
meeting that the major stumbling block 
to several proposed village projects Is 
lack of land and money. 


About 30 residents, most of whom rep- 


resented community organizations, met 
Tuesday to discuss possible village proj- 
ects. The suggestions included attracting 
a hospital to the area, recreational facil- 
ities, a beautification program, an indoor 
theater, a community calendar and a 
meeting place for youth and senior citi- 
zens. 


Earl Sauter.of the Chamber of Com- 


merce told the group that most of these 
projects depended on finding land. "You 
can't do anything without the land, and I 
don't know where you'll get it," he said. 


TRUSTEE JOHN KOEPPEN, who 


called the meeting, said he realized the 
problem. He said, however, that he felt 
the organizations might find an answer if 
they did not abandon the ideas. 
• 


"We hope that this first meeting is just 


the beginning," he said. "If we keep 
chopping away at it, someday it may be 
a reality." 


The residents present gave enthusiastic 


support to the idea of bringing a hospital 
to the area. Richard Calfa also of the 
Chamber of Commerce, said he has been 


working on bringing a diagnostic treat- 
ment center to the village for some time. 


Calfa said the diagnostic center would 


be able to provide most medical ser- 
vices, but would be smaller than a hospi- 
tal and would deal mainly with out 
patient care. He said, however, he needs 
to find about 15 doctors who would be 
willing to invest in such a center. 


TRUSTEE BILL HEIN told Calfa that 


he had been in contact with a group of 
doctors who were interested in opening 


such a center in Wheeling. He said, how- 
ever, they were looking for the village to 
donate the land for the center. 


The two men said they would get to- 


gether at a later date to discuss the proj- 
ect and see if the two groups could reach 
some agreement. 


Otis "Skip" Hedlund of the Republican 


Organization said he will investigate the 
possibility of getting federal funding for

Scuba-diving students learn about the underwater world from a modern-day Neptune

One night every week, at Neptune's 


Pool In Wheeling, a group of shadowy 
figures move about beneath the water. 


The underwater beings aren't Ncptuno 


and his mermaids, como to haunt the 
high school pool, but scuba diving stu- 
dents, participants In a summer park 
district course. 


Nino students aro taking the seven- 


week course, which ipccts every Tuesday 
evening. In order to qualify for the 
course a student must be over 14 years 
old and must be able to pass rigid swim- 
mlng requirements. 


THE PREREQUISITES include swim- 


ming 10 lengths of the pool using any 
stroke, two lengths wearing a 10 pound 
weight, and approximately 45 yards un- 
der water. Students must bo able to 
tread water for five minutes, 30 seconds 
of which must bo without hands. They 
must also be able to recover a 10-pound 


«, weight from the bottom of the pool. 


Mike Donovan, the course Instructor, 


outlined the course objectives. 


"The object of the course is to give 


, students good working knowledge of wa- 
ter skills. To get them to where they're 
able to relax In the water and also teach 
them the technical aspects of scuba div- 
ing," ho said. 


'' 
IN ORDER TO achieve this, students 


attend a weekly lecture and a pool work 
session. They also study a variety of 
reading assignments. 


Lecture subjects cover a range of ma- 


terial from tho physics and math of 
scuba diving to marine life the students 


arc likely to encounter in their diving ca- 
reers. It looks at the mechanical and 
medical aspects of diving as well. 


In the pool, students begin by working 


with mask, fins, and snorkel and learn 
such skills as surface dives and entries. 
They then begin to work with the scuba 
gear. They arc taught how to handle the 
gear, how to "buddy-breathe," (one air 
hose passed between two divers), how to 
ditch their gear if necessary, and a vari- 
ety of other underwater skills. 


Donovan also has added one Innovation 


to the course this summer. Formerly it 
was taught in ten weekly sessions, with a 
final check-out dive at the end. This sum- 
mer, however, the class will have only 
seven sessions in the pool. 


They will then combine learning tho 


rest of tho material with their checkout 
dive during a scuba diving weekend 
which Donovan has scheduled for the 
first week in August. 


THE CLASS WILL probably spend the 


weekend at Green Lake and Devil's Lake 
up in Wisconsin. 


Ho said this format has been used in 


other scuba courses, and it has been 
found to be a more effective way of 
teaching and checking students because 
of the extra time it allows. 


Another advantage of the weekend is it 


should allow for a much more pleas- 
urable Introduction to .outdoor diving 
than just going to a murky nearby quar- 
ry, Donovan said. 


"I'm trying to get them into an area 


where it's really nice and clear. If they 
go Into water where all they see are old

the diagnostic center. 


Tho representatives also endorsed tho 


Idea of bringing an indoor theatre to 
Wheeling, but onco again agreed that the 
problem was finding land. Village Prcs. 
Ted C. Scanlon said ho had Investigated 
tho Idea, but found that developers want- 
ed to locate In a shopping center where 
parking was provided. 


SEVERAL PEOPLE suggested pos- 


sible locations Including Lynn Plaza, 
property adjacent to Wlckcs Furniture, 
K-Mart and Dunhurst Shopping Center. 
Scanlon said, ho had already explored 
those sites, and that no one Is interested. 


Land problems cropped up again when 


tho group discussed bringing a recrea- 
tional facility into tho area or building a 
center for teens and senior citizens. 


Several of the residents asked that tho 


village develop a program of planting 
more trees along tho main village 
streets. Calfa said federal money is 
available to purchase trees If the village 


V applies for it. Ho suggested the village 


might plant these trees along the park- 
way on Milwaukee Avenue and Dundee 
and Elmhurst roads. 


Trustee Ed Bergcr said ho would ask 


tho village manager to look Into the mat- 
ter. Kocppen added that he would like 
tho village beautlficatlon committee to 
develop a planned program and then con- 
act tho various civic organizations for 
their help. 


TWO CHAMBER OF Commerce pro- 


grams were discussed, and other organi- 
zations said they would toko tho ideas 
back to their members.

Donovan learned to scuba dive in 1966 


and was certified as an instructor in 
1969. He will work as a physical educa- 


tion Instructor at Adlal Stevenson High 
School beginning this fall, although he 
will offer the scuba diving course 
through the Wheeling park district again 
in the fall. 


He has taught the scuba diving course 


for the park district four times in the 
past three years. With his experience as 
a scuba diving teacher, Donovan has de- 
veloped certain distinctive approaches to 
the class. 


ONE OF THESE is his attitude to- 


wards the girls' in his class. He said that 
one of his "gripes" is that in some sports 
girls are pampered when it comes to 
handling certain tasks. • 
- 


"It's one of my standing rules that the 


guys do not help the girls in my class 


with their equipment. Otherwise, If the 
girls get used to that you can have a bad 
situation later on out in the open water, 
because the girls aren't used to lugging 
that heavy stuff around when they may 
have to." 


Under the buddy system, the two girls 


in Donovan's class now help each other, 
but at least they get used to handling the 
equipment, he said. 


DONOVAN IS ALSO a strict taskmas- 


ter to all the students in his class when it 
comes to the area of developing physical 
fitness to the water. Every week, the stu- 
dents must do rigorous water treading 
and kicking exercises to build up then- 
leg muscles and kicks. Beyond just de- 
veloping their strength, the students also 


become more relaxed to the water. 


"If they don't learn to be relaxed in 


the water then they'll have a bad time of 
it later on. I've hod former students 
come to me and say, 'We really hated 
you when you made us tread water all 
those times, but it really paid off even- 
tually,' " he sold. 


STUDENTS REASONS for taking the 


course range from those who just like 
water sports and wished to learn another 
one, to one girl who is a free-lance writer 
and wants to have another area to write 
about. 


Several students have dived before but 


decided to take the course to order to be 
certified. 


Certification is necessary to order to 


rent scuba gear almost everywhere in 
the country. As a member of the Nation- 
al Association of Underwater Instructors, 
Donovan can certify students who pass 
his course. 


At the end of the course, Donovan will 


recommend that all his students join a 
scuba diving club, so they will be able to 
keep up their interest to diving. He also 
recommends looking into other areas of 
diving, such as underwater photography 
and spear fishing. 


However, even if the students never go 


beyond the basic Instruction, Donovan 
said by the end of his course, "they'll all 
know how to scuba dive not just fairly 
well, but well."

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Galena: historic Illinois mining town making a comeback

GALENA, ILL. - Tucked in the ex- 


treme northwest corner of the lUtc, this 
•mall community owes Its history and at- 
traction to It being by-passed by the 
forces of nature and history. 


When the last glaciers planned North 


America, Jo Davless County was left un- 
touched. While Illinois was being plowed 
Into the prairie state, the area surround- 
ing Galena was left with nobtop hills, 
bluffs and cliffs rich in lead sulphide (ga- 
lena). 


White settlers came to mine the lead. 


A boom town with a difference grew 
along the hill aides and banks of the Fe- 
ver River. This was not a shanty mining 
town typical to the frontier. Substantial 
brick and stone homes In classical styl- 
ing were built to attest to Galena's pros- 
perity and Importance as the lead capital 
of the mid-loth century world. 


The mines played out and the hills that 


nurtured Galena now cut it off from 
change. 


THE DE SOTO House Hotel, built in 


1853, is representative of the change* In 
the town since its boom days. Once 
called the "largest and grandest hotel in 
the West," its long neglected grandeur 
Is making a comeback through the sweat 
and imagination of Judy and Jim Clay- 
ton. 


The Claytons, formerly of Arlington 


Heights and Mount Prospect, accepted 
the challenge of restoring the hotel and 
made the task something personal. 


Two years ago, they tired of the con- 


gestion of the urban sprawl and the re- 
sulting conflicts with the crowds. 


"It seemed there was always some one 


else wanting to do the same thing you 
were," said Jim, a former advertising 
salesman. "I would travel to New York 
frequently and if you wanted a cab or 
something like that it seemed you bad to 
fight somebody for it. Chicago wasn't 
that bad, but since we've come here the 
contrast between the two lives stands 
right out." 


Judy said the first longings came about 


after visiting a restored hotel in Colora- 
do. "Jim saw an ad for this hotel in the 
Wall Street Journal. No, we'd never seen 
it. Oh, 1 had been here once before as a 
child but it wasn't really within my 
memory. Jim had never been here. But, 
: we thought It was the time to move." 
• THE CLAYTONS packed up their three 
• children and headed for an entirely new 
• life. Not only were they lacking in expe- 
I rienco of hotel, restaurant and bar man- 
: agement, they faced a restoration task of 
: the first magnitude. 
• Previous owners of the hotel had let 
'• the furnishings and decorations deterior- 
: ate. A fine example of 19th century em- 
: bossed metal celling was covered with 
; layers of house paint. Chandeliers were 
• removed and replaced with fluorescent 
-tubes. 


I The Claytons made up for the lack of 
: experience with enthusiasm and energy. 
• The celling once again represents the 
post wealth of the hotel. Jim and Judy 
• found period fixtures where they could. 
: The lobby now beckons visitors to stay 
! with history. 
: "The wallpaper Is hand blocked right 
• here in Galena. The pattern is authentic. 
• I couldn't find anyone who would hang it, 
: so I had to do It myself. The longest drop 
! is 23 feet," said Jim. 
; Gen. Grant used the De Soto House as 
; headquarters for his 1868 presidential 
• campaign. The rooms used by the Gener- 
.' al and his cronies have been long since 


divided into smaller units. However, 
some of the furnishings remain. 


"He had some rooms here where he 


could sleep it off after a night of confer- 
ring with aides," Jim said. 


LINCOLN once spoke from the hotel 


balcony. The balcony and the two origi- 
nal top floors of the hotel have been re- 
moved. 


"As things around here declined, the 


hotel was changed. The roof was raised 
and the top stories were taken down. The 
balcony is long gone. We heard once it 
was on a farm near Freeport, but we 
couldn't find it," he said. 


The Claytons also suspect the hotel 


may have been 37 feet longer.. Early 
maps of the city show the hotel extend- 
ing into space presently occupied by two 
stores. The dimensions of rooms and sup-

porting pillar placement give credence to 
the theory. 


The Claytons have opened a restaurant 


and bar in two rooms off the lobby. The 
fare la good and reasonably priced. 
Homemade soups are an unexpected 
treat on the menu. The bar features a 
local beer of more than mean qualities'. 


GALENA is made for a walking tour 


and the hotel's central locale lends 
itself to starting and terminal point. A 
•troll up Main Street is a tour of antique 
shops and fine examples of period archi- 
tecture. The sale of antiques and "collec- 
tibles" is a major commercial activity of 
the town. 


Long, steep stairs lead to the residen- 


tial streets to the west of Main Street. 
Prospect and High streets give a sweep- 
ing view of the town and the surrounding 
wooded hills. The old homes give the vis- 
itor a capsule economic 'history of the 
town. Some houses and, buildings, such 
as the Feehan Hall, show the prolonged 
economic depression of the area. Other 
homes and structures reflect extreme 
care shown by owners in maintaining or 
restoring their ornate beauty. 


The terrain influenced the design of the 


buildings. The steep bluffs forced build- 
ings to have their front and rear en- 
trances several stories apart. Gangways 
lead to the top floor in the rear, while the 
lower stories exit onto stairways leading 
to ravines. The ravines lead to alleys 
which come out at street level in the 
front 


RESTORATION is extensive through- 


out the town. Any work in the older sec- 
tions must comply, with a historic pre- 
servation ordinance. 


Showplace and curio that it is, Galena 


is still very much a living town. "We 
have an awareness of history here. You 
don"t have to drive 1,000 miles to find it. 
It's similar to WUllamsburg but more 
real because people actually live here," 
Jim said. 


The population reached a peak of 15,000 


•bout 1880. It declined to 3,900 in 1970, 


Galena only 150 miles 


Galena is about 150 miles from the Northwest suburbs by 


way of 1-90 and U.S. Rte. 20 west. 


Although there are three Rte. 20 exits, one should leave 


the tollroad at the first exit, near Union, 111. The drive 
through Ridott, Stockton and Elizabeth prepares one for Ga- 
lena. The passage is through a territory of round stone silos 
and small cemeteries outside such settlements as Coral and 
Garden Prairie. 


The road winds among the hills and then descends toward 


Galena. It crosses Small Pox Creek and heads toward the 
Fever River, renamed to the Galena River almost 150 years 
ago to improve the town's image. 


The road drops into Galena, past the signs for the post war 


home of President Grant. Cross the bridge and turn right 
onto Main Street. Go through the high earthen levee and 
massive steel flood gates and you are there. 


Main Street is called the "Wall." It weaves a miniature 


canyon of brick stores flush to each other and the bluffs 
behind them. Faded and peeling wall advertisements hawk 
Bull Durham tobacco by the pouch and long forgotten cigars. 


You are in Galena, a living monument to the instant wealth 


torn from the earth 100 years ago. 


but the Claytons believe it is starting to 
climb again. They point to a growing 
colony of artists and craftsmen as proof 
of the new spirit. 


Galena is a showcase, but it Is still a 


living small town. The circus came to 
town last weekend. The citizens turned 
out to watch the show from the elephant 
hoisting the big top to final striking of 
the canvas. 


Galena is milieu: a total setting and 


environment People still turn out to see 
a four-ton, blood sweating hippo. They 
work and care for the town as a living 
being, not just a collection of structures.

PRESENT STATE laws do not require 


a hospital developer to show a need for 
their facilities as a criterion for obtain- 
ing a license from the state. 


Legislation that will require developers 


to show a need for the facilities was si- 
detracked In a committee of the Illinois 
Senate last session. The bill has already 
passed the House. 


Leo Hlckman of CHP laid the plans 


developed by American Medicorp Inc. 
for a 300 bed hospital in Hoffman Estates 
are now under review. 


He said the review should be com- 


pleted In M to M days. Plans for the 
Kvanstoa Hospital branch in Qlenview 
are also being studied, he said. 


"Basically we are in agreement with 


Blue Cross in their effort to control in- 
creasing hospital costs,,' Hlckman said. 


He added that state legislation in this 
area would also help. 


BLUE CROSS officials argue that un- 


controlled growth of hospitals will result 
in constantly increasing costs to patients. 
They said the average hospital bed costs 
more than |80.a day to maintain whether 
or not it Is being used. 


Without guidelines for expansion and 


development of health facilities many 
more hospital beds will be built than 
needed, raising health care costs for ev- 
eryone. 


"The Chicago based Blue Cross Plan 


and its more than 3 million members In 
Illinois should not and must not be ex- 
pected to help pay the cost of health care 
facilities that are not needed to meet the 
health care needs of their community," 
said Robert S. Petersen, senior vice 
president of Blue Cross. 


Another Blue Cross official said the 


new guidelines will go into effect imme- 
diately. 


Apparently the only health facility in 


the state that may feel immediate pres- 
sure from the new plan is a hospital 
being constructed in Springfield. 


Comprehensive health planning offi- 


cials have determined that the two exist- 
ing hospitals in the city are sufficient 
and the new facility would not be neces- 
sary.

He said he prefers financing the 
program with donations rather than 
creating an ambulance tax as several 
other towns have done. 


Up until now the paramedic program 


has been financed through dances, bingo 
games and private donations. The money 
raised through these activities paid for 


all the paramedic equipment and sup- 
plies, including the paramedic squad 
truck which cost about $7,200, Winter 
said. Recently, however,'the fire depart- 
ment has discontinued the bingo games 
because of lack of Interest. 


UNDER THE NEW PLAN, the depart- 


ment will mail an information sheet to 
homeowners every six months telling 
them of the activities of the fire depart- 
ment. Once a year several sheets of Res- 
cue Squad Seals will be mailed along 
with the information sheet. Residents 
can, if they wish, mall a donation to the 
paramedic program, Winter said. The 
first information sheet will probably be 
mailed within two months, he added. 


Since the program started in Buffalo 


Grove the fire department has added two 
more paramedics, bringing the total to 
15. One fireman is currently going to 
school and will be an authorized para- 
medic by the end of next month, Winter 
said. 


He estimated that paramedics have 


saved 10 lives since the program went 
into effect last Dec. 1. In fact, officials at 
Northwest Community Hospital, which is 
affiliated with the program, credited the 
department with saving two lives the 
first day of the program. 


The department answered its first call 


one minute after the program went into 
effect, thus becoming the first depart- 
ment to participate. There are eight oth- 
er communities in the program at North- 
est Community Hospital. 


"I have yet to see one draw back to 


the paramedic program," Winter said. 
"The men like it because they can do 
something for the patient." 


WINTER EXPLAINED that prior to 


the start of the program, firemen in 
many cases were unable to do anything 
but administer minor first aid. "With the 
paramedic program we can really help 
the patient We can save lives instead of 
just hauling bodies to the hospital," Win- 


ter said. 


The paramedics arc trained to handle 


any kind of emergency treatment. They 
are able to handle virtually any kind of 
trauma case, especially heart attacks. 


THE FIREMEN are equipped with 


special life-saving devices, including a 
defibrillator that administers an elec- 
trical shock to restore heartbeat. 


During an emergency, the firmen im- 


mediately send information to the hospi- 
tal pertaining to heartbeat, pulse and 
other vital signs. If necessary, a patient 
can be set up with radio equipment that 
will keep doctors informed on vital signs. 


Meanwhile the doctors can commu- 


nicate with the paramedics either at the 
scene or enroute to the hospital con- 
cerning the type of treatment to adminis- 
ter to the patient. 


"We're the arms and eyes of the doc- 


tor before we get to the hospital," Winter 
said. We can give the patient immediate 
treatment and the urgency of rushing to 
the hospital is eliminated."

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Buffalo Grove Recreation Association leaving boys with many memories, trophies

The season's over (or Buffalo Grovo 


Summer Boys' Baseball, with only tho 
good memories and tho trophy presenta- 
tions remaining. 


A total of 739 boys participated this 


year In the program, which has been or- 
ganized by tho Buffalo Grove Recreation 
Association for the past 10 years. 


It Is designed for boys between tho 


ages of seven and 15, who play in five 
different leagues. 


Tho farm league this year consisted 


of 224 7-and 8-year-old boys playing on 16 


teams. The boys were also divided Into 
an cast and a west division and played at 
Alcott and Kilmer schools during te sea- 
son. 


The Minor League, consisting of nine- 


and 10-year-old boys, played at Emmer- 
ich Park and Longfellow School. The Mi- 
nor League also consisted of 224 boys 
playing of 16 teams in two divisions. 


One hundred ninety six boys played in 


tho Major League, which played games 
at St. Mary's and Kilmer School during 
the season. The major league is for 11 
and 12-year-old boys and is composed of 


"Just let me at that ball!' 


12 teams and two divisions. 


The Pony League consisted of seventy 


13-and 14-year-old-boys, playing on 5 
teams. The Ponies had no divisions but 
Instead Pony teams played among them- 
selves. They played at Cooper Junior 
High School during the season. 


FINALLY, THE Colt League consisted 


of around 14 boys who formed only one 
team. This team traveled around playing 
other area towns. 


Each boy played around 13 games dur- 


ing the season, which lasted from early 
May until the middle of July. Association 
officials explained that the season ends 
before the end of the summer to allow 
for family vacations, since each boy is 
required to play at least three innings in 
every game. 


The BGRA held registration for the 


program in early February. Boys paid 
registration fees of $8 to $10 depending 
on how many boys from one family are 
in the program. 


Sponsorships are sold to local organiza- 


tions and businesses by the BGRA and 
cost $150 for the first year and $100 for 
every year after that. The sponsorships 
pay for uniform and equipment costs. 


PARENTS OF THE boys volunteer to 


be managers and coaches for the teams 
and leagues. 


One of the BGRA officials said the pro- 


gram was not expanded this year to in- 
clude more teams because the BGRA 
was not certain whether facilities would 
be available for additional teams. In 
fact, the BGRA built a new playing field 
at St. Mary's Church to insure that they 
would have enough playing areas for the 
summer. 


In addition, the Twin Grove Baptist 


Church also allowed the teams to use 
their property for practices. 


Although games usually are exciting, they can put some people to sleep, 


as this catcher and umpire will admit. 


All leagues held playoffs at the end of 


the season, and some of the playoffs are 
still in progress. 


THE FARM LEAGUE one-game play- 


offs established the Rhinos in first place, 
the Bulls in second, the Gators in third 
and the Hawks finished last. 


Minor league playoffs are still in prog- 


ress, with the Sabres and Jets battling 
for first and second place and the Saints 
and Twins playing for third and fourth 
place. At this point, the Jets and the 
Twins have both won one game out of the 
three game scries. 


In the Major League, the Flyers took 


first place, the Rangers took second, the 
Indians took third and the Blues finished 
in fourth place, at the end of the one- 
game playoffs. 


In the Pony League, which awards 


prizes for first and second place, the 
Brewer's took top honors and the Padres 
finished in the second place slot. 


The Colt League finished in second 


place in the Northwest Suburban Colt 
League. They will go on to compete in 
the playoff tournament. 


Trophies for the award winning teams 


will be presented at banquets which the 
individual leagues will hold in early fall. 
Other awards will also be presented at 
the banquets including all star patches to 
the original all star team members from 
each league and trophies to the all-star 
traveling team from each league. 


Local all-stars busy, too 


Besides the regular league competition, all-star traveling 


teams from the Buffalo Grove Recreation Association boy's 
summer baseball program also competed in a number of area 
tournaments this summer.

The Elk Grove Village paramedic pro- 


gram should be in rpcratlon by Septem- 
ber, according to a new report presented 
to the Elk Grove Village Board Tuesday 
night 


Paramedics ore firemen who provided 


emergency medical treatment on the 
scene while In radio contact with a hospi- 
tal. 


The board eliminated a problem that 


could have postponed the paramedic pro- 
gram Indefinitely by authorizing the pur- 
chase of $0,744 in paramedic radio and 
telemetering equipment from Mctronlc 
Sales Inc., Elmhurst. 


The Mctronlc radio equipment was ap- 


proved despite a recommendation from 
Village Mgr. Charles A. Willis that pur- 
chose of the equipment be postponed. 
Willis said the Northwest Hospital Coun- 
cil Committee was studying the effective- 
ness of different radio systems and the 
Mctronlc equipment might be obsolete 
within two years. 


VILLAGE TRUSTEE Ed Kenna ob- 


jected to purchase of the equipment, not- 
ing that Motorola Inc. has submitted a 
$7,513 bid for the same type of equip- 
ment. In an earlier report, fire depart- 
ment officials said the Motorola equip- 
ment was better suited to the village 
needs.

Sewage plant detrimental 
to environment: report

The proposed Metropolitan Sanitary 


District sewage treatment plant docs not 
utilize the best available technology, can 
bo environmentally detrimental of the 
southwest part of DCS Plalncs and may 
bring about a net environmental and eco- 
nomical loss to the whole city, according 
to a 104'pago research report compiled 
by Clark, Dlctz and Associates-Engineers 
Inc. 


The $3,000 report, aimed at updating 


and strengthening the city's waste water 
treatment plant building codes, was au- 
thorized by the city council In April. Tho 
Champnign-Urbana engineering firm was 
retained to prepare a written report as a 
building code criteria for the construc- 
tion and operation of waste water treat- 
ment plants. 


For eight yean the city has fought an 


unsuccessful battle with MSD trying to 
persuade them to change the site for the 
plant. Although aldermen arc unanimous 
in the opinion that the plant is needed In 
tho area they don't want it on the 103- 
acre site located at the northeast corner 
of Elmhurst Road and tho Northwest 
Tollway — blocks from residential neigh- 
borhoods. 


THE REPORT states that tho sug- 


gested ordinance appears valid. "How- 
ever, no legal opinion has been secured 
on the authority of a homo rule munici- 
pality to regulate the governmental land 
uses by such as MSD." 


Although MSD officials sec the pro- 


posed plant as being small in comparison 
to their largest plants, the plant will bo 
"8 to 10 limes larger than necessary to 
servo the needs of the city of DCS 
Plalncs. Few plants In (Illinois) are larg- 
er." it states. 
". . . it can be safely said that tho 


larger the plant, the larger the area It 
potentially will affect detrimentally and 
tho greater Is the exposure to health haz- 
ard and nuisance." 


THE REPORT lists Borne of tho scien- 


tific operating hazards and nuisances of 


the plant as: 


• Odor, a problem common to all sew- 


age treatment plant processes. It states 
that normal characteristic odors from 
well run plants can be detected most of 
the time a quarter to one-half mile down- 
wind from tho plant. When the plant mal- 
functions, the malodors are detectable 
five or more miles away. There is no 
way of knowing how much or how bad 
odors would be or whether it would dis- 
turb property valuo. 


• Noise, in this location, will be rela- 


tively minor in comparison to tho noise 
from planes that use O'Hare Field. The 
report does not anticipate a noise prob- 
lem. 
• Contamination of water. "We arc

he changed his recommendation because 
officials of the Northwest Mobile In- 
tensive Care System said Elk Grove 
would not be allowed to participate in the 
paramedic program unless "Identical 
and compatible" equipment was used. 


Most of the trustees said they would 


rather pay the extra money for the Mct- 
ronlc equipment than be left out of the 
program. 


"Try to explain to the patient we lose 


that we didn't want to spend $10,000 be- 
cause in upcoming years the equipment 
might be obsolete," Village Board Pres. 
Charles Zettek said. 


Although Alexlan Brothers Medical 


Center is considering participation in a 
similar paramedic program, Hulett said 
it would be at least 12 months before the 
program would be operative. 


In his report, Hulett told trustees tho 


ambulance at the Landmeler Road Fire 
Station would be ready to enter the pro- 
gram as soon as the radio equipment is 
Installed, probably In September. A sec- 
ond ambulance, which will bo stationed 
at the Blesterficld Road station, should 
bo ready for operation by October, he 
said. 


IN OTHER ACTION, the board ap- 


proved a resolution stating the village's 
willingness to participate in the Illinois 
Fire Protection and Training Act nro- 
gram. Under the program, village fire- 
fighters must be certified by the Illinois 
Fire protection Personnel Standard and 
Education Commission. 


Program requirements include at least 


12 months basic training in a school cer- 
tified by the IFPTA.. 


Tho board also approved the purchase 


of a 1973 police solo motorcycle from 
Midwest Motorcycle Imports, Chicago, 
for $2,420, and the purchase of a new 
mosquito sprayer for $14,000 from Per- 
malawn Inc, Evanston. The sprayer will 
be the second for the village.

When a college graduate is suddenly 


thrust into tho workings of a village gov- 
ernment, tho result can be exciting and 
rewarding for both the student and the 
village. 


Gary Parrin of Oakbrook is a summer 


Intern for Elk Grove Village as an assist- 
ant to Bob Franz, assistant village man- 
ager. 


The last thing it means to Parrin is six 


credit hours toward his graduate work in 
the fall. The first thing is means to him 
Is a chance to "really get into the work- 
ings of local government, understanding 
them and observe them," Parrin said. 


"It's amazing the amount of detail that 


has to be done in government work. 
From tho outside it seems that all gov- 
ernment consists of Is going to meetings 
and negotiating bills and ordinances. But 


it's much more than that," Parrin said. 


THE SIXTH intern the village has ac- 


commodated since September, 1969, Par- 
rin is the first summer intern. The other 
fivo interns worked during the school 
year. 


Parin applied for a municipal intern- 


ship with the state department of local 
government affairs. His resume and 
those of other college students were sent 
to Elk Grove Village and other munici- 
palities interested in hiring an intern. 
The interns were considered for scholas- 
tic achievement and interest in local gov- 
ernment, and wero screened during In- 
terviews. 
. "Not all municipalities know about or 
care to involve themselves with interns, 
so I really appreciate the chance to get 
experience here during the summer," 
Parrin said. 


Gary is one of three recent Elk Grove 


interns for whom the village received 
$500 from the state to help pay for their 
work. Prior to this arrangement, admin- 
istrative interns were paid solely by the 
village. 


"They've had me working mainly on 


weed control and the property owners' 
compliance with the village ordinance 
since I got here a month ago," Parrin 
said. 


THE INTERN'S other duties have in- 


cluded assisting in the preparation of the 
agenda for village board meetings, pre- 
paring a weekly newsletter distributed to 
village board and department heads, and 
receiving and answering residents' com- 
plaints. 


Besides keeping Journals and period- 


icals received by the village up to date, 
Parrin is more specifically involved with 
researching and laying the groundwork 
for a community calendar for 1974- The 


four male and one female administrative 
Interns for the village prior to Parrin 
had similar responsibilities. 


One of those interns in 1970 was Bob 


Franz, who returned in 1972 to accept the 
newly created position of administrative 
assistant. 


"Since I was an intern, the village has 


had the chance to see how the intern pro- 
cess works, appreciating the interns' 
capability and assistance and giving 
them experience," Franz said. 


"INTERNS LEAVE here with the feel- 


ing that they have gotten more out of the 
experience than they have given. Noth- 
ing a professor or text book can offer you 
can be as beneficial as the on-the-spot 
experience an intern receives here," 
Franz said. 


Franz and Parrin agreed on what 


had impressed them about the village 
during then* internships. That was the 


dedication of the village officials. 


"I've only been here a month and I've 


seen the village trustees work hard to 
serve the community and get the things 
done that people want to see," Parrin 
said. 


"Observing and getting involved with 


the governmental system here has in- 
creased my enthusiasm in getting into 
local government after I finish school." • 


PARRIN WILL continue his studies at 


Ohio State University where he will earn 
a master's degree in public adminis- 
tration. He recently graduated with a po- 
litical science degree from the Univer- 
sity of Illinois in Champaign. 


Parin says, "My ambition is to become 


a village manager of a young and devel- 
oping community like Elk Grove. It's 
more challenging and enjoyable when 
the community is young, and lots can be 
done with it."

Tho passive recruiters are no longer.

confident that tho Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency will check tho final 
plans thoroughly for such possibility." 


THE REPORT details three instances 


where available tchnologoy was not utili- 
zed in tho MSD plant design: covering 
tho processing tanks to eliminate odor, 
tho use of pure oxygen as an aeration 
process which would bo more efficient 
and necessitate smaller tanks; and treat- 
ing odorous air by bubbling it through 
scwago aeration tanks to control odor. 


The engineers suggested that the city: 
• Amend tho zoning ordinance to 


make it applicable to all uses whether 
governmentally or privately owned. 


• Make a governmental use a special 


use In any zoning district. 


• Make tho performance standards ap- 


plicable only to special zoning uses. 


• Upgrade tho zoning performance 


standards to utilize the latest available 
recognized performance measurement 
methods. 


• Amend performance standards to 


make thorn achievable rather than idea- 
lized. 
• Recognize those conditions, such as 


airplane noises which are beyond the 
power of city government to control, la 
amending noise and odor standards by 
having several levels of performance.

Plans for hospitals stalled?

A major roadblock may be thrown into 


plans for several new area hospitals be- 
cause if a new hardline stand taken by 
Blue Cross Plan yesterday on health In- 
surance payments. 


In action aimed at containing health 


care costs, Blue Cross stated it would 
cancel or modify contracts with existing 
hospitals that expand facilities without 
approval of a comprehensive health-plan- 
ning agency. 


In the case of a new hospital, Blue 


Cross may refuse to enter into a contract 
if a comprehensive health planning agen- 
cy does not approve it. 


WITHOUT A contract from the Blue 


Cross Plan, patients would not be able to 
recover medical costs if treated at an 
unapproved hospital. The policy is sim- 
ilar to federal regulations covering Medi- 
care and Medlcaid subsidies. 


"Few hospitals would be able to sur- 


vive in this case," one Blue Cross official 
said. 


The Schaumburg branch of Rush Pres- 


byterian-St. Luke's Medical Center has 
tentatively received approval from the 
planning agency. But a spokesman for 
Comprehensive Health Planning Inc. of 


Chicago (CHP) said that plans for all 
new hospitals in the area, including 
Schaumburg, Hoffman Estates and Glen- 
view will undergo a stringent review. 


Created under state and federal laws, 


the 
comprehensive health planning 


agencies now review plans for new medi- 
cal facilities and make recommenda- 
tions, but they have no power to stop 
construction or force redesign of plans. 


There are now nine regional health 


planning agencies in the state. There is 
also a state health planning agency to 
coordinate all activities. 


PRESENT STATE laws do not require 


a hospital developer to show a need for 
their facilities as a criterion for obtain- 
ing a license from the state. 


Legislation that will require developers 


to show a need for the facilities was si- 
detracked in a committee of the Illinois 
Senate last session. The bill has already 
passed the House. 


Leo Hlckman of CHP said the plans 


developed by American Medlcorp Inc. 
for a 300 bed hospital in Hoffman Estates 
are now under review. 


He said the review should be com- 


pleted in 60 to 90 days. Plans for the 
Evanston Hospital branch in Glenview 
are also being studied, he said. 


"Basically we are In agreement with 


Blue Cross in their effort to control in- 
creasing hospital costs,,' Hlckman said. 
He added that state legislation in this 
area would also help.

might annex landowners in unincorpo- 
rated areas. But with increasing subdivi- 
sion development in the township, new 
residents have started seeking park facil- 
ities for their children.

sions of Hcathcrlca, English Valley and 
Pepper Tree Farms elected three men 
from their area to the rural park board 
in a write-In campaign last April. 


Those men, now president Thomas 


Patten, vice-president Eugene Dorsch, 
and John Pinter, form a majority of the 
five-man board and have passed an ap- 
propriation ordinance of $117,000 for next 
year. 


Residents of Plum Grove Estates and 


other western subdivisions complained 
bitterly about the proposed budget, say- 
ing they may not benefit-from the park 
plans and already have enough facilities 
for their needs. 


If the referendum to dissolve the dis- 


trict falls, Plum Grove Estates residents 
will still try to withdraw from the park 
district. Petitions to disconnect the sub- 
division from the district were submitted 
this week, because Plum Grove residents 
feel they have a better chance to get 
board approval now. 


OTHER PETITIONS to disconnect 


property from the district Include the re- 
gions where the two old-time board 
members, Verne Donner and Edwin 
Bartz, live. If those areas are let out, 
their board member spots will be vacant. 
New members are appointed by the rest 
of the board. 


"This leaves us in a dilemma," Chris- 


tenson explained. 


New park board members want to hire 


a planner to set up a master plan for 
parks in the rural district. And they want 
to start buying land for parks, probably, 
near their subdivisions initially. 


The new budget will increase the aver-

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Property owner 
calls South Side 
'first-class dump' 


Colling the south side of Rolling Mead- 


ows "a first-class city dump," one of 10 
property owners of land along Golf Road 
criticized the city council Tuesday for 
failing to rczono the land from residen- 
tial to commercial use. 


W. H. Grlsmer, ono of 10 persons who 


owns one-acre parcels along Golf Road 
near the J. C. Penney Treasury Store, 
told (ho council it "passed up a million 
dollar opportunity on the south side of 
Golf Road" by refusing to rczonc the 
land two weeks ago. 


The property is presently a single-fam- 


ily area surrounded by commercial and 
Industrial interests. The property owners 
arc socking rczonlng of the land so they 
can soil their parcels to developers. 


A SPECIAL zoning commission formed 


at the request of the city council rather 
than the land owners recommended ap- 
proval of tho zoning, but tho council 
backed down on tho move, saying blan- 
ket zoning of tho 10 Individual parcels 
would leave tho city with no control over 
tho kinds of businesses that might be 
built there. 


Grismor said tho dty has failed to 


move forward on plans to Improve the 
area along Golf Road and has interfered 
with the property owners' plans to sell 
the land. 


"Right now I believe tho south side of 


Roiling Meadows Is a first class city 
dump," Grismor charged.

Sewage plant detrimental 
to environment, report says

The proposed Metropolitan Sanitary 


District sewage treatment plant does not 
utilize tho best available technology, can 
be environmentally detrimental of the 
southwest part of Des Plalnes and may 
bring about a net environmental and eco- 
nomical loss to the whole city, according 
to a 104-page research report compiled 
by Clark, Dictz and Associates-Engineers 
Inc. 


The $5,000 report, aimed at updating 


and strengthening the city's waste water 
treatment plant building codes, was au- 
thorized by the city council in April. The 
Champaign-Urbana engineering firm was 
retained to prepare a written report as a 
building code criteria for the construc- 
tion and operation of waste water treat- 
ment plants. 


For eight years the city has fought an 


unsuccessful battle with MSD trying to 
persuade them to change the site for the 
plant. Although aldermen are unanimous 
in the opinion that the plant Is needed In 
the area they don't want it on the 103- 
acrc site located at the northeast corner 
of Elmhurst Road and the Northwest 
Tollway — blocks from residential neigh- 
borhoods. 


THE REPORT states that the sug- 


gcsted ordinance appears valid. "How- 
ever, no legal opinion has been secured 
on the authority of a home rule munici- 
pality to regulate the governmental land 
uses by such as MSD." 


Although MSD officials see tho pro- 


posed plant as being small in comparison 
to their largest plants, the plant will be 


"8 to 10 times larger than necessary to 
serve the needs of the city of DCS 
Plalnes. Few plants in (Illinois) are larg- 
er," it states. 


". . . it can be safely said that the 


larger the plant, the larger the area it 
potentially will affect detrimentally and 
the greater is the exposure to health haz- 
ard and nuisance." 


THE REPORT lists some of the scien- 


tific operating hazards and nuisances of 
tho plant as: 


• Odor, a problem common to all sew- 


age treatment plant processes. It states 
that normal characteristic odors from 
well run plants can be detected most of 
the time a quarter to one-half mile down- 
wind from the plant. When the plant mal- 
functions, the malodors are detectable 
five or more miles away. There is no 
way of knowing how much or how bad 
odors would be or whether It would dis- 
turb property value. 


• Noise, in this location, will be rela- 


tively minor In comparison to the noise 
from planes that use O'Hare Field. The 
report does not anticipate a noise prob- 
lem. 
• Contamination of water. "We are 
confident that the Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency will check the final 
plans thoroughly for such possibility." 


THE REPORT details three Instances 


where available tehnologoy was not utili- 
zed in the MSD plant design: covering 
the processing tanks to eliminate odor, 
the use of pure oxygen as an aeration 
process which would be more efficient 
and necessitate smaller tanks; and treat- 
ing odorous air by bubbling it through

sewage aeration tanks to control odor. 


The engineers suggested that the city: 
• Amend the zoning ordinance to

Blue Cross stand may 
stall hospital expansion

A major roadblock may bo thrown into 


plans for several new area hospitals be- 
cause If a now hardline stand taken by 
Blue Cross Plan yesterday on health In- 
surance payments. 


In action aimed at containing health 


care costs, Blue Cross stated it would 
cancel or modify contracts with existing 
hospitals that expand facilities without 
approval of a comprehensive health-plan- 
ning agency. 


In the case of a new hospital, Blue 


Cross may refuse to enter into a contract 
If a comprehensive health planning agen- 
cy docs not approve it. 


WITHOUT A contract from the Blue 


Cross Plan, patients would not be able to 
recover medical costs If treated at an 
unopprovcd hospital. The policy is sim- 
ilar to federal regulations covering Medi- 
care and Mcdlcald subsidies. 


"Few hospitals would be able to sur- 


vive in this cose," one Blue Cross official 
said. 


The Schaumburg branch of Rush Pros- 


byterlan-St. Luke's Medical Center has 
tentatively received approval from the 
planning agency. But a spokesman for 
Comprehensive Health Planning Inc. of 
Chicago (CHP) sold that plans for all 
new hospitals in the area, including 
Schaumburg, Hoffman Estates and Glen- 
view will undergo a stringent review. 


Created under state and federal laws, 


the 
comprehensive health planning 


agencies now review plans for new medi- 
cal facilities and make recommenda- 
tions, but they have no power to stop 
construction or force redesign of plans. 


There are now nine regional health 


planning agencies in the state. There Is 
also a state health planning agency to 
coordinate all activities. 


PRESENT STATE laws do not require 


a hospital developer to show a need for 
their facilities as a criterion for obtain- 
ing a license from the state. 


Legislation that will require developers 


to show a need for the facilities was si- 
detracked In a committee of the Illinois

Officials of American Medlcorp Inc. 


(AMI) announced yesterday that the 
firm has received approval from the 
state to build a 300-bed hospital in Hoff- 
man Estates. 


The go-ahead for the facility was given 


by Dr. Joyce Lashof, director of the Illi- 
nois Department of Public Health. Ear- 
lier this month the Illinois Hospital Li- 
censing Board recommended the facility, 
to be called Hoffman Estates Community 
Hospital, be granted a preliminary oper- 
ating permit. 


The Pennsylvania-based company now 


owns or manages 40 hospitals. The Hoff- 
man Estates facility will be a for-profit 
hospital. 


AMI spokesman Sidney Klelnman said 


with the state approval "the full planning 
process for the facility .will now be 
thrown Into high gear." 


The hospital is scheduled to open in 


late 1075.

revealed by Mayor Robert 0. Atchcr 
Tuesday. 


Presently ownership and maintenance 


of the Involved portion of Jones Road is 
literally split down the middle by the two 
municipalities. The eastern half com- 
pletely adjoins Hoffman Estates; tho oth- 
er side provides access to tho Churchill 
nnd 
Knlghtsbrldgo subdivisions 
of 


Schaumburg and to tho northeastern 
edge of Hoffman Estates High Point. 


IIILI.CIIEST nOAD is totally owned 


and maintained by Hoffman Estates but 
surrounded on both sides by Schaum- 
burg. It extends west from Roscllo Road 
to a point where Hlllcrcst Blvd. begins. 


Terms of tho proposed trade would call 


for Schaumburg putting Jones Road "in 
top condition" and Hoffman Estates 
making similar repairs on Hlllcrcst 
Road, Atchcr said. 


"I feel that an agreement has been

area would also help. 


BLUE CROSS officials argue that un- 


controlled growth of hospitals will result 
in constantly Increasing costs to patients. 
They said tho average hospital bed costs 
more than $60 a day to maintain whether 
or not It Is being used. 


Without guidelines for expansion and 


development of health facilities many 
more hospital beds will be built than 
needed, raising health care costs for ev- 
eryone. 


"The Chicago based Blue Cross Plan 


and Its more thun 3 million members in 
Illinois should not and must not bo ex- 


pected to help pay the cost of health care 
facilities that are not needed to meet the 
health care needs of their community," 
said Robert S. Peterson, senior vice 
president of Blue Cross. 


Another Blue Cross official said the 


new guidelines will go into effect imme- 
diately. 


Apparently the only health facility in 


the state that may feel immediate pres- 
sure from the new plan is a hospital 
being constructed in Springfield. 


Comprehensive health planning offi- 


cials have determined that the two exist- 
ing hospitals in the city are sufficient 
and the new facility would not be neces- 
sary.

The selling of the Army: 
a tough business in '73

The girl who walked up to the Army 


display stand was probably 16 years old. 
She had long brown hair pulled back 
over her ears, monogrammed earrings 
and was dressed impeccably. 


She stopped, picked up a handful of 


brochures and began looking through 
them. But before she could read the first 
few lines, the Army recruiter was at her 
side. And for the next half hour she was 
learning everything from soup to nuts 
about the military and why she should 
Join. This girl, perhaps, had no more In- 
tention of joining the Army than drop- 
ping out of high school, but she had 
stopped and she was a prospect. 


That's the way it is these days in mili- 


tary recruiting. The new fiscal year be- 
gan July 1 and quotas have to be met 
just like those of a salesman. 


So the Army and other branches of ser- 


vice are pulling out all the stops in an 
effort to enlist men and women. The dis- 
play stand at Woodfield Shopping Center 
in Schaumburg is an example. 


THERE WERE two recruiters, a man 


and a woman, who stood alongside a por- 
table movie screen and piles of bro- 
chures. This was their ammunition and 
men and women between the age of 18 
and 21 were their targets. They were 
hustling just as if their jobs depended 
upon it and this may be the case. 


The passive recruiters are no longer. 


They now are heading to schools, shop- 
ping centers, ball games or "wherever 
the people are" according to Lt. Col. Pe- 
ter Clifford of the U.S. Army. "We have 
to make it convenient for the people and 
go where they go," he said. 


With the beginning of a new recruiting 


year for all volunteer forces, the officers 
are scrambling with new methods to en- 
tice young men and women into their of- 
fices. Because there is no draft, the role 
of the recruiter has changed. 


"It is a selling game," said Sgt. Wil- 


liam Thomsen of the Marine Corps. 
"Five years ago a man might walk into 
the office and say, 'I want to joint the 


Marines.' The recruiter would probably 
say, 'So what? So does everyone else.' 
But now, the recruiter will say, 'Sit right 
down and I'll tell you the whole story.' ". 


During the last fiscal year, the Army 


alone poured more than $26.7 million in 
advertising for active army inductees, 
according to Col. Gerald Childress, direc- 
tor of advertising and information for the 
U.S. Army at Ft. Sheridan. 


CHILDRESS INDICATED that in 1973 


$138 was spent in advertising per soldier, 
as compared to the $35 spent in 1970. 


More ads, posters, commercials and 


recruiters are used today in hope of 
bringing the potential inductees to meet 
quotas set for active armed forces. 


"Vietnam had a terrible affect on the 


Army," said Clifford, also stationed at 
Ft. Sheridan. "The Army had to act In 
an unnatural atmosphere, mostly piliti- 
cal." 


He said the reserves should have been 


utilized so drafting would be minimizes. 
"It brought in undesirables and things 
like My Lai happened," he said. "But as 
Vietnam diminishes, people will remem- 
ber the favorable and social importance. 
We've got to re-educate the people . . . 
we're not ogres ... we don't thrive on 
killing." 


"The Vietnam war was an unpopular 


war," said Thomson. "A lot of people 
didn't want to go and they don't connect 
the service as a way to get ahead in edu- 
cation. The immediate connection is to 
go out and shoot people." 


IN TALKING WITH potential in- 


ductees, the recruiters emphasize the op- 
portunity and education, rather than ser- 
v!0e. 


Combat and other regimented duties 


are still very much a part of the mili- 
tary, and the recruiter does not disguise 
or hide the less attractive aspects of 
duty, according to Clifford. 


"But we're discovering, although no 


men like to say so, that there's need to 
serve the country," he said. "I think 
they're beginning to enlist for the right 
reasons." 


A handful of new incentives have been 


added to bolster the attractiveness of en- 
listing. For example, in January, there 
was an increase in base pay, thus more 
than doubling the amount to $307 a 
month. 
"But we have to work harder and longer 
hours for the same amount of people," 
said Roger Johnson, a Navy recruiter 
working in Palatine. Johnson said they 
have enlisted five persons this month, 
the normal number. "The numbers are 
slowly (Increasing) but surely," he said. 


IN CHICAGO, the Army met 72 per 


cent of Its recruiting objective, the Army 
met 95 per cent nationwide, according to 
Clifford. "It's too early to say how we're 
doing this year, since the fiscal year just 
started," he said. "But it'll work... it'll 
just take some time." 


Air Force Recruiter Sgt. Robert Hill 


reported that quotas were met in his of- 
fice at 800 Lee St. In Des Plaines. 


"We never drafted, so the numbers 


won't change much," he said. "This area 
is harder, so it depends on the geogra- 
phical location. Texas is a good state be- 
cause it's a military-minded state. 
People are waiting at the doors there." 


There are less incentives provided In 


the Air Force and Marines than in the 
Army or Navy, because both were volun- 
teer forces and never drafted men. 


"We never had to resort to this kind of 


thing," said Hill. 


"There are no short cuts, no com- 


promises or relaxing our standards," 
said Thomson of tye Marines. "We don't 
have longer hair or beer machines in 
barracks as the Army do. We are train- 
ing them as we have always trained 
them." 


The future? The recruiters interviewed 


said they were not worried about men 
and women enlisting. "I cannot see any 
changes in the immediate future," said 
Johnson. "But I think we can do better."

Mount Prospect officials couldn't stop 


Richard Fanslow from buldling his Al- 
gonquin Rood apartment complex, but 
now that it's almost completed, they 
want to annex it — despite its high den- 
sity. 


This action, though it may appear in- 


consistent on tho surface, is really part 
of a continuing "battle" between the vil- 
lage and Citizens Utility Co. 


The Zoning Board of Appeals meets at 


8 p.m. today in the Municipal Building, 
112 E. Northwest Hwy., to consider Fan- 
Blow's application for rezonlng subject to 
annexation. The 96 apartments are being 
built at 524 E. Algonquin Rd. 


Mayor Robert D. Telchcrt strongly be- 


lieves Mount Prospect should control wa- 
ter and sewer lines in the area south of 
tho village. Tho village board agrees 
with him. 


"WE ARE GOING Into competiton 


with them (Citizens) aggressively in 
their area," Telchert said. 


He explained tho village has to provide 
"crisis services" and thus gears to pro- 
vide maximum service. Tho private utili- 
ty company, he said, gears for profit, not 
maximum service. 


"That puts us in the position of under- 


writing tho private utility," Teichcrt 
said. 


The village has had numerous dis- 


agreements with Citizens over 
the 


amount of water Citizens has to supply 
under a current contract between the 
two. Tho village bought that contract 
with tho utility company it purchased 
from Salvatore DIMucci In 1969. 


Teichcrt said Citizens main thrust is to 


get tho contract renegotiated so they can 
afford to build a new well in the area. 
Tho village has refused to renegotiate, 
while at the same time demanding that 
Citizens provide more water. 


MEANWHILE, the village has built its 


own well in the area, on the Plywood 


(Continued on page 6) 


trustees and Mayor Robert D. Teichert 
voted for the project. 


A R E A RESIDENTS, several who 


spoke to the board again Tuesday, have 
criticized the project mainly because of 
its height, which they say is out of place 
with the single-family characteristics of 
the area. It would bo a 5-story, Y-shapcd 
building. 


The project was first turned down Nov. 


21,1972, when it only got a 3-2 favorable 
vote. 


Trustee Richard N. Hcndrlcks said he 


voted against the proposal Tuesday be- 
cause it would have been spot zoning. 
Prior to annexation to Mount Prospect in 
1971, the property had been zoned for up 
to 113 apartments, plus commercial use, 
by the Cook County Zoning Board. The 
county zoned the property in 1960. 


"Sometimes it's easier to make a popu- 


lar decision than an unpopular one," 
Trustee Donald B. Furst said in giving 
his reason for voting against the project. 
He also said ho felt the building's height, 
45 feet plus six feet for an elevator in the 
center, would be detrimental to the area. 


AS HE HAS BEFORE, Trustee Patrick 


J. Link passed on the vote. Before ho 
became a trustee he represented two lo- 
cal homeowner groups In hearings on tho 
project. He did say that if he were to 
vote, he would vote against it. 


Link invited Brickman to meet with 


area residents to discuss other possible 
developments for the property. Brickman 
could not bo reached yesterday for com- 
ment. 


The possibility of a lawsuit docs exist, 


as Indicated by some of the comments 
made by Brickman last night to the 
board. 


Teichert said the possibility of such a 


lawsuit, which he sees the village almost 
certainly losing, influenced his vote for 
tho rezonlng. 


"The accident of annexation to me 


does not change the merits of the case," 
he said, adding that he felt it wasn't 
right to keep pouring tax dollars Into nu- 
merous zoning lawsuits. 


BRICKMAN'S original request was for 


a 6-story building with 85 apartments and 
a commercial first floor. In the 17 
months of discussion with the village on 
the project, he made numerous changes 
and concessions in the plan. 


The plan rejected this week by the vil- 


lage board .called for only 80 apartments 
in a 5-story building with no commercial 
space. Brickman also agreed to have a 
stand-by pump at the Park Drive sani- 
tary sewer lift station and to Install an 
alarm at the station that would signal 
electric failure. Another agreement was 
that the water main would be increased 
In size by a third. 


Officially, Teichert said the board 


would wait for Village Atty. John J. Zlm- 
mermann to return from vacation next 
week before declaring the rezoning 
request turned down. He said he wanted 
to be sure of the ordinance inter* 
pretation. As written, the ordinance 
clearly states two4hlrds of the trustees 
must approve the rezonlng.

flood-control program. 


However, the board Tuesday night did 


decide the first priority group of the pro- 
gram can be started immediately, utili- 
zing funds from the village's Motor Fuel 
Tax allotment. The village adminis- 
tration was given the go-ahead to solicit 
engineering proposals for this first series 
of projects. 


There are eight projects listed in phase 


one, including a 2.1 million-gallon storm 
water basin south of Lawrence Lane. 
Mayor Robert D. Telchert said the vil- 
lage has been given approval by the pas- 
tor of St. Cecilia Church to build the ba- 
sin on the church property. The church is 
in Arlington Heights. 


ALSO INCLUDED in phase one is a 


new sanitary sewer lift station at Lincoln 
Street and Weller Creek, a storm sewer 
quist Boulevard and another along Can- 
along CanDota Avenue. 


Another project calls for Crumley Ba- 


sin at Lincoln Street and Busse Road to 
be expanded. Telchert asked the board to 
consider whether it wanted the basin 
deepened or whether it wanted the vll-

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Galena: historic Illinois mining town making a comeback 


by JOE SWICKAHD 


GALENA. ILL. - Tucked in the ex- 


treme northwest corner of the state, this 
small community owes Its history and at- 
traction to It being by-passed by the 
forces of nature and history. 


When tha last glaciers planned North 


America, Jo Davicss County was left un- 
touched. While Illinois was being plowed 
Into the prairie stale, the area surround- 
ing Galena was left with nobtop hills, 
bluffs and cliffs rich In lead sulphide (ga- 
lena). 


White settlers came to mine the lead. 


A boom town with a difference grew 
along the hill sides and banks of the Fe- 
ver River. This was not a shanty mining 
town typical to the frontier. Substantial 
brick and stone homes In classical styl- 
ing wore built to attest to Galena's pros- 
perity and Importance as the lead capital 
of the mid-loth century world. 


The mines played out and the hills that 


nurtured Galena now cut It off from 
change. 


THE DE SOTO House Hotel, built In 


1835, Is representative of the changes in 
the town since Its boom days. Once 
called the "largest and grandest hotel in 
tho West," its long neglected grandeur 
Is making a comeback tlirough the sweat 
and imagination of Judy and Jim Clay- 
ton. 


The Claytons, formerly of Arlington 


Heights and Mount Prospect, accepted 
the challenge of restoring the hotel and 
made the task something personal. 


Two years ago, they tired of the con- 


gestion of the urban sprawl and the re- 
sulting conflicts with tho crowds. 


"It seemed there was always some one 


else wanting to do the same thing you 
were," sold Jim, a former advertising 
salesman. "I would travel to New York 
frequently and if you wanted a cab or 
something like that It seemed you had to 
fight somebody for it. Chicago wasn't 
that bad, but since we've come here the 
contrast between tho two lives stands 
right out." 


Judy said the first longings came about 


after visiting a restored hotel In Colora- 
do. "Jim saw an ad for this hotel in the 
Wall Street Journal. No, we'd never seen 
it. Oh, I had been here once before as a 
child but It wasn't really within my 
memory. Jim had never been here. But, 
we thought It was the time to move." 


THE CLAYTONS packed up their three 


children and headed for an entirely new 
life. Not only wcro they lacking In expe- 
rience of hotel, restaurant and bar man- 
agement, they faced a restoration task of 
the first magnitude. 


Previous owners of the hotel had let 


tho furnishings and decorations deterior- 
ate. A fine example of 10th century em- 
bossed metal celling was covered with 
layers of house paint. Chandeliers were 
removed and replaced with fluorescent 
tubes. 


The Claytons made up for the lock of 


experience with enthusiasm and energy. 
The celling once again represents the 
past wealth of the hotel. Jim and Judy 
found period fixtures where they could. 
The lobby now beckons visitors to stay 
with history. 


THE WALL OF GALENA. Buslnestes 
on Main Street stand shoulder to 
shoulder with their becks flush to the 
bluffs. The street winds and follows 
natural ravines. The Claytons' DeSoto 
House Hotel is to the right. Lincoln 
once spoke from the second floor 
balcony, since removed. 


"The wallpaper is hand blocked right 


here In Galena. The pattern is authentic. 
I couldn't find anyone who would hong it, 
so I had to do it myself. The longest drop 
is 22 feet," said Jim. 


Gen. Grant used the De Solo House as 


headquarters for his 1868 presidential 
campaign. The rooms used by the Gener- 
al and his cronies have been long since 
divided into smaller units. However, 
some of the furnishings remain. 


"He had some rooms here where he 


could sleep It off after a night of confer- 
ring with aides," Jim said. 


LINCOLN once spoke from the hotel 


balcony. The balcony and the two origi- 
nal top floors of the hotel have been re- 
moved. 


"As things around here declined, the

Minnesota Inc. site, 1031 E. Algonquin 
Rd. Recent annexation of the proposed 
Colony project at Oakton Street and Elm- 
hunt Road Is another act by the village 
to insure its control of the utility service 
on the south side. Water lines will be ex- 
tended to servo the Colony and provide 
access to property west of the Colony 
site. 


"It is our intent that we service them

and bar in two rooms off the lobby. The 
fare Is good and reasonably priced.

The bar features a 
local beer of more than mean qualities. 


GALENA Is made for a walking tour 


and the hotel's central locale lends 
itself to starting and terminal point. A 
stroll up Main Street is a tour of antique 
shops and fine examples of period archi- 
tecture. The sale of antiques and "collec- 
tibles" is a major commercial activity of 
the town. 


Long, steep stairs lead to the residen- 


tial streets to the west of Main Street. 
Prospect and High streets give a sweep- 
ing view of the town and the surrounding 
wooded hills. The old homes give the vis- 
itor a capsule economic history of the 
town. Some houses and buildings, such 
as the Feehan Hall, show the prolonged 
economic depression of the area. Other 
homes and structures reflect extreme 
care shown by owners in maintaining or 
restoring their ornate beauty. 


The terrain influenced the design of the 


buildings. The steep bluffs forced build- 
ings to have their front and rear en- 
trances several stories apart Gangways 
lead to the top floor in the rear, while the 
lower stories exit onto stairways leading 
to ravines. The ravines lead to alleys 
which come out at street level in the 
front.

out the town. Any work in the older sec- 
tions must comply with a historic pre- 
servation ordinance. 


Showplace and curio that it is, Galena 


is still very much a living town. "We 
have an awareness of history here. You 
don"t have to drive 1,000 miles to find it. 
It's similar to Williamsburg but more 
real because people actually live here," 
Jim said. 


The population reached a peak of 15,000 


about 1850. It declined to 3,900 in 1970, 
but the Claytons believe it is starting to 
climb again. They point to a growing 
colony of artists and craftsmen as proof 
of the new spirit. 


Galena Is a showcase, but it is still a 


living small town. The circus came to 
town last weekend. The citizens turned 
out to watch the show from the elephant 
hoisting the big top to final striking of 
the canvas. 


Galena is milieu: a total setting and 


environment. People still turn out to see 
a four-ton, blood sweating hippo. They 
work and care for the town as a living 
being, not just a collection of structures.

Galena only 150 miles 


Galena is about 150 miles from the Northwest suburbs by 


way of 1-90 and U.S. Rte. 20 west. 


Although there ore three Rte. 20 exits, one should leave 


the tollroad at the first exit, near Union, I1L The drive 
through Rldott, Stockton and Elizabeth prepares one for Ga- 
lena. The passage is through a territory of round stone silos 
and small cemeteries outside such settlements as Coral and 
Garden Prairie. 


The road winds among the hills and then descends toward 


Galena. It crosses Small Pox Creek and heads toward the 
Fever River, renamed to the Galena River almost 150 years 
ago to improve the town's image. 


The road drops into Galena, past the signs for the post war 


home of President Grant Cross the bridge and turn right 
onto Main Street. Go through the high earthen levee and 
massive steel flood gates and you are there.

The selling of the Army: tough work

The girl who walked up to the Army 


display stand was probably 16 years old. 
She had long brown hair pulled back 
over her cars, monogrammed earrings 
and was dressed impeccably. 


She stopped, picked up a handful of 


brochures and began looking through 
them. But before she could read the first 
few lines, the Army recruiter was at her 
side. And for the next half hour she1 was 
learning everything from soup to nuts 
about the military and why she should 
join. This girl, perhaps, had no more in- 
tention of joining the Army than drop- 
ping out of high school, but she had 
stopped and she was a prospect. 


MANNED BY Sgt. Jamet P. Grogory, 
the display in Woodfield shopping 
center yesterday is one tactic to en- 
tice men to enlist in the Army. 


That's the way it is these days in mili- 


tary recruiting. The new fiscal year be- 
gan July 1 and quotas have to be met 
just like those of a salesman. 


So the Army and other branches of ser- 


vice are pulling out all the stops In an 
effort to enlist men and women. The dis- 
play stand at Woodfield Shopping Center 
in Schaumburg is an example. 


THERE WERE two recruiters, a man 


and a woman, who stood alongside a por- 
table movie screen and piles of bro- 
chures. This was their ammunition and 
men and women between the age of 18 
•and 21 were their targets. They were 
hustling just as if their jobs depended 
upon it and this may be the case. 


The passive recruiters are no longer. 


They now are heading.to schools, shop- 
ping centers, ball games or "wherever 
the people are" according to Lt. Col. Pe- 
ter Clifford of the U.S. Army. "We have 
to make it convenient for the people and 
go where they go," he said. 


With the beginning of a new recruiting 


year for all volunteer forces, the officers 
are scrambling with new methods to en- 
tice young men and women into their of- 
fices. Because there is no draft, the role 
of the recruiter has changed. 


"It Is a selling game," said Sgt. Wil- 


liam Thomson of the Marine Corps. 
"Five years ago a man might walk into 
the office and say, 'I want to joint the 
Marines.' The recruiter would probably 
say, 'So what? So does everyone else.' 
But now, the recruiter will say, 'Sit right 
down and I'll tell you the whole story.' ". 


During the last fiscal year, the Army 


alone poured more than $26.7 million in 
advertising for active army inductees, 
according to Col. Gerald Childress, direc- 
tor of advertising and information for the 
U.S. Army at Ft. Sheridan. 


CHILDRESS INDICATED that in 1973 


$138 was.spent in advertising per soldier, 
as compared to the $35 spent in 1970. 


More ads, posters, commercials and 


recruiters are used today in hope of 
bringing the potential Inductees to meet 
quotas set for active armed forces. 


"Vietnam had a terrible affect on the 


Army," said Clifford, also stationed at 
Ft. Sheridan. "The Army had to act In 
an unnatural atmosphere, mostly plllll- 
cal." 


He said the reserves should have been 


utilized so drafting would be minimizes. 
"It brought in undesirables and things 
like My Lai happened," he said. "But as 


Vietnam diminishes, people will remem- 
ber the favorable and social importance. 
We've got to re-educate the people ... 
we're not ogres ... we don't thrive oil 
killing." 


"The Vietnam war was an unpopular 


war," said Thomson. "A lot of people 
didn't want to go and they don't connect 
the service as a way to get ahead in edu- 
cation. The immediate connection is to

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Service to begin by Aug. 13 
Bus entrepreneur Luisada: 
chances of success good

With financial lib nearly epidemic 


among suburban bus lines, the man who 
wilt begin commuter bus service in Ar- 
lington Heights next month says he has 
better than a 80-30 chance of success. 


What some would see as simply split* 


Ing Into the wind, Claude Lutsada, presi- 
dent of Motron Systems Inc., sees as a 
tough problem, a serious challenge and a 
good opportunity to make some money. 


The Village of Arlington Heights has 


backed Luisada in his gamble with the 
purchase of two now CMC Truck & 
Coach Corp. buses at c cost of $37,000. 
The new buses arc not expected to arrive 
until later this fall. 


But Luisada said ho is preparing to be- 


gin operation In three village subdivi- 
sions with ranted buses by Aug. 13. 


HIS TlirtEtM'AIlT formula, which ho 


hopes will bring success, Is to take tho 
buses to the people, then take tho people 
where they want to go, and promote tho 
system Ilko crazy while you're doing It. 


Luisada says ho Is tailoring Mctron's 


bus service to the Arlington Heights mar- 
ket, which, he says, Is actually a number 
of different markets. 


Ho will start by taking commuters 


from their homes to tho train station. 
Later, ho will add bus service for resi- 
dents who live and also work in the vil- 
lage. Still later are plans for "Dial- 
a-Bus," or door-to-door bus service. 


Beyond this, Luisada talks of the po- 


tential of bus service for tho so-called 
reverse commuter, buses to regional 
shopping centers and even between vil- 
lages. 


"We're planning a total system of indi- 


vidual services, with each service specif* 
ically designed to meet the need of a giv- 
en port of the market," Luisada says. 


He admits there arc markets his bus 


company will never be able to service. 
"We're not going to do everything a car 
does.'.' But ho also thinks there arc mar- • 
kcts where bus operation is .vastly supe- 
rior to that of the automobile. 


MOST OTHER suburban bus oper- 


ations have developed as anljexterislon of 
the city service — big, frequently old 
buses running on fixed routes which are 
usually laid out along the major streets, 
Luisada says. 


The result of this style of bus service Is 


well known. 


"Everyone has looked at the busej as 


they go by on a suburban line and seen 
two or three people riding in a 60-passcn- 
ger bus. They're hardly carrying any- 
body. 


"But wo know people are moving .back 


and forth, the potential for buses is 
there. The drops.in ridership Indicate to 
me that the other companies are not try- 
ing too hard." 


By "trying hard," Luisada says ho 


means running buses where' the people 
want to go, not where the bus company 
thinks they ought to go. To accomplish 
this, he is planning a detailed survey 
which will ask each potential rider where 
ho has to go and what time he has to be 
there. 


It Is essential that the buses be kept 


clean, Luisada says. He admits taking a 
hint from the Chicago and North Western 
Rwy. 


"I have a personal theory that-people 


are turned off to public transportation 
when they have to climb into a dirty ve- 
hicle every day," he says. 


CITY STYLE, fixed-route-bus service 


has not and will not in-the suburbs.for 
four reasons, according to Luisada. 
. • The suburbs do not have the .popu-, 


i 


lation density of the city. 


• The distance most suburbanites have 


to travel Is greater than the city nil- 
dent. 


• Suburban residents tend to be more 


affluent and therefore can afford a high- 
er level of service. 


• The distance between main streets 


in the suburbs Is generally much greater 
than the average half-mile separation in 
the city. 


Metron buses will begin running In the 


Berkley Square, Windsor Woods and Sur- 
rey Ridge areas. A rider should have to 
walk little more than 1 to 1% blocks from 
his home to meet the bus. The routes will 
be determined on the basis of where the 
riders are. The fare will be $15 for a 
monthly pass. 


ASSISTANT Village Mgr. Darryl Ken- 


ning, who has been representing Arling- 
ton Heights in the agreement between 
the~village and'Metron, says the com- 
pany's biggest advantage Is its newness, 


"They're starting from scratch and not 


burdened with fixed terminals, old equip- 
ment and routes that don't work. They 
can start small and learn what the needs 
are as they go along," he says. 


Metron has a one-year agreement with 


Arlington Heights to operate the new bus 
service. The vlllage-paid-for buses will 
be rented to Metron under a lease-pur- 
chase arrangement.' 


If the transit gamble pays off, there Is 


option In the contract for a five-year ex- 
tension of Metron's franchise. 


Kenning calls the planned bus oper- 


ation a "pure and classic experiment." 


"If we can't make it work here, there 


may be something wrong with the as- 
sumption that there's a need for bus ser- 
vice. Maybe we've just been paying lip 
service to an Ideal nobody really believes 
in."

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Blue Cross stand may 
stall hospital expansion

A major roadblock may bo thrown into 


plant for several new area hospitals be- 
cause If a now hardline stand taken by 
Bluo Cross Plan yesterday on health In- 
auranco payments. 


In action aimed at containing health 


caro costs, Bluo Cross stated It would 
cancel or modify contracts with existing 
hospitals that expand facilities without 
approval of a comprehensive health-plan- 
ning agency. 


In tho case of a new hospital, Bluo 


Cross may refuse to enter Into a contract 
If a comprehensive health planning agen- 
cy docs not approve It. 


WITHOUT A contract from Hie Blue 


Cross Plan, patients would not bo able to 
recover medical costs If treated at an 
unapprovcd hospital. Tito policy Is sim- 
ilar to federal regulations covering Medi- 
care and Mcdlcaid subsidies. 


"Few hospitals would bo ablo to sur- 


vive In this case," one Bluo Cross official 
said. 


Tho Schaumburg branch of Rush Pros- 


bytcrlan-St. Luko's Medical Center has 
tentatively received approval from tho 
planning agency. But a spokesman for 
Comprehensive Health Planning Inc. of 
Chicago (CHP) said that plans for all 
new hospitals In tho area, including 
Schaumburg, Hoffman Estates and Glen- 
view will undergo a stringent review. 


Created under state and federal laws, 


tho 
comprehensive health planning 


agencies now review plans for new medi- 
cal facilities and make recommenda- 
tions, but they have no power to stop 
construction or force redesign of plans. 


There arc now nine regional health 


planning agencies In tho state. There Is 
also a state health planning agency to 
coordinate all activities. 


PRESENT STATE laws do not require 


a hospital developer to show a need for 
their facilities as a criterion for obtain- 
ing a license from tho state. 


Legislation that will require developers 


to show a need for the facilities was si- 
detracked In a committee of tho Illinois 
Senate last session. Tho bill has already 
passed the House.

Combat and other regimented duties 


are still very much a part of the mili- 
tary, and the recruiter does not disguise 
or hide the less attractive aspects of 
duty, according to Clifford. 


"But we're discovering, although no 


men like to say so, that there's need to 
serve the country," he said. "I think 
they're beginning to enlist for the right 
reasons." 


A handful of new incentives have been

A federal court order that would have 


released $47,000 in planning money for 
low-cost senior citizens housing in Arling- 
ton Heights will be appealed. 


An official of the U.S Department of 


Housing and Urban Development (HUD) 
said yesterday in Chicago the 'ruling 
Monday by Judge Charles R. Richey that 
declared the current moratorium on sub- 
sidized housing unconstitutional, will not 
free the $47,000 which has been frozen 
since January. 


The money had been allocated for a 


site search, preliminary planning and en- 
gineering for 119 units of low-cost hous- 
ing for the elderly. 


But the money was held up in January 


when President Nixon ordered a bait to 
all federally-subsidized housing pro- 
grams. 


"Everything is still where it was be- 


fore the judge's ruling," said HUD offi- 
cial Edward Busch. If the appeals fail, 
then the money probably would be forth- 
coming, he said.
